Houbolt  work  still  stalled

If  negotiations  are  selllcd 
- between  the  city  of  Joliet  and 
property  owners  along  Houbolt 
Avenue,  work  to  widen  the  road 
from  Jefferson  Street  past  the  JJC 
farmhouse  could  begin  by  July  1. 

Bernard  Prola,  director  of  the 
Joliet  Public  Works  Department, 
presented  a progress  report  to  the 
JJC  Board  of  Trustees  Monday.  He 
said  negotiations  for  dollar  n- 
mounts  arc  continuing  between 
attorneys  for  Joliet  and  residents 
who  own  right-of-way  property. 
Right-of-way  property  is  land  from 
the  center  of  the  road  to  a point  of 
land  on  each  side  that  is  used  for 
construction. 


"We  would  like  to  get  the 
right-of-ways  in  the  next  -IS  days  so 
we  can  get  bids  as  soon  as 
possible."  Prola  said.  "The  state 
will  do  the  bidding.  It  will  take  30 
days  after  the  bid  has  been 
awarded  to  sign  bonds  and 
contracts  before  construction  can 
begin." 

Board  President  Dan  Kennedy 
said  lie  hopes  construction  will 
begin  July  1.  Traffic  would  be 
rerouted  for  at  least  one  year  and 
possibly  two. 

Board  Trustee  Victor  Scott 
mentioned  action  against  the 
property  owners.  Prola  said. 
"According  to  federal  procedures, 
you  have  to  give  the  parties 


sufficient  time  before  court  judge 

He  went  on  to  explain  that  there 
is  a set  procedure  that  has  to  be 
followed.  There  is  a possibility  thul

Kennedy  said  he  wants  people 
from  the  school  district  to  attend 
and  get  involved  with  construction 
meetings  and  to  discuss  traffic 
problems. 

The  board  expressed  hope  thul 
construction  would  begin  during 
the  summer  which,  according  to 
the  Board,  is  the  "slack  period"  of 
the  year.

Snow  removal 
keeps  crew  busy

"Anytime  wc  consider  the 
snowfall  to  be  one  to  two  inches,  we 
begin  our  snow  removal  proce- 
dure," said  Ron  Tarrant,  superin- 
tendent of  buildings  and  grounds. 

Snow  is  the  most  difficult  to 
determine  factors  such  as  what 
personnel  and  equipment  are 
needed,  said  Tarrant.  In  normal 
circumstances,  a maintenance  crew 
begins  at  2 a.m.  to  plow  Houbolt 
Avenue. 

"The  city  doesn’t  really  plow 
Houbolt.  they  plow  and  then  forget 
it  for  a while,"  Tarrant  S3id. 
"During  a snow  storm,  we  plow 
Houbolt  every  hour  on  the  hour. 
The  only  times  the  school  has 
been  closed  was  because  Houbolt 
was  impassable." 

"This  is  the  greatest  drift  pit  out 
here."  Tarrant  continued.  "It 
worries  me  when  Houbolt’s  dosed, 
to  think  we  can't  even  get  in  to 
protect  the  buildings,  such  as  in  (he 
case  of  a fire.  We  want  the  road 
open  for  the  safety  of  both  students 
and  the  buildings." 

After  plowing  Houbolt  Road,  the 
college  roads  are  cleared,  along 
with  parking  areas  one  and  two. 
where  there  is  the  greatest  influx  of 
traffic  in  the  mornings.  The 
maintenance  crew  then  tries  to  get 
parking  lot  three  open  by  8:00  and 
four  done  by  the  9:00  rush.  The 
walks  are  left  to  last.  "If  »e  did  the 
walks  right  away  the  snow  would 
have  been  blown  back  onto  the 


walks  before  the  students  arrived." 

By  employing  four  people  and 
actively  utilizing  (wo  plows  capable 
of  clearing  roads,  two  tractors  on 
the  parking  lots  and  a smaller 
tractor  on  the  walks,  the  campus 
can  be  cleared  in  three  hours,  said 

"It  took  two  or  three  years  to  get 
a concentrated  plan."  Tarrant  said. 
"We  keep  in  touch  with  the 
Chicago  Weather  Bureau  and  we 
have  a weather  scanner  out  here 
which  gives  a print  out  every  12 
minutes  and  actively  tracks  a 
storm,  so  wc  can  be  prepared  and 
plan  for  it  and  can  notify  the  staff. 

"It's  also  decided  whether  the 
campus  should  be  open  or  not. 
With  the  amount  of  staff  and 
equipment  we  have”.  Tarrant  said. 
"There's  no  reason  the  campus 
should  ever  be  closed  except  in  the 
case  of  something  like  a blizzard." 

The  problem  is  not  the  snow,  but 
the  wind.  Tarrant  says  he  has  never 
known  the  depth  of  snow  to  be  a 
problem  out  here,  the  problem 
seems  to  be  the  blowing  snow. 

The  key.  says  Tarrant,  is  to  keep 
up  with  it.  "If  you  let  it  go  for  an 
hour  or  two.  you’ll  never  get  caught 
up."  Tarrant  said.  "I  think  our 
road  should  be  in  as  good  a shape 
as  Jefferson.  The  county  does  a 
fantastic  job  on  McDonough,  a far 
superior  job  than  the  city  does  on 
Houbolt.  but  the  county  does  have 
superior  equipment  and  not  all  of 
Houbolt  is  plowed  by  the  city.

With  the  planting  of  trees  the 
size  of  twigs  near  the  college 
entrance,  a project  that  began 
seven  years  ago  is  slowly  beginning 
to  take  shape. 

When  completed,  the  Arboretum 
will  be  the  fourth  in  the  state.  It  will 
cover  1 1 acres  between  the 
entrance  and  exit  roads. 

"It's  an  idea  that  started  with 
JJC  first  got  out  to  this  campus." 
said  biology  instructor  William 
Zales,  designer  of  the  arboretum. 
"I  made  the  proposal  originally 
during  the  Bicentennial  year  when 
we  built  the  nature  trails" 
throughout  the  campus  grounds. 

Zales  designed  the  arboretum 
last  spring,  to  consist  of  native 
Illinois  plants.  "The  concept  was  to 
have  woody  plants  according  to 
evolutionary  arrangement,  the 
most  primitive  plants  being  at  one 
end.  the  most  advanced  at  the 
other." 

The  design  was  approved  last 
fall,  with  the  college  foundation 
contributing  S15.000  to  the  project. 

Fifteen  percent  of  the  arboretum 
has  been  completed,  with  181 
plants  received  and  planted. 
Approximately  45  of  the  215 
species  have  been  purchased. 


The  arboretum  is  a spare-time 
project  for  Zales.  "I  designed  it  on 
my  own  lime.  It's  something  I 
wanted  to  do  for  my  class."  The 
arrangement  of  related  plants  will 
add  educational  value  to  the 
arboretum,  he  said. 

"For  example,  the  evergreens 
will  all  be  planted  next  to  each 
other.  It  enables  you  to  Indicate  u 
clump  of  five  or  10  plnnlx  that  will 
all  be  related.” 

Planting  started  last  fall  and  will 
be  completed  "hopefully  In  the 
next  two  years."  Zales  said. 


l he  labor  portion  of  the  project  is 
the  job  of  Steve  Flanagan  and  Ills 
grounds  crew. 

"We  have  to  measure  and 
determine  the  brunch  spreud  of  a 
certain  tree  to  figure  out  how  far 
apart  they  should  be  planted,"  he 
said. 

"Kathy  Krai,  assistant  dean  of 
administrative  services,  has  also 
been  working  with  us."  l-luiiagan 
added.  "She  gets  in  contact  with 
nurseries  and  purchasing,  placing 
bids  on  certain  plants  and  other 
secretarial  matters."

Red-hot  Wolves 
win  11th  straight 


While  ihe  cold,  snowy  weather 
was  dominating  news  during 
semester  break,  the  red-hot  JJC 
Wolves  dominated  the  sports  news 
with  a string  of  victories. 

The  Wolves,  who  opened  Ihe 
season  with  three  lough  losses  in 
Kansas,  streaked  to  their  11th 
straight  win  Tuesday  night  with  a 
113-95  triumph  over  Illinois  Valiev. 

The  victory  increased  the 
Wolves'  N4C-lcading  record  to  7-0. 
Thev  are  14-5  overall,  entering 
tonight's  game  against  Wright 
Community  College. 

Center  Arncttc  Hallman  paced 
the  Wolves'  attack  against  Illinois 
Valley  with  27  points.  Marvin 
Travis  added  24  points  while 
Darnell  Anderson  connected  for  20. 

In  a game  before  the  home  crowd 
Saturday,  the  Wolves  overcame  a 
slow-down,  four-corner  offense 
strategy  to  handily  dispose  of  Rock 
Valley  93-66. 

But  all  the  four-corner  offense 
accomplished  for  Rock  Valley  was 
to  limit  the  Wolves  to  less  than  100 
points. 

Coach  Bill  Foss  said,  ''I  would 
never  have  thought  we  would  beat 
them  (Rock  Valley)  by  almost  30 
points,  I would  have  guessed  10  to 
15  at  ihe  most." 


But  ihe  Wolves  led  by  more  than 
that  in  the  early  going,  streaking  to 
a 23-6  lead  10  minutes  before 
intermission.  Poor  shooting  pla- 
gued Rock  Valley,  as  the  Trojans 
hit  on  only  three  of  28  attempts. 

Foss  said  part  of  the  reason  for 
the  Trojan's  poor  shooting  was  the 
Wolves’  tenacious  defense  that 
challenged  every  shot.  "That 
automatically  cuts  an  opponent's 
shooting  percentage  by  10-15 
percent." 

Anderson  was  the  top  scorer 
against  Rock  Valley  as  he  netted  28 
points.  Hallman  chipped  in  with  18 

Hallman  and  Don  Mason 
dominated  the  boards  with  a 
combined  29  rebounds.  The 
Wolves  had  a 51-30  edge  in 
rebounding. 

Foss  praised  Anderson,  who  he 
said  is  playing  better  every  game. 
He  was  also  pleased  with  the  play 
of  Rico  Ellis  and  Travis. 

"In  the  past  we  were  passing  too 
much  and  forcing  passes.”  Foss 
said  after  the  Rock  Valley  game. 
"But  for  the  fast  break  to  be 
effective,  you  have  to  know  exactly 
when  to  pass  and  when  to  shoot."

Matmen  upset  Triton; 
record  now  at  9-0 


JJC  s matmen  pulled  an  upset 
last  Wednesday,  defeating  the  de- 
fending 1977  NJCAA  national 
champions  Triton  College  26-25. 

The  victory  gives  JJC  a 9-0  dual 
meet  record,  making  them  the  only- 
undefeated  team  among  Illinois 
junior  colleges. 

JJC  coach  Henry  Pillard  said  118 
pound  Glenn  Beverly  moved  up  a 
weight  classification  to  126  pounds 
and  scored  a "very  crucial  pin" 
over  his  opponent  from  Triton. 
Pillard  said  he  considered  this  pin 
the  major  upset  of  the  meet. 

After  Beverly’s  upset,  it  took 
some  last  second  heroics  from 
heavyweight  Rod  Chamberlin  to 


pull  out  the  victory  for  the  Wolves. 

Going  into  Chamberlin's  match 
JJC  was  down  by  five  points,  25-21. 
Chamberlin  proceeded  to  get  a six 
point  pin  in  the  last  thirty  seconds 
of  the  match,  giving  the  Wolves 
their  one  point  margin  of  victory. 

"(Basketball  coach)  Bill  Foss 
told  me  he  was  walking  in  from  the 
parking  lot  and  could  hear  the 
cheering  all  the  way  out  there  when 
we  got  that  final  pin."  said  Pillard. 

Pillard  says  JJC  isn't  ranked  in 
the  national  polls  yet.  but  that  he 
expects  the  team  to  be  when  the 
next  poll  is  released.  JJC  meets 
Rock  Valley  and  Sauk  Valley  here 
today  at  3 p.m.

notified  Campus  Safety  at  1:45 
p.m.  of  a water  leak. 

According  to  Ken  Pierce. 
Assistant  Superintendant  of  Build- 
ings and  Grounds,  the  gas 
company  and  Illinois  Bell  was 
notified  and  they  located  their 
utility  cables. 


Pierce  said  he  was  uncertain  as 
to  the  exact  cause  of  the  break,  but 
did  say  it  might  have  been  due  to 
cold  weather. 

The  Will  County  Diamond 
Construction  Company  was  called 
in  to  repair  what  damage  had  been 
done  to  the  “two  inch  cast  iron 


"It  took  about  seven  hours  by  the 
time  everything  was  completely 
under  control."  said  Pierce.  "But. 
we  were  fortunate  enough  to  find 
someone  to  come  out  that  late  in 
the  afternoon. 

Fierce  also  said  that  if  the  water 


main  break  had  not  been  found  in 
lime  water  would  not  have  reached 
the  boiler  room.  This  could  have 
resulted  in  the  heat  being  shut  off. 
causing  the  pipes  to  freeze. 


Spring  enrollment  increases 


Pipe  break  causes  two  hour  water  shutoff

Total  enrollment  and  part-time 
and  evening  enrollment  increased 
this  semester  at  JJC.  But  the 
number  of  daytime  and  fulltime 
students  went  down,  according  to  a 
Jan.  24  report. 

A total  of  7.814  students 
registered  for  the  1978  spring 
semester.  This  reflects  a 1.2 
percent  increase  over  the  7,718 
enrolled  in  the  1977  fall  semester. 

Daytime  class  enrollment  drop- 
ped 4.6  percent,  from  3.867  in  fall 
to  3.686  this  semester.  Full-time 
student  enrollment  also  decreased 
from  2.667  to  2206,  a drop  of  17.2 
percent.  The  number  of  on-campus 


students  registered  went  down  S.3 
percent,  from  6.355  last  fall  to  6017 
this  semester. 

Enrollment  increased  7.2  percent 
in  evening  classes,  from  3.850  to 
4,128  registered  students.  A total 
of  5,608  part-time  students  regist- 
ered this  year,  an  11  percent 
increase  over  last  semester’s  5,051 
total.  Off-campus  enrollment  in- 
cluding North  Campus,  satellites 
and  prison  enrollment  went  up. 
from  1,362  to  1797  students,  an 
increase  of  31.9  percent. 

The  total  number  of  paid 
students  for  spring  1978  rose 
one-tenth  of  one  percent  over  the 
total  for  the  last  spring  semester, 
from  6.632  to  6.642.  Increases  in 


paid  students  over  last  spring  were 
noted  in  daytime  classes  to  be  6.8 
percent,  from  3,246  to  3.467 
students.  Part-time  classes  in- 
creased 3.6  percent,  from  4.328  to 
4.485  students,  and  off-campus 
classes  increased  32.8  percent, 
from  1001  to  1330  students. 

Paid  evening  class  students 
dropped  from  3246  in  spring  1977 
to  3.067  this  spring,  a drop  of  6.5 
percent.  Full-time  enrollment  ulso 
dropped  6.4  percent  below  lust 
spring's  figures  from  2.304  to  2.157 
paid  students.  A 6.6  percent 


decline  was  registered  in  paid 
un-campus  students,  from  5.6.11 
Inst  spring  to  5,312  this  spring. 

"It's  a fairly  typical  spring,” 
said  Walter  Ztlida.  Viet  ptCI  Ol 
planning  and  records.  There  is 
usually  a slight  drop  from  fall  to 
spring.  The  only  major  trend  I see 
is  the  drop  in  full-time  students  and 
the  increase  in  part-time  slu- 

"This  trend  is  not  unusual  as  far 
as  flic  rest  of  the  country  is 
concerned,"  he  said.  "I  ant  often 
reading  about  the  trend  ol  older 


students  returning  to  college 
part-time  for  more  education,  and 
college-age  students  working  while 
going  to  school  part-time." 

Znida  attributed  the  rise  of 
part-time  uml  of!  campus  students 
over  last  spring's  enrollment  to  the 
fact  that  "we  are  enrolling  Adult 
Basic  Education  and  high  school 
equivalency.  GED.  courses  earlier 
than  previously,  last  spring  we 
didn't  register  until  well  Into  the 
semester.  But  1 fed  that  we're  In  a 
fairly  healthy  position  this  semes 
tci."

78  teams  earn  praises 


Many  people  feel  too  much 
money  is  poured  into  athletic 
programs  at  the  college  level, 
especially  community  colleges.  At 
times  we're  inclined  to  agree,  but 
recent  achievements  by  JJC's 
basketball  and  wrestling  squads 
should  give  everyone  second 
thoughts  on  the  matter. 

The  wrestling  team  should 
probably  be  congratulated  first, 
since  individual  sports  never 
receive  anywhere  the  publicity  that 
team  sports  possess.  Often  unsung 
and  pushed  around,  the  wrestlers 
arc  ranked  nationally,  have  won  the 
regional  title,  and  arc  unbeaten  in 


It's  difficult  to  imagine  how  the 
wrestlers  could  be  expected  to  do 
much  more  than  they  have  and  we 
hope  more  people  would  consider 
going  to  the  home  meets.  Someone 
appreciates  them  and  their  indivi- 
dual efforts,  and  that  we  expect  to 
see  some  of  them  in  the  national 
tournament. 

The  basketball  team  is  currently 
the  proud  owner  of  a 15-game 
winning  streak,  one  of  the  longest 
streaks  in  recent  history.  It's  a vast 
improvement  over  last  year's 
efforts,  where  the  team  was  torn  by 
dissension,  while  at  the  same  time 


possessing  quality  players. 

The  quality  couldn't  overcome 
the  dissension,  and  the  1976-77 
Wolves  basketball  team  had  a 
winning  record  but  was  a 
disappointment  to  many  observers. 

This  year  seems  to  be  different. 
The  disagreements  have  apparent- 
ly stopped,  and  the  team  is  playing 
like  a team  and  winning  like  they 
should  with  the  talent  they  have.

Telephone  registration  convenient

Telephone  registration  has  pro- 
vided a more  convenient  method  of 
registration  for  students,  says 
George  Paulson,  associate  dean  of 
business. 

According  to  Paulson,  part-time 
students  can  call  the  Registration 
Office,  toll  free,  to  give  information 
needed  to  register  for  classes.  The 
information  is  then  fed  into  the 
computer,  and  the  student  later 
receives  a schedule  and  bill. 

Full-time  students  go  through 
the  same  procedure,  except  their 
adviser  must  call  registration. 
Students  attending  the  satellite 
centers  can  also  register  by  phone, 


Paulson  said. 

Telephone  registration  began  in 
the  spring  of  1973  for  only  the 
evening  program.  It  was  introduc- 
ed to  all  part-time  student,  and  now 
approximatlcy  11.000  people,  both 
full  and  part-time.  Registration  was 
done  manually  at  first  until  the 
computer  system  was  installed  in 
1975. 

"The  biggest  thing  in  phone 
registration  is  how  convenient  it 
is."  Paulson  said.  "It's  better  than 
other  systems  and  could  probably 
handle  up  to  15.000  students.  The 
only  problem  could  occur  if 
advisers  wait  and  bunch  up  student 
registrations,  which  they  usually

A safe  in  the  Student  Service 
Center  in  J Building  with  an 
estimated  S20.000  in  checks  and 
cash  was  found  unlocked  Saturday 
afternoon  by  a part-time  campus 
safety  officer. 

JJC  officials  reported  nothing 
missing  from  the  safe., which  was 
apparently  left  unlocked  by 
mistake,  but  would  not  verify  an 
inventory  by  Tom  Carey  and  safety 
cadet  Ron  Duggins. 

Carey  discovered  that  the  safe 
was  closed  but  unlocked  while  he 
was  on  a routine  patrol  at  about 
3:30  p.m.  Saturday.  The  door  to  the 
office  was  locked. 

The  inventory,  taken  immediate- 


ly after  the  discovery,  reportedly 
lists  the  safe  as  containing  keys  for 
the  bookstore  safe,  the  check- 
signing machines  in  the  Business 
Office,  the  small  check-cashing 
machine  in  the  Personnel  Office 
and  the  large  check  writer  in  the 
Personnel  Office.  The  signature 
stamp  of  JJC  Treasurer  John 
Marling  was  found  along  with  a 
notary  seal.

of  the  envelopes. 

Tim  Helton,  vice  president  for 
administrative  services,  said  he 
thought  the  two  were  wrong  in 
making  the  inventory.  He  said  they 
were  only  to  cheek  if  the  safe  door 
was  locked.  However,  one  of  the 
safety  personnel  said  the  two  made 
the  inventory  to  protect  themselves 
in  case  anyone  would  accuse  them 
of  theft. 

Helton  also  said  he  knew  who  left 
the  safe  door  unlocked,  but  would 
not  disclose  the  person's  name. 

JJC  Comptroller  Alice  Jackson 
said  she  was  on  campus  Saturday, 
but  said  she  did  not  know  who  left 
the  safe  door  unlocked.  The  service 

not  revealed  how  many  people  have 


access  to  the  sale  and  the 
combination. 

Helton  also  declined  to  comment 
on  whether  the  safe  contained  the 
school's  payroll  checks  that  hud 
been  placed  at  the  service  center 
Saturday  morning  for  employees 
who  weren’t  able  to  pick  them  up 
Thursday  or  Friday. 

There  was  a locked  compartment 
in  the  sale  that  was  not  opened  by 
the  safety  personnel. 

Corcv  Sind  when  he  wus  first 
employed  at  JJC  he  was  instructed 
by  one  of  his  superiors  to  check  the 
safe  while  on  patrol  to  see  if  it  was 
linked  and  lo  lake  an  inventory  il  it 
wus  not  locked. 

Helton  said  the  two  should  have 


simply  locked  the  door  after  they 
"noticed  thin  everything  was  in 
there  lie  should  have  just  turned 
the  knob  and  locked  u and  called 
(chief  of  campus  safely  louts) 
Korilko." 

Carey,  after  discovering  the 
unlocked  safe,  called  Duggins  into 
the  office  und  the  two  conducted 
the  inventory.  They  then  contacted 
Korilko  and  Helton. 

A Hla/er  reporter,  who  wus 
looking  for  safety  personnel  to 
unlock  a Bla/er  office  door,  found 
Carey  as  he  was  entering  tin 
Student  Services  Office  for  the 
security  check.  The  reporter  was 
present  during  the  Inventory . at  the 
request  of  the  two  employees 


JJC  recovers  from  blizzard

After  school  was  closed  two  days 
and  work  crews  plowed  for  3b 
straight  hours.  JJC  finally  recover- 
ed from  the  ‘‘Blizzard  of  ’78"  last 
weekend. 

And.  according  to  JJC  Pres. 
Harold  McAninch.  students  don't 
have  to  worry  about  making  up 

"The  school  has  enough  days 
without  making  up  those  two." 
McAninch  said.  "The  guideline  set 
by  the  stale  is  that  we  have  IS 
weeks  of  classes,  not  including 
finals.  But  this  is  just  a guideline, 
not  a hard  and  fast  rule." 

McAninch  said  the  decision  to 
close  the  school  last  Thursday  and 
Friday  was  made  at  about  5 a.m. 
Thursday  morning. 

"It  was  originally  to  be  closed 
Thursday  through  Monday."  said 
maintenance  supervisor  Larry  Sen- 
ders. "But  we  did  a good  enough 
job  to  have  it  open  by  Saturday." 

He  and  groundskeepers  Rich 
Rivera  and  Grady  Shipp  started 
plowing  at  2 a.m.  last  Thursday. 
"We  were  hoping  to  have  the  roads 
open  for  school  that  morning." 
Senders  said. 

"The  wind  was  the  big 
difference  this  time."  he  said. 
"And  our  biggest  problem  was 
plowing  Houbolt  Road,  not  just  the 
parking  lots.  The  city  doesn't  plow 
Houbolt.  so  we  cleared  it  to  the 
school  entrance.  By  the  lime  we 
cleared  the  road  dow  n to  Jefferson, 
the  wind  blew  the  snow  so  much 
that  we  had  to  clear  it  again." 

Senders  plowed  from  7:30  a.m. 
Friday  to  4 p.m.  Saturday.  He 
added  that  five  hours  alone  was 
spend  digging  out  the  temporary 
buildings  with  the  school's  tractor. 

Several  snow  removal  vehicles 
including  a dump  truck  and  plow 
broke  down  during  the  clearing 
process,  he  said.  “Another  prob- 
lem was  the  people  trying  to  get  to 
the  school  and  to  College  Park 
subdivision,  and  getting  stuck  on 
Houbolt. 

"Around  3:30  a.m.  Saturday." 
he  said,  "contractos  came  in  with 
payloaders-the  big  snow  plows  like 
the  city  uses-and  worked  until  the 
afternoon."  clearing  drifts  that 
were  sometimes  as  high  as  10  feet. 

Campus  safety  reported  a few 
students  coming  to  the  school 
Thursday  and  Friday.  "We  tried  to 
keep  as  many  people  off  campus  as 
possible  so  snow  removal  wouldn't 
be  obstructed."  said  Lou  Korilko. 
head  of  campus  safety.

Security  guard  confined  by  snow

JJC  security  guard  Ed  Southwell 
has  his  own  story  to  tell  about  the 
"Blizzard  of  '78"-»hen  snow  kept 
him  confined  on  campus  overnight. 

Thursday  morning  last  week, 
while  driving  from  Joliet  to  his 
Aurora  home.  Southwell  heard  over 
the  radio  that  the  roads  were 
blocked  and  the  campus  was 
closed.  "I  came  out  to  the  school  to 
sec  if  I could  help."  Southwell  said. 

That  night,  and  all  Friday 
morning.  Southwell  “mostly  sat  by 


the  phone  in  the  security 
department.  I kept  the  administra- 
tors informed  on  the  closing  of 
classes.  I had  a list  of  phone  calls, 
to  sports  team  members,  coaches, 
as  well  as  administrators. 

“I  also  had  calls  coming  in  until 
about  4 a.m.  Friday-peoplc  asking 
if  school  was  open,  and  workers 
asking  if  they  could  come  to  get 
their  paychecks. 

“One  student  was  stranded  out 
here  Thursday."  he  added.  "She 
made  it  to  the  campus,  but  her  ride 


couldn't  come  back  out  to  get  her. 
Another  worker  and  I took  a 
maintenance  truck  and  drove  her 
home.  We  were  sending  out  trucks 
for  people  to  go  home  if  someone 
hadn't  made  it  But  there  weren't 
many  people  coming  to  the 

Southwell  said  he  spent  his  spare 
time  watching  television.  Since  the 
cafeteria  wasn't  open,  he  was 
"given  permission  to  go  down  to 
the  cafeteria  and  cook  some  food 
for  myself." 


Friday  was  spent  "mainly  by 
getting  people  off  campus.  Houbolt 
Road  wav  clear  only  as  far  as  the 
school  I had  to  block  the  south  end 
of  the  road  with  a patrol  car  parked 
near  the  eiit  road.  The  entrance 
was  locked,  so  anyone  coming  in 
would  go  past  the  car.  and  I would 
flash  the  squad's  lights  and  stop 
them." 

Southwell  stayed  at  the  school 
until  2:30  p.m.  Friday,  when  he 
learned  that  another  person  would 
be  taking  his  place.

Spy  crash  raises  questions 


An  occurancc  which  could  have 
become  an  international  incident 
has  somehow  been  kept  under 
control  with  cool  heads  and 
multi-national  cooperation. 

Yet.  the  recent  Soviet  spy 
satellite  caper  over  Canada  raises 
some  interesting  questions  con- 
cerning the  use  of  nuclear  energy. 

The  first  question  raised  con- 
cerns what  would  happen  if  another 
satellite  ever  crashed  over  a 
populated  area. 


It  was  lucky  indeed  that  the 
satellite  came  down  in  an 
unpopulated  area.  The  radiation 
coming  from  the  present  wreckage 
. have  not  reached  dangerous  levels. 
However,  questions  of  human 
safety  in  case  of  future  crashes  has 
not  been  answered. 

Another  question  concerns  the 
use  of  nuclear  energy  to  power 
satellites  which  obviously  don't 
have  the  600  year  lifetime  they  arc 
supposed  to  have. 


President  Jimmy  Carter  has 
already  called  for  an  international 
agreement  banning  the  use  of 
nuclear  energy  for  such  purposes.

The  song  was  written  by  Van 
Morrison  for  a group  of  English 
rocksters  known  as  "Them."  Lead 
singer  Jimmy  Sohns  of  Shadows 
sang  it  and  turned  it  into  the 
group's  first  album  of  the  same 

The  original  Shadows  were 
Sohns.  Joe  Kelley,  Warren  Rogers. 
Tom  Schiffour  and  Jerry  McGeo- 
rge.  Their  next  album,  "Back  Door 
Men."  was  followed  by  "Shadows 
of  Knight"  and  the  group  rose  to 
stardom. 

During  this  time  they  also  had  a 
number  of  hit  singles,  including 
"Shake."  "Oh  Yell/'  "Bud  Little 
Woman"  and  "I'm  gonna  Make 
You  Mine."  - . - 

After  this  the  band  stopped 
recording  due  to  mismanagement 
and  "raw  business  deals." 

Now  the  Shadows  of  Knight  are 
back,  led  by  the  only  original 
member  of  the  band.  Sohns.  The 
rest  of  the  Shadows  are  Bob 
Bostanchc  (drums),  Mark  Bohrcr 
(bass)  and  David  Stackman  (lead 
guitar). 

The  band  has  been  together  for 
about  five  months.  Two  of  the 
members  arc  from  the  Joliet  area, 
while  Sohns  is  from  Chicago  and 
Stackman  hails  from  Rochester. 
N.Y. 

Another  member  of  the  band. 
Paul  Roy,  is  in  New  York  doing 
studio  work  with  Alice  Cooper's  old 
band,  "The  Billion  Dollar  Babies." 
He  will  return  in  late  December, 
but  doesn't  plan  to  re-join  the 
group  in  performance. 

Shadows  main  concern  is  original 


material  and  is  classified  by  Sohns 
as  "hard  driving  high  energy  rock 
V roll." 

All  members  of  the  band  write 
songs  and  some  of  the  popular 
tunes  they  do  are  “Something  to 
Remember  Me  By."  "It's  Your 
Fault,"  "All  My  Night"  and  "It 
Hurts  So  Good." 

They  also  do  "old  favorites" 
such  as  "Train  Kept  A Rollin',"  "I 
Just  Wanna  Make  Love  To  You" 
(which  was  on  their  first  album) 
and  "Jumpin'  Jack  Rash." 

The  band  claims  one  of  its  main 
influences  is  the  Rolling  Stones. 
The  Jagger  style  is  evident  in 
Sohn's  performances. 

"Wc  want  to  havc-a  good  time  on 
stage.  If  wc  have  a good  time,  then 
the  people  watching  have  a good 
time.  The  problem  today  is  that  too 
many  bands  look  mechanical," 
Sohns  says. 

The  future. of  the  group  includes 
an  East  Coast  tour  (which  is  in  the 


planning  stages  already)  and 
getting  some  demo  tapes  started  in 
January. 

"Aerosmith's  managment  is 
interested  in  us  so  far,"  Sohns 
stated. 

Shadows  plays  in  high  schools, 
colleges  and  clubs  throughout  the 
Chicagoland  area. 

This  ain't  the  summer  of  love 
anymore  (as  Blue  Oyster  Cult 
would  say).  Jim  Morrison  has  gone 
away,  and  the  only  reminders  of 
the  war  arc  the  wounded  veterans 
who  have  only  memories  for  sou- 
veniers.  Even  Joliet  has  changed. 
The  Wild  Goose  is  now  filled  with 
children  as  it  is  a recreation  center 
and  ice-skating  rink. 

Despite  the  many  changes  that 
have  occured  since  1966,  the 
Shadows  arc  here  for  a comeback. 
While  it  won't  be  "Let  me  tell  ya' 
bout  my  baby,  ya  know  she  come 
around..."  ("Gloria"),  it  will 
definitely  be  something  to  watch.

The  CETA  student  must  have 
been  unemployed  or  underemploy- 
ed (not  earning  wages  comparable

to  their  skills)  for  one  week  to  be 
eligible  for  job  training, 

To  be  eligible  for  a CETA  job, 
one,  must  be  18  years  of  age  and 
unemployed  for  JO  days  prior  to 
application  for  employment. 

According  to  Tim  Helton,  dean  of 
administrative  services,  the  two- 
classroom  trailer  now  being 
investigated,  together  with  the  one 
already  on  campus,  will  be  the  site 
for  all  CETA  classes. 

"We're  renting  the  trailer 
because  there  is  100  percent 
utilization  of  all  classroom  space  in 
the  permanent  buildings."  Helton 
said.  "It  would  not  make  sense  to 
construct  a permanent  facility  for 
CETA,  since  the  length  of  a 
program  of  this  type  is  not 
definite." 

The  original  trailer  was  leased 
from  Mobile  Office  Inc.  from 
Chicago  in  January  1977.  The  rent 
was  $225  monthly  until  Sept.  30. 
1977.  It  is  now  S150.  Funds  for  ihe 
trailer  are  obtained  from  the  CETA 
grant. 

Cost  and  the  length  of  time 
needed  for  use  of  the  second  trailer 
have  not  been  determined. 

"The  CETA  contract  expires 
June  30.  and  is  being  renegotiated 
right  now,”  Helton  stated. 
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Students  with  influenza 


advised  to  stay  at  home

Influenza,  grip,  grippe  or  flu  is  a 
highly  contagious,  acute  disease 
caused  by  a virus  and  characterized 
by  fever,  prostration,  aches  and 
pains  and  inflammation  of  the 
respiratory  mucous  membranes. 
The  onset  is  usually  sudden. 

That  is  the  definition  of  flu, 
which  according  to  Rosella  Pctrich, 
director  of  Health  Services,  there  is 
a lot  of  it  going  around  this  year. 
“Those  that  do  have  it  arc  very  sick 
with  it."  she  said. 

There  arc  three  types  of  flu  going 
around,  said  Pctrich,  the  Hong 
Kong  flu,  Type  A flu.  and  the 
Russian  flu.  all  with  similar 
symptoms. 

Symptoms  of  the  flu  are  chills,  a 
fever,  generalized  aching,  nausea, 
with  or  without  vomiting,  and  or 
diarrhea.  "The  complaint  usually  is 
that  the  person  just  feels  washed 
out,"  Petrich  said. 


While  there  are  vaccines  for  the 
Hong  Kong  and  Type  A flu.  work  is 
just  beginning  on  a vaccine  for  the 
Russian  flu,  which  Pctrich  said,  is 
expected  in  the  Midwest  in  about  a 
week  and  a half. 

To  treat  the  flu,  one  should  take 
aspirin,  force  fluids,  have  bed  rest 
and  consult  a physician.  Petrich 
feels  there  is  not  substitute  for 
professional  care.  "Anyone  with 
flu  symptoms  should  consult  a 
physician  and  preferably  see  him. 
If  you're  sick  enough  to  call  a 
physician,  you're  ill  enough  to  go 
in  and  see  him.” 

Those  that  are  sick  and  go  to 
Hcultli  Services  get  their  tempera 
lures  taken,  arc  given  aspirin  and 
may  lie  down  if  they  want,  though 
Pctrich  prefers  they  go  home  so 
they  don't  expose  others. 

Petrich  says  she'll  ulso  try  to 
make  an  appointment  with  a doctor 
for  out-of-town  students,  If  they 
want,  but  those  that  live  in  town 


must  call  their  own  physicians.  The 
college  has  no  physician  on  the 
staff. 

She  also  gives  Ice  packs  for  sore 
throats  and  says  they  will  relieve 
inflammation.  "Never  heat  an 
inflamed  area,  such  as  n sore 
throat."  Pctrich  said  "Drink  only 
cold  liquids,  no  hot  soup,  tea  or 
coffee." 

About  medication.  Petrich  say* 
never  take  other  people's  mcdica 
lion.  "You  must  take  only 
medication  prescribed  to  you  and 
you  must  take  Ihe  whole  prescript- 
ion, otherwise  the  virus  will  Just  lay 
dormant.  You  must  take  enough 
medication  to  eradicate  it  and  this 
is  what  the  physician  prescribes 
It's  important  to  take  every  pill," 

Also  there  should  be  no  drinking 
of  alcoholic  beverages  while  taking 
medication,  Petrich  says  "not  even 
u beer."

All  of  this  is  tied 
together  and  amplified  through  a 
perfectly  suited  sound  system. 

J.H.'s  material  is  in  keeping  with 
the  general  aura  of  the  group, 
pleasing  but  not  impressive.  1 don't 


know  if  their  music  is  original,  but 
what  1 heard  was  new  to  me.  and 
good.

Pillard  named  director 

Area  to  host  int’l  mat  meet 


800  amateur  wrestlers  from 
around  the  world  arc  expected  to 
visit  Joliet  in  late  March  to  compete 
in  the  first  annual  Chicago 
International  Wrestling  Tourna- 
ment to  be  held  at  Joliet  Central 
High  School,  according  to  JJC 
wrestling  coach  and  tournament 
director  Henry  Pillard. 

The  event,  sponsored  by  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union,  is  "the 
biggest  amateur  wrestling  tourna- 
ment for  international  Junior 
competitors  ever  held."  said 
Pillard.  There  will  be  two  divisions 
consisting  of  19-20  year-olds  and 
16-18  year-olds. 

About  340  foreign  competitors 
from  1 1 countries  are  expected  to 
compete.  Area  arrangements  for 
the  tournament  are  being  coordin- 
ated by  the  Joliet  Region  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

The  tournament  is  open  to  all 
registered  amateur  athletes  who 
have  a current  AAU  membership 
card,  or  membership  in  the 

appropriate  foreign  amateur  sports 
organization. 

At  a news  conference  last 

Tuesday,  John  Dustin,  national 

AAU  wrestling  coordinator  said. 
"We  also  expect  that  20  U.S.  state 
AAU  teams  and  other  individual 
American  wrestling  champions  will 
be  entered  in  the  weight  divisions- 
from  98  pounds  up  to  the

provide  a format  for  the  junior 
amateur  wrestlers  of  the  world  to 
test  their  skills." 

"The  American  wrestlers  and 
coaches  will  have  a tremendous 
opportunity  to  gain  valuable 
international  experience,  know- 
ledge. and  exposure."  said  Dustin. 

The  biggest  foreign  delegation 
will  come  from  West  Germany. 
Dustin  said.  "We  have  solid 
confirmation  that  II  German  teams 
will  be  competing.  There  will  be  15 
Junior  wrestling  teams  coming  to 
the  U.S.  from  Europe  in  March  as 
part  of  the  historic  first  ever  AAU 
charter  trip  of  it's  type." 

"AAU  has  been  working  on  the 
European  charter  concept  for  about 
three  years,"  continued  Dustin.  He 
said  that  a German  professor 
teaching  in  the  U.S.  was  sent  to 
West  Germany  for  promoting  this 

When  asked  why  the  tournament 
was  named  after  Chicago,  and 
whether  the  event  might  be  moved 
away  from  Joliet  if  it  is  a success, 
Dustin  said.  "The  name  Chicago 
rings  a bell.  They  all  know  where 
Chicago  is.  We  are  looking  for  a 
permanent  home  for  this  and  the 
people  in  Joliet  are  asking  me  why 
it  can’t  be  called  Joliet  Interna- 
tional Wrestling  Tournament 
instead  and  my  answer  to  that  is 
yes.  we  would  like  to  change  it 
but.  we  will  do  it  after  this 
tournament.”  He  said  if  the 
community  wants  this  event,  he 
couldn’t  see  why  they  can't  have  it 

Dustin  then  commented  on  why 
the  Amateur  Athletic  Union 
selected  Joliet  in  the  first  place.  "I 
really  feel  good  about  Joliet's 
response.  Joliet  is  not  faced  with 
apathy  like  Chicago.  I sincerely 
doubt  that  this  could  even  get  off 
the  ground  in  downtown  Chicago.

The  safe,  containing  an  estimat- 
ed S20.000  in  checks  and  cash,  was 
found  unlocked  that  ufternoon  by  a 
part-time  campus  sufely  officer. 
According  to  JJC  ufficiuls,  the  sufc 
was  left  unlocked  by  mistake,  and 
nothing  was  missing  from  it. 

The  safe  was  moved  to  an 
undisclosed  location  as  a result  of 
un  article  written  in  the  Feb.  3 
edition  of  the  Blazer,  said  Korilko, 
"The  location  wax  definitely 
compromised  to  anyone  reading 
the  article,"  he  suid.  "We  moved 
it  in  the  best  interests  security-

The  door  was  locked  and  the  safe 
closed.  In  my  opinion  the  workers 
should  have  closed  the  safe  and 
reported  to  us."

‘Dead’  reaching  new  fans

Despite  the  adverse  weather 
conditions  Feb.  1,  a sold  out, 
enthusiastic  crowd  at  Chicago's 
Uptown  Theatre  bid  adieu  to  the 
good  old  Grateful  Dead. 

Wednesday's  show  was  the  last 
of  a three-night  stint  for  the  Dead, 
whose  mid-winter  presence  in  the 
Windy  City  brought  many  of  the 
old  hippies  and  hard  core  "dead 
heads"  out  of  winter's  hibernation. 

As  a 12-  year  mainstay  in  the 
rock  'n'  roll  business,  the  Dead 
have  held  on  to  a majority  of  their 
devoted  fans  by  adhering  to  the 
influences  of  country  western  rock 
styles.  This  also  has  backed  the 
Dead  into  an  enigma  of  sorts, 
victims  of  nostalgia.  The  question 
arises-are  they  dancing  to  the 
vibes  or  to  the  tradition,  as  it  has 
always  been  skin  to  their  early 
days? 

To  avoid  the  latter,  the  Dead 
have  been  exploring  newer  styles 
like  the  flashy  touches  of  up-tempo  ,

numbers,  a distinct  characteristic 
of  their  last  three  studio  albums. 
The  result,  though  less  than 
spectacular  in  actual  album  sales, 
has  been  reaching  a new  young 
generation  of  Dead  Heads  who 
enjoy  the  old  vintage  Dead  as  well 
as  the  new.  More  importantly, 
besides  the  growth  in  accesibility, 
the  Dead  have  not  strayed  beyond 
the  total  embodiment  of  their 
sound;  that  of  complex  rhythms 
and  intertwining  guitars. 

Characteristically,  it  has  been 
the  duo  drumming  and  percussion 
of  Bill  Kreutzmann  and  Micky  Hart 
that  produced  the  founding 
rhythms.  The  rest  of  the  band, 
bassist  Phil  Lesh,  and  the  slash 
rhythm  guitar  and  exploratory  lead 
guitar  of  Bob  Weis  and  Jerry 
Garcia  becoming  the  structure  of 
complex  patterns,  weaving  in  and 
out.  The  addition  of  a female  singer 
and  her  pianist  husband,  Donna 
and  Keith  Goddchaux,  broadened 
their  base,  and  molded  the  Dead's 
sound.  They  are  now  versatile  in 
various  styles. 

And  there’s  one  more  tradition. 
The  Dead  are  as  well  known  for 
their  off  nights  as  well  as  their  good 
ones.  When  then  would  that  place 
this  latest  show?  From  a dead 
head's  point  of  view,  good  but 
definite  room  for  improvement. 
From  a critic's  view,  mildly 
uninspirational. 

The  first  set  of  music  ran  about  a 
hair  in  length  and  left  the 
impression  that  the  band  was  tired. 
Admittedly  the  songs  chosen  were 
crowd  pleascrs  and  more  than  just 


a handful  of  people  made  for  the 
aisles  during  "Mama  Tried"  and 
"Me  and  My  Uncle."  But  for 
vintage  Dead  songs  the  band  didn't 
exactly  "get  it  on."  "Friend  of  the 
Devil"  solicited  a big  response  but 
the  song  was  played  and  sung  to  a 
blues  pace. 

The  best  two  songs  of  the  first 
set  were  "Ramblin  on  Rose”  and 
“Sugaree.”  Presumably  because 
“Ramblin  on  Rose"  is  relatively 
new  in  their  repitore  stands  to 
reason  why  it  worked.  Donna’s 
harmonies  meshed  perfectly  with 
Garcia's  and  the  jazzy  piano  was 
the  sweet  added  touch.  "Sugaree” 
succeeded  on  the  lone  fact  that 
Garcia  finally  got  hot.  Until  this, 
his  guitar  had  lacked  the  sting  and 
snap  it  usually  has. 

The  second  sel  was  much  more 
exciting,  especially  from  a dead 
head's  view.  The  Dead  ran  through 
some  of  their  new  material,  most 
notably  Weir’s  composition.  "Esti- 
mated Prophet."  Garcia  added  his 
bouncy  guitar  wah-wah'  effect, 
which  emerged  and  ran  into  an 
extended  solo. 

The  opening  notes  of  "Sugar 
Magnolia"  rescued  me  from  the 
enclosing  clutches  of  boredom.  The 
vintage  dead  song  had  everyone 
standing  and  be-bopping  around.  I 
made  for  an  aisle  to  enjoy  the 
rousing  and  enticing  version  of  the 

As  a critic  it  would  be  easy  to 
shuck  the  Dead,  and  write  them 
off.

Roof  safe  despite

That  wastebasket  on  the  west 
side  of  the  bridge  is  not  meant  for 
garbage,  but  to  catch  water  leaking 
from  a crack  in  the  ceiling. 

"The  ceiling  docs  not  leak  when 
it  rains,  only  during  u thaw,"  said 
Ron  Tarrant,  superintendent  of 
buildings  and  grounds. 

The  crack,  on  a bridge  expansion 
joint,  was  caused  by  the  contraction 
and  expansion  of  the  summer- 
winter  months  and,  according  to 


Tarrant,  is  about  four  feet  long  and 
three-eighths  of  an  inch  wide. 

The  roof  is  structuarlly  safe, 
however  Tarrant  said  he  and  Frank 
Conroy  of  the  Capital  Development 
Board  made  an  inspection  of  the 
cracked  roof  area  and  "there  is  no 
danger  of  concrete  falling  on 
anyone’s  head  because  of  the 
rebars,  which  are  steel  hors  that  lie 
the  concrete  together."  he  said. 

Although  the  crack  won't  he 
repaired,  because  it  lias  become 
part  of  the  expansion-contraction 


crack 

facet,  a fiberglass  mesh  will  be 
used  to  seal  the  leakage.  Tarrant 
said,  The  work  will  he  done  by 
Olson’s  Roofing  Co.  Work  is 
expected  to  begin  in  the  middle  of 
March  or  sooner,  if  the  weather 
allows,  Tarrant  suid. 

Tarrant  also  said  roof  leakage  in 
other  parts  of  the  college,  such  as  a 
couple  of  the  stairwells,  is  because 
the  roofs  arc  "only  70  percent 
completed.  The  .10  percent  unfin- 
ished roof  urea  is  still  in  need  of  n 
tar  and  gravel  sealer,"  he  said.

The  Board  of  trustee  awarded 
(he  lease  of  JJC's  I -15  acre  farm  to 
the  present  tenant.  Mike  Haley,  for 
$9,500.  The  renewed  one-year 
contract  will  lake  effect  March  I . 

Paul  Siegel,  a student  at  JJC. 
also  submitted  a bid  for  $9,500. 

College  president  Harold 
McAninch  said  there  was  an 
obligation  to  allow  the  present 
tenant  the  lease  consisting  of  135 
acres.  "Mr  Haley  has  proved 
himself  to  be  a good  tenant."  said 
McAninch. 

McAninch  said  he  felt  it  was 
important  that  they  contract  with 
an  individual  who  will  be 
cooperative  and  work  with  the 
college  in  soil  conservation  as  well 


as  utilizing  farming  techniques, 
and  follow  the  college  guidelines 
with  regard  to  tillage  of  the  mil  and 
conservation  projects. 

Board  trustee  Robert  Kiep  voted 
no  in  the  passing  of  the  bid  going  to 
Haley.  Kiep  said.  "Because  of 
circumstances  surrounding  the 
lease.  I am  voting  no.”  Kiep  was 
not  available  for  comment  after  the 


Strike  money 
grant  ok’d 


A 545,000  student  service 
recognition  scholarship  fund  con- 
sisting of  the  money  docked 
teachers  during  last  year's  strike 
was  approved  at  last  Monday 
night's  Board  of  Trustee’s  meet- 
ing. 

The  fund  is  designed  to 
"recognize  students  who  have 
distinguished  themselves  in  service 
to  their  fellow  students,  depart- 
ment of  study,  and  the  institution." 

Students  who  are  sophomores 
this  year  are  immediately  eligible 
to  receive  one  of  twenty  SI 50 
scholarships. 

To  be  eligible,  a student  must 
complete  an  application  in  the 
department  in  which  “a  substantia! 
numer  of  their  major  courses  fall.” 
There  is  no  guideline  setting  forth 
how  many  a substantial  number" 
is. 

The  student  must  also  be 
presently  enrolled  in  six  or  more 
credit  hours,  a minimum  grade 
point  average  of  2.00,  completed  a 
minimum  of  12  semester  hours  at 
the  time  of  application,  and  be  able 
to  document  how  he/she  has 
demonstrated  service  to  the  school 
and  other  students. 

The  faculty  of  16  departments 
will  vote  by  secret  ballot  who  will 
receive  the  scholarships.  Those 
departments  generating  more  than 
seven  percent  of  the  school's  crec.it 
hours  will  award  two  scholarships. 

The  scholarships  will  be  awarded 
each  spring  for  presentation  the 
following  autumn. 

The  idea  for  the  scholarships  was 
presented  by  student  trustee  Polly 
Perryman  at  a special  board 


meeting  during  last  fall's  teachers 
strike.  Perryman  was  absent  from 
Monday  night's  meeting,  and  was 
unavailable  for  comment  on  the

Teacher'  union  president  Paul 
Johnson  said  he  has  heard  no 
negative  comments  from  the 
faculty  concerning  the  scholarship, 
but  that  he  will  take  the  approved 
outline  to  the  teachers  at  the  next 
union  general  session. 

College  Pres.  Harold  McAninch 
said  the  only  way  the  fund  will  no! 
dissolve  over  the  years  is  if  the 
school  would  be  able  to  invest  the 
money  in  an  account  generating  at 
least  seven  and  one  half  percent 

McAninch  said  the  $45,000 
figure  was  arrived  at  by  adding  the 
pay  docked  only  to  the  teachers, 
and  does  not  include  pay  cos!  by 
secretaries  and  custodial  slaff  who 
supported  the  teachers  on  the 
picket  line,  bu!  were  not  on  strike. 

Assistant  director  of  financial 
aids  Mark  Holyz  said  application 
forms  are  not  yet  available  to  the 
different  department  but  expects 
them  to  be  printed  and  distributed

JJC  is  one  of  the  few  community 
colleges  in  the  state  net  possessing 
a game  room  of  some  type.  At  other 
coSEeges,  the  game  room  has  almost 
always  proved  to  be  both 
immensely  popular  and  profitable. 

Parkland  College  in  Champaign, 
Illinois  has  a student  population 
smaller  than  ours,  but  owns  a game 
room  that  turns  a S13.800  yearly 


profit.  That’s  the  approximate  cost 
of  building  one  at  JJC. 

We  need  a game  room  for 
students.  There  really  isn't  much 
here  in  the  way  of  between  class 
entertainment,  and  the  Blazer  feels 
a few  pinball  machines  and  a juke 
box  would  provide  for  an 
entertaining  way  to  spend  extra 
time.

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on  the  campus  and  they  were  all 
found  empty. 

But  this  safe  contained  valuable 
keys  and  $20,000  worth  of  checks 
and  cash  and  we  don’t  consider 
finding  it  unlocked  a "minor 
incident." 

But,  on  the  Tuesday  after  the 
"minor  incident”  occurred  we  had 
five  people  ask  us  to  suppress  the 
story— all  college  personnel. 

Their  reason?  It  was  either  in  the 
name  of  keeping  someone  from 
getting  fired  or  in  the  name  of 
school  security. 

“People  will  lose  their  jobs,” 
some  said.  “It  could  induce  the 
criminal  fringe  to  attempt  holding 
up  the  service  center,"  said  others. 

Neither  has  happened.  Nobody 
has  lost  his  or  her  job  (and  no  one 
will,  according  to  the  administrator 
who  would  make  that  decision), 
and  the  safe  has  been  moved  out  of 


the  service  center  (much  to  the 
reported  consternation  of  some 
administrators  who  had  problems 
lugging  the  safe  into  its  present 
home). 

When  we  went  to  get  added 
information  for  the  story  on  the 
Monday  following  the  discovery, 
many  of  our  questions  were 
answered  with  “no  comment". or 
"5  don't  want  to  talk  about  it.”  If  it 
was  indeed  such  a miner  incident, 
why  the  reluctance  to  talk  about  it? 

The  students  have  as  much  a 
right  tc  know  what  gees  on  at  this 
campus  as  anybody,  and  the  fact 
that  much  of  the  cash  and  many  of 
the  checks  were  at  one  time  in  the 
possession  cf  students  gives  them 
the  right  to  know  what  happened  to 
everything  concerning  that 
$20,000.  Maintaining  silence  only 
creates  suspicion  in  the  minds  of 
many  students.

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Teachers’  union  elects  Johnson

The  JJC  Teachers'  Union 
recently  elected  Paul  Johnson  as  its 
new  president  for  1978,  replacing 
last  year's  president  Robert 
Cott  in  gharri. 

Johnson  took  office  after  an  open 
election  Jan.  17.  There  were  no 
other  candidates  running  for  the 
office,  according  to  Johnson. 

"The  office  takes  time,"  he 
explained,  "and  sometimes  the 
president  gets  into  a situation  that 
is  somewhat  of  a hassle,  and  people 
avoid  that.” 

Since  this  year  is  without  any 
teacher  contract  negotiates,  John-

Concerning  the  present  contract,  said  he  plans  to  attend  all  the  board 
he  said  that  the  union  has  "a  few  meetings.  “If  something  comes  up 
grievances  on  the  way  it  is  being  that  concerns  me  or  the  union,  I'll 
implemented.  We  find  most 
grievances  fall  on  extra  pay  jobs  as 
well  as  some  work  rules  in  some 
specific  areas." 

Another  matter,  Johnson  said,  is 
that  there  are  more  part-time  staff 
members  than  full-time  members. 

".This  problem  is  prime  over  the 
country.  But  I would  like  to  make 
inroads  on  this.” 

"The  administration  admits  they 
do  this  because  it  costs  less,"  he 
said.  "But  to  a good  many  people 
who  don't  have  jobs,  this  action 
limits  job  openings. 

"We  find  part-time  people 
sometimes  veer  away  from  accept- 
ed policies  of  the  full-time  staff. 

They  are  not  always  aware  of 
departmental  objectives,  of  what 
we  want  to  accomplish." 

Johnson  said  that  this  could  be 
remedied  in  some  cases  by 
combining  two  or  more  part-time 
positions  into  one  full-time  job. 

"1  would  also  like  to  get  the 
teachers'  position  to  be  better 
listened  to  by  the  administration 
and  the  board."  he  added,  “so

ask  to  be  put  on  the  meeting 
agenda  to  speak." 

"Some  committees  will  be  set  up 
to  make  their  findings  known  to  the 
board.  Representatives  who  arc  on 
board  committees  will  be  reporting 
to  me  and  the  union  will  funnel 
their  positions  to  the  board  through 
them." 

Johnson  said  that  although  it  is 
"fairly  customary”  that  a president 
holds  his  office  for  only  a year's 
term,  "I  plan  to  run  again  next 
January.  That  way  I'll  be  a part  of 
the  next  round  of  contract 
negotiations." 

“My  intentions  are  to  get 
negotiations  completed  without 
running  past  the  termination  of  the 
present  contract,"  he  said.  "I  hope 
by  the  end  of  the  year  that  wc  will 
have  a notion  of  problem  areas  we 
need  to  focus  on.  rather  than  wait 
until  next  year,  since  this  is 
frequently  the  case."

It  was  more  or  less  a formality,  but  the  JJC 
wrestling  team  handily  won  first  place  last  Saturday 
in  the  N4C  Conference  Tournament  in  Rockford.

Heavyweight  Rod  Chamberlin  is  among  that 
group.  He  along  with  190-pound  Mike  Evans  and 
158-pound  Stormy  Granzig  were  titlists  at  the 
conference  tournament.  Glen  Beverly  at  118  and 
Mark  Berman  at  126  also  had  strong  showings  by 
finishing  second. 

Third-place  finishers  were  Kevin  Beilis  (134),  Jeff 
Beilis  (142),  Jim  Steen  (167)  and  Jack  Thatcher 
(177). 

"Although  we  were  undefeated.  I really  think  we 
still  surprised  everyone  at  the  meet,"  Pillard  said. 
"The  hard  work  showed  again." 

Pillard  said  that  although  the  Wolves  are 
undefeated.  "I  can’t  say  we  are  a favorite  (at  state.) 
In  this  type  of  competition  there  are  no  favorites 
because  great  matches  from  four  or  five  wrestlers 
could  make  the  difference  for  any  team. 


Wolves  keep  in  tune  for  tourney 


Coach  Bill  Foss  and  his  JJC 
basketball  Wolves  kept  in  fine  tunc 
for  upcoming  tournament  play  by 
sweeping  up  four  victories  in  little 
more  than  a week. 

The  Wolves,  who  raced  past 
North  Central  138-96  Tuesday 
night,  arc  22-6  overall  and  13-1  in 
the  North  Central  Community 
College  Conference.  They  were  to 
complete  their  regular  season  play 
Thursday  at  Kcnncdy-King.  Sec- 
tional play  begins  Monday  at 
DuPage. 

Balanced  scoring  was  the  kfcy  for 
the  Wolves  against  North  Central. 
Dan  Mason  led  the  scoring  attack 
with  24  points,  followed  by  Arnette 
Hallman  with  23,  Darnell  Anderson 
with  22,  Buster  Grant  with  15  and 
Marvin  Travis  with  14. 

It  was  also  lopsided  in  the 
rebounding  department  with  the 
Wolves  claiming  a 53-25  edge. 


JJC  women  cagers  top-seeded

Women's  basketball  coach 
Brenda  Ball  has  reason  to  comment 
after  seeing  her  team's  9-7  record, 
as  opposed  to  last  year's  record  of 
3-12. 

In  addition,  Ball's  team  is 
top-seeded  at  the  NGCAA  Section  3 
women’s  basketball  tournament 
tonight  and  Saturday. 

The  tournament  is  hosted  by 
JJC.  Kankakee  Community  College 
plays  Elgin  Community  College  at 
5:30  p.nt.,  while  JJC  will  compete 
against  Moraine  Valley  at  8 p.m. 
The  winners  of  the  two  games  will 
play  Saturday  at  12:30  p.m. 

The  Wolves  dropped  a 51-40 
decision  against  the  College  of  St. 
Francis  on  Tuesday.  Kim  Mnrkwcll 
led  the  scoring  with  15  points  and 
Patti  Sheridan  added  10.  Despite 
this  loss,  coach  Ball  is  optimistic  for 
the  tournament. 

"I'd  have  to  say  Kankakee  and 
Joliet  will  be  in  the  finals,"  said 
Ball,  although  Elgin  is  second- 
seeded  over  Kankakee. 

"We  played  Moraine  Valley 
twice  and  beat  them  by  30  points, 
so  we  should  win  Friday  night." 
explained  Ball.  "Elgin  and  Kanka- 
kee played  earlier  in  the  season. 
Elgin  was  ahead  by  26  points,  and 
Kankakee  went  ahead  and  beat 

The  winner  of  the  sectional 
tournament  will  travel  to  regionals 
in  Peoria  Feb.  23-25. 

One  factor  in  JJC's  favor  is  the 
current  leading  scorer  among 
junior  colleges  in  the  state.  Patti 
Sheridan.  She  averages  21.8  points 

A major  difference  over  last 
year,  said  Bull,  is  that  "we  have 
more  talent  than  last  year.

“We  seem  to  play  to  the  level  of 
our  competition."  she  added.  "If 
you  play  a good  team,  you  usually 
play  good.  If  you  play  a bad  team 
you  play  bad." 


The  Wolves  also  claimed  victor- 
ies over  Triton  (92-85),  Thorton 
(99-70)  and  Rock  Valley. 

Against  Triton  the  Wolves  had 
three  players  with  20  or  more 
points  for  the  N4C  Conference  win. 

Leading  the  way  for  Foss'  squad 
were  forwards  Mason  and  Ander- 
son and  guard  Travis.  Mason 
contributed  25  points  while  Ander- 
son and  Travis  had  21  apiece. 

Center  Hallman,  suffering  from 
a bout  with  the  flu.  had  11  points 
and  13  rebounds  while  guard  Rico 
Ellis  added  10  assists. 

The  win  over  Thornton  Feb.  9 
was  probably  the  sweetest  for  Foss. 
It  marked  the  first  time  in  four 
years  his  team  has  reached  the  20 
win  plateau. 

"Winning  20  is  always  nice,  but 
that’s  not  my  goal  here,"  Foss 
said.  His  teams  finished  18-12, 
19-11  and  19-10  in  the  past  three 
years.  "My  goal  is  to  groom  major 
college  players.” 

Travis,  who  scored  eight  straight 
points  as  the  Wolves  gradually 
built  up  a 46-33  lead,  finished  with 
a game-high  25  points.  Anderson 
added  18  and  Mason  16. 

Foss  had  praise  for  Travis  who 
"put  us  in  control.  The  way  he  ran 
the  offence  under  pressure  was  an 
important  factor."

JJC  campus  custodians  urc 
concerned  about  the  need  for  a 
light  to  be  on  when  they  leave  the 
campus  at  midnight. 

The  mojor  concern  begun 
following  un  incident  Feb.  14  when 
Peggy  Karsten,  a custodian,  fell  on 
a patch  of  ice  on  the  sidewalk  near 
G Building  us  she  was  leaving 
work. 

Karsten  fell  backward  with  her 
head  hitting  the  concrete.  A 
co-worker  took  her  to  St.  Joseph 
Hospital  where  she  received 
X-ray. . She  had  a mild  concussion, 
but  was  treated  and  released.  Her 
own  doctor  later  found  possible 
damage  to  the  cervical  spine. 

According  to  witnesses,  there 
were  no  lights  on.  "It  was  so  dark, 
you  couldn't  see  whether  there  was 
ice  or  wasn't.  There  definitely 
needs  to  be  a light  left  on  out 
here." 

As  a result  of  the  accident, 
custodians  wrote  a letter  to  'Ron 
Tarrunt.  superintendent  of  build- 
ings and  grounds,  requesting  that 
sidewalk  lights  and  lot  lights  be 
turned  on  or  left  on  until  they  reach 
their  cars.  "We've  been  begging 
for  a light  out  there  for  ill  least  six 
months  now  and  they  have  to  wait 
until  someone  gets  hurt  before 
anything  gets  done.”  another 
custodian  said. 

Tarrant  said  lie  ordered  lights 
three  months  ago,  but  they  haven't 
come  in  yet.  In  the  meantime,  he 
said  he  has  researched  lighting 
futures  and  has  found  another  type 
of  light  more  suitable  to  the  needs 
of  the  campus.  It  is  an  aluminairc 
mercury-vapor  fixture.  Tarrant 
said.  "This  style  of  lighting  is  of  a 
high  intensity  which  means  it  it 
brighter  than  the  present  system. 
By  modifying  wc  will  have  belter 
lighting  at  less  cost.” 


I hc-  estimated  cost  for  one  light 
is  $.150.  Tarrant  would  like  to  have 
four  of  them  purchased,  one  for 
each  entrance  Into  Ihc  buildings 
"It  Is  unfortumiie  that  there  was 
an  accident.  It  wus  a warm  day  that 
day.  snow  was  melting,  and  later 
on  toward  evening  temperatures 
dropped.  In  result,  water  froze 
again."  Tarrant  said. 

He  also  said  there  are  only  four 
full-time  employees  from  the 
grounds  department  and  he  "can't 
expect  each  one  to  be  out  cleaning 
the  sidewalks  off,"

"To  alleviate  the  present 
problem  we  are  shutting  off  the 
lights  for  the  parking  lots  and  the 
sidewalks  at  I0:J0  p.in..  and  then 
al  11:50  p.m.  someone  from 
campus  sufely  will  turn  on  the 
sidewalk  light*.  Then,  uflcr 
everyone  lias  reached  their  cars, 
the  custodian  on  Ihc  night  shift  will 
shut  the  lights  off."

Student  questions  leasing  of  farm

The  recent  leasing  of  a stretch  of 
school  farm  property  resulted  in 
what  one  student  called  “just  a 
misunderstanding."  but  there  is 
"no  question"  about  the  matter 
according  to  a member  of  the 
administration. 

The  property,  a 135-acre  farm 
north  of  the  college's  entrance,  was 
leased  to  present  tenant  Mike 
Haley  for  S9.500.  The  one-year 
contract  will  take  effect  March  1. 
The  JJC  Board  of  Trustees 
approved  renew  al  of  the  lease  at  its 
meeting  Feb.  13. 

Paul  Siegel,  a student  agricul- 
ture major,  also  submitted  a bid  for 
59.500.  Siegel  said  he  expressed  an 
interest  in  the  land  last  fall  and 


discussed  the  matter  last  month 
with  Tim  Helton,  vice  president  of 
administrative  services. 

Siegel  said  he  told  Helton  he 
would  follow  the  college's  guide- 
lines concerning  soil  conservation. 

Siegel  added  that  he  submitted 
two  bids  to  Helton,  the  lower 
S9.500  and  the  higher  S10.125.  The 
higher  figure  indicates  S5  an  acre 
increase  over  the  lower,  he  said. 

“There  was  a misunderstand- 
ing," Siegel  said.  "I  had  the  idea 
that  if  (Haley)  matched  the  lower 
bid  we  would  go  to  a closed,  secret 
bid.  Apparently  Helton  thought  if 
Haley  matched  it  that  it  was  agreed 
he  would  take  Haley's." 

However.  Helton  said  that  Siegel 
did  not  submit  the  two  bids  at  the 


same  time.  "We  discussed  what  he 
felt  he  could  pay  for  Ihc  land.  I told 
him  to  give  me  hiv  top  figure  and 
he  said  $9,500.  He  wav  toying  with 
the  idea  of  a higher  figure,  but  he 
didn't  sumbit  two  bids. 

“I  told  him  wc  would  give  it  to 
Haley  if  he  met  the  same  bid."  he 
said.  "It  was  after  Haley  met  the 
bid  that  Siegel  came  back  a second 
time  with  a higher  bid. 

“You  can't  do  it  that  way;  it 
would  be  unfair  to  Haley.  I told  him 
to  give  me  his  best  price.” 

Helton  added  that  it  would  be 
inconvenient  for  a tenant  to  lease 
the  land  for  one  year  only.  "If 
formal  bids  on  the  farm  are  made  in 
the  future,  it  will  probably  be  under 
a multi-year  lease." 

Trustee  Robert  Kicp  voted 


against  the  rewarding  of  the  lease 
because  he  "didn't  like  the  way  the 
matter  was  handled." 

"A*  long  a*  there  was  somebody 
else  interested.  I thought  it  should 
be  done  on  a bid  procedure  basis, 
advertised  in  the  paper  and  open  to 
the  public,"  he  *aid.  " That  would 
be  a fairer  way.  Anybody  could 
have  bid  on  it.  and  had  an  equal 
opportunity." 

Helton  said  he  discussed  the 
possibility  of  opening  bidding  to 
the  public  with  the  Campus  Use 
Committee. 

"Wc  didn't  open  bidding  to  the 
public  because  wc  had  a problem  in 
past  years  with  a former  tenant.  If 
we  opened  the  bidding,  wc  may  not 
get  good  soil  conservation." 


JJC  has  saved  more  than 
$100,000  since  it  started  un  energy 
conservation  program,  according  to 
a report  made  by  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  and  Grounds  Ron 
Tarrant  to  Ihc  board  of  trustees. 

A total  of  $70,000  was  saved  in 
1977  alone  with  $24. 000  of  the 
savings  coming  from  a reduction  in 
natural  gas  consumption.  JJC  cut 
its  gas  consumption  by  30  percent 
while  the  price  increased  by  21 
percent. 

Tarrant  also  showed  a 30-minutc 
slide  presentation  explaining  ways 
Ihc  school  saves  money. 

Tarrant  added  that  the  heating  of 
water  is  a mojor  consumer  of 
energy  and  that  he  has  reduced  the 
temperature  of  Ihc  water  and  shut 
off  the  hot  water  completely  after 
10  p.m. 

Tarrant  also  said  he  is  investigat- 
ing the  purchase  of  new  lights  to  be 
used  along  JJC's  roods.  He  said 
the  lights  arc  cipensivc  but  will 
save  the  school  money. 

Tarrant  said  a program  to  shut 
off  and  eliminate  unnecessary 
lighting  has  been  successful. 

Tarrant  warned  the  board, 
however,  that  future  savings  will 
not  be  as  impressive  as  in  the  past. 
He  said  many  of  the  measures 
taken  to  save  energy  have  been 
completed.

Strike  grant  a benefit 


It  has  taken  a few  months  to 
organize,  but  the  students  are  now- 
able  to  take  advantage  of  one 
positive  aspect  of  last  year's 
teachers'  strike. 

The  board's  approval  last  week 
of  a S45.000  student  scholarship 
fund,  consisting  of  the  money 
teachers  were  docked,  shows  that 
students  of  today  and  the  future 
will  have  one  more  way  to  ease  the 
financial  burden  of  college. 

To  be  sure,  the  grant  may  be  a 
bitter  pill  for  some  teachers  to 
swallow  since  it  is.  in  a way,  their 
money. 


' However,  we  hope  the  teachers 
are  able  to  take  solace  in  the  fact 
that  at  least  this  way  the  money 
spent  doesn't  go  back  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  administration. 

The  way  the  grant  is  set  up  for 
students  is  good.  The  student  fills 
out  an  application  which  he  picks 
up  from  the  department  where 
most  of  his  hours  are  concentrated, 
fills  it  out  and  returns  it  to  the 
department  head. 

The  system  also  gives  the 
teachers  total  control  over  who 
receives  the  grants,  which  we  also 
feel  is  a good  idea. 


The  committee  that  put  together 
the  rules  and  regulations  should  be 
commended  for  the  find  work  it  did 
on  the  grant.  The  students  should 
benefit  from  the  grant  for  many 
years  to  come,  ad  infinitum  if  the 
school  is  able  to  put  whatever  isn't 
used  each  year  into  a bank  account 
with  at  least  7’/j  percent  interest. 

Another  aspect  we  like  about  the 
fund  is  that  students  are  given  the 
awards  based  on  what  they  have 
done  for  the  school,  not  just  cn 
financial  need  or  scholastic  ability.

Her  talented  way  of 
using  vocals,  creativeness  and 
innocence  as  she  has  on  so  many 
albums  allows  Rondstadt  to  capture 
audiences  everywhere,  which  is 
most  likely  one  of  the  reasons  she 
has  been  voted  Female  Vocalist  of 
the  Year  two  years  in  a row. 

Starting  out  with  a not  so 
successful  (by  many  rock  maga- 
zines-and  newspapers)  group  in 
i%4  called  the  Stone  Ponies  which

held  together  for  only  about  three 
years.  Linda  decided  toon  her  own. 
Changing  styles  she  progressed 
very  rapidly,  releasing  her  First  solo 
album  "Hand  Sown,  Home 
Grown"  which  included  "Silver 
Threads  and  Golden  Needles."  Her 
next  release  "Silk  Purse"  gained 
recognition  with  Rondstadt  having 
her  First  hit  single  "Long  Long 
Time."  by  Gary  White. 

Putting  out  four  more  albums 
"Don't  Cry  New,”  "Heart  Like  a 
Wheel,"  "Hasten  Down  the 
Wind.”  along  with  a "Greatest 
Hits"  album,  we  arrive  at  her  most 
recent  release  "Simple  Dreams." 

"Simple  Dreams,"  already 
sporting  two  hit  singles  is  most 
likely  to  be  the  biggest  selling 
Rondstadt  album  so  far.  Her  two 
hits  "It's  So  Easy”  and  "Blue 
Bayou"  arc  oldies  from  Buddy 
Holly  and  Rcy  Orbison.  Linda  has 


re-done  quite  a few  songs  that  were 
pas!  hits.  She  even  does  a rc-makc 
of  the  Rolling  Stones  hit  "Tumbl- 
ing Dice"  on  the  current  album 
which  probably  would  have  been  a 
hit  for  her  if  it  were  no!  released  by 
the  Stones  first. 

Rondstadt  receives’  excellent 
backup  help  npt  onjy  on  this  album 
but  'on  past  releases  from  Dolly 
Parton  and  two  equally  talented 
members  from  the  Eagles.  Glen 
Frey  and  Don  Henley. 

Her  next  achievement  is  combin- 
ing talents  with  Emmylcu  Harris 
and  Dolly  Parton  in  what  should  be 
"one  of  the  most  promising  albums 
of  1978”  according  to  many 
newspapers.  Net  much  is  known 
about  the  album  except  that  it  is 
being  recorded  at  Elektra/Asylum, 
Rondstadt’s  recording  company. 

After  years  of  climbing  the 
not-so-easy  road  to  success,  Linda 
Rondstadt  is  finally  finding  cut  her 
"Simple  Dreams"  arc  coming  true.

Drop  in  student  jobs 


There  are  20  less  students 
utilizing  student  jobs  this  semester 
than  there  were  at  this  time  last 
year,  according  to  Mark  Holysz, 
assistant  director  of  financial  aids 
and  records. 

"There  are  more  students  who 
are  completingthe  semester  et-the 
same  job  this  year,"  Hoiysz  said, 
“therefore  the  figures  show  a 
lesser  number,  but  actually  the 
amount  of  positions  filled  has  not 
decreased.  More  money  is  being 
spent  for  jobs  this 

The  number  c 
student  jobs  has 
last  year.  There  are  150-200 
positions.  This  figure  incorporates 
additional  positions.  which 
requires  more  students;  it  does  not 
involve  the  making  of  any  new  jobs. 

According  to  Holysz,  the  type  of 
student  jobs  hardest  to  fill  is  in  the 
technical  area. 

"The  main  objective  of  the 
student  employment  program  is  to 
place  students  with  jobs  in  the  area 
of  their  major.  Applicants  are  not 
required  to  have  a great  deal  of 
skill,  since  they  learn  on  the  job," 
Holysz  stated. 

Because  technical  jobs  require 
demonstrated  skills,  students  fitt- 
ing these  job  requirements  are 
more  difficult  to  find. 

In  the  past  year,  clerical  jobs 
have  gone  unchanged,  while  the 
only  increase  in  jobs  has  appeared 
in  the  number  of  tutorial  positions. 

Total  enrollment  has  increased 
somewhat  since  last  year. 

There  are  two  types  of  student 
jobs.  Work  scholarship  jobs  are 
funded  by  JJC.  and  work  study  jobs 
are  funded  largely  through  the 
federal  government. 

The  amounts  budgeted  for  jobs 
has  increased  since  last  year  Work 
study  dollars  have  increased  by 
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555,000  bringing  the  present  sum 
up  to  595,000.  The  federal  increase, 
was  the  result  of  an  application  for 
request  of  federal  funds  that  the 
school  felt  was  needed. 

Institutional  dollars  that  remain 
unused  at  the  end  of  the  year  are 
reallocated  to-the  various  depart- - 
ments.  Federal  funds  go  back  to 
the  government  if  not  fully  utilized. 

When  asked  if  more  jobs  being 
available  in  the  area  could  hinder 


student  employment,  Holysz  said, 
"In  the  fall  I would  have  said  yes, 
but  after  JJC  increased  its  wages  to 
the  current  minimum  wage, 
students  did,  not  find  a great-  pay 
difference  in  outside  jobs.  We  had 
more  jobs  taken  after  the  wage 
increase  ;V  - , . . 

Students  interested  in  informa- 
tion concerning  student  employ- 
ment should  contact  the  Financial 
Aid  Office.

7 matmen  make  nationals

The  JJC  wrestling  team  is  the 
N4C  Conference  champion,  stole 
champion  and  on  its  way  to  the 
national  wrestling  tournament 
Wednesday. 

The  tourney  begins  Wednesday 
in  Worthington,  Minn. 

Glen  Beverly  (118  pounds),  Mike 
Evans  (190)  and  Rod  Chamberlain 
(heavyweight)  are  all  state  cham- 
pions in  their  weight  divisions. 


Stormy  Granzig  (158),  James  Steen 
(167)  and  Jack  Thatcher  (177)  all 
placed  second.  Mark  Berman  (326) 
was  third.  They  all  advance  to  the 
nationals. 

Van  Swank  (134)  and  Jeff 
Jungles  (ISO)  both  placed  sixth  in 
the  stale. 

"We  have  an  awfully  good 
chance  at  the  nationals,”  said 
coach  Henry  Pillard.  "But  it’s 
unfair  to  make  an  assessment. 
We're  shooting  for  the  top  10  and 


our  chances  arc  respectable." 

Pillard  says  JJC’s  strong  points 
are  Evans,  “who's  as  good  as  there 
is  in  the  nation,”  and  Chamberlain, 
"who’s  never  been  beaten  by  a 
junior  college  wrestler.”  Also 
Beverly  "has  got  to  be  one  of  the 
biuechip  180-pounders  in  the 
Midwest." 

"We've  improved  fundamentally 
in  technique  and  moves,  physically 
with  muscular  development  and 
psychologically  with  more  mature 


thinking,"  Pillard  said. 

All  the  wrestlers  are  freshmen 
and  the  age  factor  plus  the  fact  they 
have  never  been  to  the  nationals 
before  is  their  greatest  weakness, 
according  to  Pillard. 

Also,  there  is  a possibility  some 
of  the  wrestlers  will  be  on 
international  teams  this  summer. 
The  best  chances,  Pillard  said,  are 
Evans  for  the  Junior  Pan  American 
team  and  Chamberlain  for  one  of 
two  junior  college  U.5.  interna- 


tional competition  teams.  Whether 
they  qualify  for  international 
competition  depends  on  how  well 
they  do  in  the  nationals  next  week. 

“I  am  very  pleased,  it  was 
unexpected,"  Pillard  said.  We 
have  every  reason  to  think  this 
could  be  the  birth  of  a dynasty.  I 
don't  thank  anybody’s  going  to  beat 
us  next  year  or  the  year  after,"  he 
said.

Quickness  gave  Kennedy-King 
(25-4)  its  edge  over  the  Wolves. 
"They  had  15  steals  out  front," 
coach  Bill  Foss  said  after  the  loss. 

Amette  Hallman,  the  Wolves' 
6-8  center,  was  the  team's  leading 
scorer  with  18  points  on  eight  field 
goals  in  10  attempts.  Guard  Marvin 
Travis  added  17  points  while 
Darnell  Anderson  had  12  and 


Buster  Grant  11. 

Dan  Mason,  the  Wolves'  6-5 
freshman,  saw  only  limited  plav 
because  of  a bruised  heel.  He 
suffered  the  injury  earlier  in  a 
118-96  romp  over  Illinois  Valley. 

“Make  no  mistake  about  it,'' 
Foss  said,  "Kennedy-King  is  one 
of  the  state's  top  clubs."

JJC's  women's  basketball  team 
won  the  Region  IV  State  Junior 
College  women's  basketball  cham- 
pionship by  beating  Elgin  60-36 
last  Saturday. 

“It  was  a very  emotional  game."

Ball  said  the  team  didn't  start 
well  against  Elgin  and  was  over 
excited,  but  "we  blew  them  away 
in  the  second  half,”  which  she  said 
got  very  physical. 

The  victory  over  Elgin  and  the 
championship  entitled  the  team  to 
play  at  the  state  basketball 
tournament  in  Peoria  this  week.

The  first  tournament  game  JJC 
was  to  play  was  against  Illinois 
Central  College,  which  "will  be  a 
tough  game,”  Ball  said  because 
“Illinois  Central  is  a very 
aggressive,  tough  team.”

There  have  been  some  questions 
raised  by  some  club  members  to 
the  Student  Government 
Association  as  lo  how  the  budgets 
for  the  clubs  at  JJC  are  approved. 

Ai  a general  session  Feb.  22 
students  were  questioning  Lou 
Briick.  President  of  SGA  what 
exactly  the  dollar  amounts  arc  for 
each  club.  A few  students  feel  that 
each  member  should  be  intitled  to 
an  itemized  list  of  where  each 
dollar  is  going  to.  Briick  said  the 
clubs  arc  at  fault  for  not  getting  all 
members  together  and  explaining 


what  the  budgets  were  set  up  for. 

"We  don't  have  time  in  a 
general  session  to  go  through  each 
club.  The  finance  committee  met 
with  each  club  and  the  figures  that 
they  agreed  on  have  been 
recommended,"  said  Briick.  Briick 
said  if  there  are  any  questions  to 
get  in  contact  with  that  particular 
club. 

“This  has  beemstandard  proce- 
dure to  have  a finance  committee 
review  the  amounts  requested."

It  was  approved  lo  table 
discussion  and  passing  of  the 
1978-79  budget  until  the  next 
general  session  Tues.  March  7 at 
12:00  in  D 2001. 

Dave  Clark  received  formal 
backing  and  support  as  a candidate 
for  the  bourd  ol  trustees.  Clark 
wanted  to  make  it  clear  that  he  was 
not  running  as  student  trustee  but 


as  an  actual  member  on  the  board. 
Clark,  who  is  editor  of  the  Bla/cr. 
said.  "S  am  really  serious.  This  is 
not  Clark's  Box  I am  working  on." 

One  student  asked  if  his 
campaign  would  be  "pro-student". 
Clark  replied,  "Because  of  many 
stories  in  the  Blu/.cr.  some  students 
have  got  the  impression  that  I am 
anti-administration.  I am  not 
anti-administration.

Financial  aid  plan 
may  help  students 


Students  attending  college  may 
have  an  easier  time  financially  if 
the  Middle  Income  Student 
Assistance  Act  of  1978  is  passed  by 
Congress. 

Under  the  bill,  students  from 
middle  income  families  could 
receive  financial  aid  they  previous- 
ly weren't  eligible  for.  according  to 
Steven  Muller,  director  of  Financial 
Aids. 

The  Middle  Income  Student 
Assistance  Act  would  expand  the 
Basic  Grant  program  to  $.1,183 
billion  for  the  fiscal  year  1979  and 
provides  for  an  additional  $150 
million  for  the  College  Work-Study 
program  over  the  previously 
announced  figure  of  $450  million. 

The  number  of  students  eligible 
also  increases.  Muller  says  that 
presently  approximately  500  stu- 
dents are  eligible  for  basic  grants 
at  JJC  now.  but  if  the  Assistance 
act  is  passed  two  lo  three  thousand 
JJC  students  could  he  eligible. 

Two  ways  arc  being  considered 
as  to  how  students  should  receive 
the  money.  One  is  the  lax  credits 
program  in  which,  according  to 
Muller,  every  family  with  college 
bound  students  would  be  allowed  a 
$300  deduction  on  their  income  tax 
for  each  college  student.  This  way. 
Muller  said,  could  also  bankrupt 
the  country,  and  those  who  did  not 
need  financial  aid  would  also  be 
able  to  take  the  deductions. 

The  second  way  of  putting 


money  into  the  current  grant 
programs  is  more  flexible.  Muller 
suys.  and  directs  the  money  lo 
those  who  need  it.  Those  who  don't 
need  the  money  wouldn’t  be 
eligible  for  the  grants. 

Under  the  proposed  grant 
system,  those  with  an  adjusted 
gross  income  below  $25,000  would 
be  eligible  for  a minimum  grant  of 
$250  for  a college  of  their  choice  or 
a $1800  maximum.  As  the  uverage 
income  in  Joliet  is  $15,000.  50 
percent  of  students  would  qualify 
for  this  financial  aid. 

If  passed,  the  Middle  Income 
Student  Aid  bill  will  go  into  effect 
in  the  1979-1980  school  year. 
Muller  says  his  main  concern  is 
"getting  some  people  fired  up 
about  it ."  So  many  people  arc 
apathetic  If  people  really  think 
they  should  be  receiving  aid  and 
arc  not,  they  should  write  their 
legislators."  he  said.  "The  more 
individuals  that  write  the  better

Muller  says  the  passing  of  the 
bill  looks  fairly  positive.  Technic- 
ally. though,  it  may  not  be  voted  on 
until  January  1979.  but  as  this  is  an 
election  year,  there  is  a good 
chance  something  will  happen 
before  November,  he  said.

Wolves  lose 
to  DuPage 


A bittersweet  basketball  season 
came  to  an  end  last  week  for  the 
JJC  men's  basketball  team. 

The  Wolves,  who  opened  the 
season  with  three  losses  in  Kansas 
but  rebounded  with  a mid-season 
14-gamc  winning  streak  and  a 
share  of  the  conference  crown, 
were  upended  by  DuPage  68-57  in 
the  championship  of  the  Section  IV 
tournament  in  Glen  Ellyn. 

The  win  advanced  the  Chapar- 
rals, the  top-ranked  junior  college 
team  in  the  nation  with  a 28-1 
record,  to  the  Region  IV  state  meet 
this  week  in  Danville. 

It  was  the  third  meeting  between 
the  N4C  powers  who  had  split  their 
earlier  encounters.  But  this  time 
the  spotlight  belonged  to  DuPage. 

Wish  only  a slim  35-33  halftime 
lead,  the  Chapparals  go!  some 
breathing  room  early  in  the  second 
half  when  they  outscored  the 
Wolves  10-1.  The  Wolves  pulled  to 
within  three  points  three  different 
times  and  trailed  by  only  59-55  with 
3:10  left  in  the  game.  But  the 
Wolves  were  then  forced  to  foul 
and  the  Chaparrals  scored  their 
final  nine  points  from  the  free 
throw  line. 

Center  Arnettc  Hallman,  for- 
ward Darnell  Anderson  and  point 
guard  Marvin  Travis  managed  only 
29  points  combined  as  the  Wolves 
high-scoring  machine  was  held  at 
bay. 

"This  was  the  best  team  I've 
coached  at  any  level,"  coach  Biil 
Foss  said  of  his  23-8  Wolves.  "We 
lost  our  first  three  games  at  the 
Hutchinson,  Kan.,  Tournament, 
but  came  back  to  win  23.”

After  leading  at  halftime  33-30, 
JJC  allowed  the  Apaches  to  tie  the 
game  at  51  with  12:20  remaining. 
But  Travis  hit  two  quick  baskets 
and  Grant  added  a free  throw  as 
the  Wolves  pulled  ahead  to  stay. 
The  Apaches  lost  five  players  to 
fouls  and  never  got  closer  than 
67-63.

Foundation  to  provide  scholarships

The  Joliet  Junior  College 
Foundation  will  provide  S9.200  in 
scholarship  money  to  high-school 
students  planning  to  attend  JJC  in 
fall  1978. 

Scholarships  of  S200  will  be 
awarded  to  two  students  from  each 
of  the  23  in-district  high  schools  on 


the  basic  of  academic  achievement. 
Financial  need  will  not  be  a 
determining  factor  when  choosing 
winners. 

Any  student  who  has  maintained 
a minimum  of  a 3.50  grade  point 
average  on  a 4.00  scale  through  the 
seventh  high  school  semester  is 
eligible.  Students  must  be  planning 


to  attend  JJC  full  time  in  their 
spring  and  fall  semesters.  The 
deadline  for  submitting  applica- 
tions is  April  15. 

The  Foundation's  purpose  for 
sponsoring  a scholarship  program 
is  to  provide  monetary  awards  to 
high  academic  achievers  who  plan 
to  attend  JJC.

We  ore  doing  it  again  because 
we  have  four  productions,  and  we 
believe  that  the  students  should 
have  the  educational  experience," 
lie  said. 

"We  also  used  to  rotate  shows," 
he  added.  "We  would  have  one  In 
the  lecture  room,  one  in  I)  Mull, 
and  one  in  the  theatre,  ull  going  at 
till'  same  lime.  We  lost  the  lecture 
room  for  performing  u while  back 
So  this  is  the  first  time  we  will  have 
ull  the  plays  in  one  theatre." 

One  of  the  biggest  problems  in 
producing  student  directed  plays, 
suld  Mullury,  is  "huving  very 
temperamental  directors,  Hut  the 
three  we  have  now  lire  good 
directors. 

"We  want  this  to  be  an 
educational  experience  for  every- 
one involved,  actors  us  well  as 
directors."  he  added.  "We  will  try 
to  give  people  a chance  who  don't 
ordinarily  gel  to  plav  major  roles, 
so  the  actors  who  have  played  only 
minor  roles  before  will  gel 
experience." 


JJC  must  meet  handicapped  needs

"Yes,  I’m  handicapped.  But,  1 
want  to  be  treated  the  same  as 
everyone  else.  I just  want  to  receive 
an  education."  This  is  the  cry  of 
every  handicapped  student  across 
America. 

The  recent  regulations  by  the 
Department  of  Health.  Education, 
and  Welfare  have  initiated  the 
most  extensive  facilities  program  in 
history. 


Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation 
Act  of  1973  states  that  no 
handicapped  individual  shall  be 
excluded  from  participation  in  any 
program  receiving  Federal  finan- 
cial assistance.  These  require- 
ments are  effective  June  2,  1980. 

"If  Joliet  Junior  College  does  not 
comply  to  these  federal  rules, 
assistance  will  not  be  received,” 
said  Ed  Slack.  JJC  Fire  and  Safety 
Inspector. 

Modifications  have  already 


started  at  JJC  said  Slack.  "We 
have  already  finished  the  first 
phase.  There  are  designated 
parking  lots -near  the  loading  dock 
at  J Bldg,  and  at  Lots  2 and  3.  Pay 
phones  have  been  lowered  for 
people  in  wheelchairs.”  said  Slack. 
"Braille  instructions  have  also 
been  placed  in  the  elevators. 

"Presently  there  are  only  four 
people  in  wheelchairs,  but  we  are 
looking  towards  the  future."  said 
Slack. 

Proposals  include  additional 


parking  space  in  Lots  3 and  4, 
modification  of  entrances  by 
installing  railings  and  replacing 
steps  with  ramps. 

Lower  water  fountains,  lower 
control  panels  for  the  elevator, 
larger  stalls  in  the  bathroom,  und 
non-skid  materials  on  the  stairs  urc 
some  of  the  plans  that  will  be  taken 
into  effect. 

Slack  said.  "A  ‘handicapped 
person'  is  someone  who  has  u 
physical  or  mental  impairment 
which  limits  one  or  more  functions 
such  as  seeing,  hearing,  speaking, 
breathing,  learning,  and  working." 


Poetry  presentation  March  22

"The  Spell  of  the  Yukon;  The 
Poems  of  Robert  W.  Service."  a 
one-man  show  to  be  presented 
March  22  at  11  a.m.  in  the  theatre, 
is  a production  with  a twist-the 
"one  man"  performing  is  a JJC 

English  instructor  Joe  Baltz 
plans  to  use  the  hour-long  show 
"To  tour  in  colleges  and  high 
schools  in  the  area." 

Although  Baltz  has  "been  a 
professional  actor  three  years.  I've 
never  done  this  type  of  thing,  a 
one-man  show,  before." 

Baltz  describes  the  show  as 
presenting  the  author  Robert 
Service  "as  a lecturer  to  a group  of 
strangers  who  have  come  to  his 
home.  The  meeting  between  the 
author  and  the  audience  has  been 
arranged  by  Mr.  Dodd,  the 
author's  publisher.  Mr.  Dodd 
neglects  to  come  so  Service 


'soldiers  through'  and  presents  his 
poems  to  the  audience." 

With  works  such  as  "The 
Shooting  of  Dangerous  Dan 
McGrew',"  ‘‘The  Ballad  of  Hard 
Luck  Henry."  and  "The  Cremation 
of  Sam  McGee."  Service’s  style 
"captures  all  the  adventure, 
excitement,  and  robust  living  of  the 
pioneer  Gold  Rush  days  in 
America's  Yukon  Territory  at  the 
turn  of  the  century."  according  to 
Baltz. 

"I've  read  his  work  for  a long 
time,  and  always  enjoyed  it.”  Baltz 
added.  "His  type  of  poetry  is  not  at 
all  heavy  stuff,  vague  or  abstract; 
he  never  considered  himself  a 
serious  poet.  He  wrote  barroom 
ballads,  stories,  funny  pieces,  and 
character  sketches  mostly." 

Baltz's  performing  technique  is 
classified  as  "chamber  theatre.” 
No  actual  props  are  used.  The 
actions  are  mimed  instead.  "I  also 
do  a lot  of  physical  interpretation  as 


well  as  oral  interpretation  In  make 
the  reading  come  alive.  It's  sort  of 
an  acting  out  of  the  poetry." 

Two  students  are  also  helping 
Baltz  in  his  JJC  performance.  Mike 
McCormack  will  do  lighting  in  the 
show,  and  Larry  Salvatore  is 
composing  an  original  musical 
score  for  the  performance. 

Baltz  formed  the  show  after 
"reading  a few  of  Service's  poems 
at  an  experimental  festival,  and  I 
just  constructed  the  show  around 

Touring  with  this  type  of  show  is 
"not  usual."  he  admitted.  “Two 
friends  of  mine  who  tour  in  Chicago 
as  magicians  suggested  touring 

Baltz  also  has  other  plans  for  his 
one-man  show.  "I  audition  in  April 
at  the  Bicentennial  Park  (in  Joliet) 
fora  Chicago  tour.  If  I make  it.  I’ll 
do  shows  in  Chicago  high  schools 
and  colleges." 


For  the  first  time  in  two  years, 
the  JC  Players  will  give  a 
production  of  three  student- 
directed  one-act  plays. 

Students  Curt  Cavnar,  Hope 
Johnston,  and  Jeff  Kasper  were 
chosen  by  English  instructor 
Robert  Mailary  to  direct  the  plays. 
Tryouts  for  the  plays  arc  today  and 
tomorrow  from  2 to  4 p.m.  .Students 
are  asked  to  contact  Mallary  if  they 
cannot  make  tryouts. 

"Two  shows  have  already  been 
selected  by  the  directors,”  $aid 
Mallary.  Cavnar  will  direct  "All 
My  Sons"  by  Arthur  Miller--" It "s 
actually  a three-act  play,  but  we 
will  cut  it  to  fit,"  according  to 
Mallary.

Apathy  will  hurt  election 


Student  apathy  is  something 
we’ve  come  to  expect  at  JJC. 
We've  commented  many  times  how 
commuter  college  students  are, 
compared  to  four  year  on-campus 
students,  seemingly  uncaring 
about  most  anything  that  has  to  do 
with  the  school. 

We  don’t  mind  the  apathy  so 
much  when  it  comes  to  school 
functions,  but  it  bothers  us  to  see 
such  an  extreme  example  of  nen- 
involvement  concerning  the  up- 
coming election  of  student  trustee 
to  the  JJC  Board  of  Trustees. 

So  far  only  two  students  have 
taken  out  petitions  to  run  for  the 
position,  with  no  one  at  all  applying 
from  the  one  thousand  plus  student 
body  at  JJC's  North  Campus  in 
Bolingbrook. 

We  think  this  is  a sad  situation. 
There  has  never  been  a -great  rush 
of  bodies  to  file  petitions  for  the 


position.  In  recent  years,  many 
candidates  were  coaxed  into 
running  during  the  last  week  of 
eligibility  just  so  it  wouldn't  be  a 
one  person  race. 

Even  with  the  amount  of  apathy 
JJC  has.  it’s  hard  to  believe  only 
two  out  of  nine  thousand  want  to  be 
involved  in  the  race  for  student 
trustee. 

It's  an  important  position,  to  be 
sure.  The  student  trustee  is  one  of 
the  main  lines  of  communication  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  ultimate 
governing  body  for  this  institution. 
The  Student  Trustee  can’t  vote  on 
matters,  but  they  know  what  is 
happening  at.  the  top  concerning 
students. 

We  would  hope  more  students 
would  be  concerned  about  running 
for  the  trustee  as  a resuit  of  this 
editorial.  True,  the  job  would  take 
spare  time,  but  a truly 


student  trustee  can  do 
much  for  student  information  on 
things  which  will  directly  affect  the 
students. 

One  problem  with  running  the 
student  trustee  that . could  be 
promptly  corrected  is  the  method  of 
voting  for  the  trustee. 

Now,  ballots  are  sent  out  in  the 
mail  to  every  student  attending 
JJC,  and  students  arc  expected  to 
vote  and  send  the  ballot  back  in  a 
postage  paid  envelope.  This 
method  is  a waste  of  school  money 
and  it  creates  an  apathetic  attitude. 

We  would  prefer  elections  at  the 
school  where  more  students  would 
be  apt  to  vote.  It  would  orcate 
interest  in  the'  race  and'  raise 
candidates  to  run  good  campaigns 
raising  important  issues.

The  Chaparrals,  28-1  entering 
the  tourney,  lost  the  state 
championship  game  to  No.  3 
ranked  Wabash  Valley  College 
65-64.  The  Warriors,  from  Ml. 
Carmel  in  southern  Illinois, 
udvancc  to  the  National  Junior 
College  Athletic  Association 
national  finals  this  week  in 
Hutchinson,  Kan. 

Wabash  Valley  had  a three-point 


lead  at  65-62  and  a player  at  the 
free  throw  line  in  the  waning 
seconds.  But  the  first  shot  was 
missed  and  the  Chaparrals  rebound 
-ed  and  quickly  scored  to  pull 
within  one,  65-64. 

Tire  Warriors  missed  another 
one-und-onc  attempt  but  a desper- 
ation shot  by  the  Chaparrals  Mark 
Bowman  with  two  seconds  remain- 
ing hit  the  rim  and  bounced  away. 

DuPage  had  five  players  in 
double  figures,  led  by  Tom  Rowley 
with  14.  Eric  Curry,  a 6-8  center, 
headed  the  Warriors'  attack  with 
21  points.

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Road  work  stalled 
by  city  dispute 


Widening  of  Houbolt  Avenue  has 
again  been  postponed  until  at  least 
this  summer,  because  negotiations 
have  not  been  settled  between  the 
city  of  Joliet  and  property  owners 
along  Houbolt  Avenue. 

Tim  Helton.  Vice  President  of 
administrative  services,  said  the 
project  was  now  out  of  the  hands  of 
JJC  and  just  between  the  city  and 
landowners  to  come  to  an 
agreement  on  the  dollar  amounts. 
The  city  has  now  gone  into 
condemnation,  a form  of  legal 
action.  Plans  are  to  widen  the  road 
from  Jefferson  Street  past  the  JJC 
farmhouse. 

Helton  said  now  that  the  project 
is  postponed  there  will  be  a traffic 
problem  when  the  fall  semester 
starts,  because,  according  to  the 
Board,  summer  is  the  "slack 
period"  of  the  year  when 
construction  was  hoped  to  begin. 

Helton  said.  "We  tried  to  work 
out  a compromise  with  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Transportation 
whereby  they  would  do  sections- 
onc  part  at  a time,  but  the  state 
said  it  was  not  feasible  at  this 

A meeting  is  planned  for  April  3 
between  the  Capital  Development 
Board,  Joliet  Department  of 
Transportation,  and  JJC  to  discuss 
problems  concerning  work  sche- 
dules. Helton  said.  "If  we  can  get 
construction  started  at  the  entrance 
to  the  college  as  soon  as  possible, 
we  might  be  able  to  delay  the  tie-up 
with  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
semester. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  approved 


the  investigation  of  the  Capital 
Development  Board  of  Illinois  to 
make  plans  and  specifications  for 
improving  the  entrance  and  exit 
on  campus  from  Houbolt  Avenue. 

Bill  Munson,  from  the  trafficc 
department  for  the  CDB.  who  has 
been  working  with  JJC's  traffic 
committee,  says  there  are  two 
problcms-the  entrance  and  exit. 
"Right  now,  there  is  a 28  foot  wide 
entrance  which  90  per  cent  of 
traffic  turns  left.”  said  Munson. 

Munson's  solution  is  to  remove 
median  strips  creating  two  lanes 
coming  into  lots  and  two  lane 
movement  going  out.  "Basically, 
what  sve  are  doing  is  redoing 
islands  slightly,  increasing  the 
radius  on  curves  wherever  possible 
to  get  a little  speed  for  students." 

Estimated  cost  for  the  proposed 
road  alteration  are  S30.000.  Tim 
Helton,  Vice  President  of  adminis- 
trative Services  said  if  the  college 
itself  were  to  do  some  removal 
work  they  would  be  able  to  save 
S5.500. 

In  other  board  news; 

JJC  has  received  a grant  for 
SI9.000  from  the  state  of  Illinois  to 
finance  the  handicapped  project 
regarding  building  changes.  Re- 
cent regulations  by  the  Department 
of  Health.  Education  and  .Welfare 
require  that  schools  comply  to  rules 
for  handicapped  students. 

The  recent  ruling  in  the 
Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973  states 
that  if  the  school  does  not  follow 
these  rules  for  improving,  they  will 
lost  federal  financial  assistance, 
which  takes  effect  June  2,  1980.

Legal  action  considered  on  lake 


Helton  has  worked  with  DrumiMlI

JJC's  Board  of  Trustees  took 
steps  toward  possible  legal  action 
in  the  matter  of  the  College  Park 
subdivision  water  runoff  polluting 
Lake  JuCo  at  * their  monthly 
meeting  last  Monday  night. 

A meeting  of  representatives 
from  the  school  and  the  subdivision 
will  be  held  before  the  next 
monthly  meeting.  If  this  session 
docs  not  bring  satisfactory  action, 
college  Pres.  Harold  McAninch  has 
the  authority  to  direct  Attorney 
Paul  Brumund  to  begin  whatever 


legal  action  is  felt  necessary. 

This  action  was  approved  by  the 
board  after  a report  by  Brumund 
and  Walter  W.  Grfmes.  a 
professional  engineer  who  has 
written  a report  on  the  water 

The  problem  is  rainwater  runoff 
from  the  subdivision  onto  campus 
property,  causing  land  erosion, 
crop  damage,  siltalion  and  pollu- 
tion of  the  lake,  and  Hooding  of 
Houbolt  Road  during  storm 
periods. 

A culvert  was  placed  under 


Houbolt  Road  to  handle  low 
velocity  runoff.  However,  said 
Grimes,  the  12-inch  drainage  pipe 
being  used  causes  much  greater 
water  velocity.  Not  all  of  the  water 
is  drained  into  the  subdivision's 
holding  pond,  he  added. 

A grassed  waterway,  Grimes 
added,  that  was  installed  by  the 
school  to  alleviate  the  problem,  was 
washed  out  by  the  velocity  of  the 
water  running  through  it. 

Grimes  also  indicated  that,  prior 
to  the  development  of  the 
subdivision,  the  water  runoff 
velocity  was  slow  and  caused  little 


damage. 

"Our  big  problem  is  the 
increased  water  velocity."  Grimes 
said. 

Grimes  anil  Brumund  consulted 
the  Illinois  Environmental  Protcc 
lion  Agency  on  the  mutter.  The 
IEPA  said  that,  since  the  runoff  is 
storm  water,  not  sewer  water,  they 
have  no  jurisdiction  on  the  matter 

However,  Tim  Helton,  vice- 
president  of  administrative  service 
said,  “City  ordinance*  say  they 
must  control  the  water.  This  is 
where  we  may  have  a case." 


The  IEPA  Indicated  that  the 
"only  recourse  wc  would  have 
would  be  through  litigation," 
according  to  Helton. 

"Wc  need  something  to  spread 
out  the  runoff  and  cause  less 
damage,"  said  Grimes.  He  sug 
gested  a scries  of  culverts  to  spread 
the  water  out  over  n wider  area.  He 
also  suggested  enlarging  the 
12-inch  drainage  pipe  to  cut  down 
on  the  velocity  of  the  runoff.

The  tenure 
committee  said  it  was  unable  to 
make  a tenure  recommendation  at 
this  lime.

Hypnotist  sways  skeptics

Hypnotist  Larry  Garrett  was 
welcomed  back  to  JJC  for  his  sixth 
time  last  week  to  perform  hypnosis 
for  an  audience  of  about  300 

Garrett  proved  to  the  most 
skeptical  people  that  they  could 
indeed  be  hypnotized. 

Garrett  explained  later  that  it 
usually  turns  out  that  his  most 
skeptical  people  are  the  easiest  to 
put  under  hypnosis.  He  said  that 
"90-95  percent  of  the  population 
arc  able  to  be  hypnotized,”  and 
that  the  stage  hypnosis  he  used  her 
is  usually  10-20  percent  effective." 

"The  object  is  to  only  get  the 


person  to  listen  to  the  hypnotist 
and  get  the  complete  attention  of 
this  person,"  said  Garrett.  "Once 
you  have  gained  their  concentra- 
tion and  prove  one  experiment 
works,  then  everything  else 
works." 

I found  this  cut  myself  as  a group 
of  us  were  put  to  the  test  to  see  how 
many  of  us  could  actually  be 
hypnotized.  About  four  guys  and 
one  girl  were  the  remaining  people 
under  hypnosis. 

Garrett  had  us  doing  everything 
from  Elvis  imitations  (io  which 
yours  truly  got  to  do)  and  acting 
like  vultures-chasing  after  imagin- 
ary canaries  and  blowing  bubbles 
with  bubblegum.  None  of  us  felt 


embarrassed  while  this  was  going 
on.  Garrett  explained  that  wc 
would  consciously  know  what  was 
going  on  but  would  not  feel  the 
slightest  embarrassment. 

Garrett  explained  he  has  been 
involved  in  hypnosis  for  about  eight 
years  and  he  now  has  a private 
practice  in  Chicago  which  he  has 
been  in  for  five  years. 

Garrett  was  a huge  success  with 
the  audience,  everyone  enjoyed  his 
performance.  He  is  now  working  on 
his  master’s  at  Governor’s  State 
University.

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Five  candidates  on  ballot  for  board  seats 


Five  candidates  had  registered  to 
run  by  press  time  in  the  April  8 
Board  of  Trustees  election.  Today 
is  the  final  day  for  candidates  to 
register.  Two  candidates  are 
incumbents  and  three  are  or  have 
been  students  at  JJC.  There  are 


Steve  Bixenmann 

Stephen  Bixenmann  of  Rockdale 
graduated  from  JJC  last  year.  He 
says  that  "this.  I believe,  is  my 
best  qualification  for  a seat  on  the 
college  board.  I could  relate 
personally  to  most  of  the  problems 
that  would  confront  the  board.  At 
the  same  time,  not  being  a current 
student.  I could  take  an  arm's- 
length  view  of  them.

Hole  in  lake 


dam  being  repaired

Repairs  on  a 24-inch  hole  in  the 
Lake  JuCo  dam  will  be  "done  by 
the  end  of  the  week,  weather 
permitting,"  according  to  Ren 
Tarrant,  director  of  buildings  and 
grounds. 

"We’ve  never  had  this  much 
snow  and  ice  before.  The  hole  was 
probably  an  erosion  problem 
created  by  the  thawing  and  runoff’ 
on  one  of  the  overflow-prevention 
pipes,  according  to  Tarrant'. 

"We  were  really  lucky  we  check- 
ed down  there,”  he  added. 
"According  to  (college  Pres. 
Harold)  McAninch.  the  U.S.  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  said  that  within 
six  or  seven  hours  we  would  have 
lost  the  dam  and  the  lake.  The 
water  would  have  drained  into  Rock 
Run  Creek,  and  it  would  have 
probably  caused  land  erosion 
problems." 

There  was"  "no  damage  to 
property  and  wildlife,”  according 
to  Tarrant.  "We  contacted  the 
Biology  Department  and  they 
recommended  lowering  the  water 
level  of  the  lake  and  chopping  holes 
in  the  ice. 

“The  necessary  repairs  accord- 
ing to  the  engineers  are  being 
made,"  he  said.  These  repairs 
include  a retaining  wall  that 
extends  eight  feet  below  ground 

“After  the  contractor  leaves,  our 
engineers  will  pick  up  the  job," 
Tarrant  added.  They  plan  to  mortar 
the  face  of  the  entryway  with  stone 
"to  further  insure  against  future 
problems.” 

The  contractors  doing  repairs, 
the  Joliet  Bridge  and  Construction 
Co.  of  Joliet,  were  officially 
approved  at  the  JJC  Board  of 
Trustees  monthly  meeting  Mon- 
day. They  have  been  working  since 
March  27. 

The  board  also  commended  the 
Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  Illinois 
Department  of  Transportation, 
Division  of  Water  Resources,  in  a 
resolution  passed  Monday.  These 
groups  assisted  in  repairs.

Sue  Bradford-Raska  became  the 
1978-79  student  representative  to 
the  JJC  Board  of  Trustees  Monday 
night.  Her  appointment  came 
during  the  board’s  monthly 
meeting,  after  breaking  a tie  in  the 
popular  student  vote. 

Happi  Hallowassi-Bames  tied 
with  Raska  with  311  votes  each. 
The  candidates  broke  the  tie  by 
drawing  lots  at  the  board  meeting. 

A third  candidate.  Marie  Spese. 
took  167  votes.  A total  of  857 
ballots,  including  38  write-ins  and 
30  spoiled  votes,  were  turned  in. 

"It  was  really  unique."  said 
dean  Richard  Brandolino,  election 
supervisor,  about  the  tie  vote. 
"Each  candidate's  votes  were 
counted  three  times  to  make  sure  of 
the  tie." 


The  tie  was  broken  in  accordance 
with  the  state  election  code  for 
community  college  boards.  "For 
student  representative  elections, 
there  is  no  set  guideline.”  said 
Brandolino.  "We  took  the  policy  of 
drawing  lots  from  the  regular 
trustee  guidelines,  because  the 
elections  are  under  the  legislation 
of  regular  school  board  election. 
But  as  h was.  in  essence,  we  both 

Hallowassi  called  the  tie  vote 
"remarkable.  I felt  really  good.  I 
try  to  look  at  everyone  as  an  equal. 
Perhaps  we  were  two  equal  beings. 
I think  it's  sad  since  the  students 
that  tied  us  were  not  given  the 
opportunity  to  break  the  tie.  But 
the  elected  candidate  has  my 
support." 

Raska  will  take  office  at  the  July 


board  meeting.  "The  first  part  of 
my  term  will  be  as  in  any 
office--you  get  familiar  with 
everything  first.  I will  be  getting 
involved  and  familiar  with  board 
policies  as  an  actual  board 
member,  because  there  is  a 
difference  being  a participant 
rather  than  an  observer.  I’ve  been 
an  observer  for  the  last  year  and  a 
half  in  reporting,  and  that  is  an 
advantage.” 

Raska's  plans  includes  improv- 
ing voting  procedures,  "Several 
students  didn’t  receive  ballots 
through  the  mail.  If  one  of  us  would 
have  won  by  one  vote,  there  would 
have  been  hard  feelings  among 
those  students  who  didn't  get 
ballots.  They  couldn’t  get  ballots  at 
the  school  because  there  was  no 
way  to  prove  the  student  didn’t  get 


them  in  the  mail.  The  election.  I 
feci,  would  have  been  contested. 

"I  feel  they  should  set  up  voting 
machines  on  the  main  campus  and 
up  at  North  Campus  Dean 
Brandolino  and  I planned  to  get 
together  to  change  proccdurcs--to 
what,  wc  don't  know  yet.  We  have 
to  determine  the  best  way.” 

Brandolino  said  lhat  7650  ballots 
were  sent  out  to  students  that  are 
"properly  enrolled.”  He  added 
that  the  vote  mailing  procedure 
was  "used  since  the  inception  of 
the  office.  Wc  sent  them  out 
according  to  uur  mailing  list. 
Whether  or  not  the  postal  service 
could  get  them  out.  I can't  attest  to 
that.” 

He  added  lhat  he  feels  “the 
procedures  do  have  to  be  looked

The  non-involvement  concerns  S13.387.09  that  was  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  spent  on  student  lounge  furniture. 

In  recommending  the  purchase  of  the  furniture  to  the  board  last 
Monday  night.  Vice  President  of  Administrative  Services  Tim  Helton  . 
praised  the  SGA  for  all  the  input  they  gave  concerning  the  planned 
purchase.  Helton  also  said  money  for  the  student  furniture  would  be 
coming  out  of  student  funds. 

The  funny  thing  about  this  recommendation  is  that  everybody  I 
have  talked  to  in  SGA  said  they  hod  never  been  consulted  on  the 
bidding.  had  practically  no  input  on  the  planning,  and  didn’t  even 
know  the  money  was  coming  from  student  funds  until  Helton 
announced  that  fact  at  the  meeting. 

The  people  I talked  to  in  the  SGA  included  Director  of  Student 
Affairs  Henry  Pillard.  He  told  me  he  had  never  been  informed  that 
money  was  taken  from  student  funds.  President  of  SGA  Louis  Briick 
told  me  the  same  thing,  as  did  Vice  President  of  Social  and 
Recreational  Activities  Marie  Spese  and  former  V-P  of  social  and 
recreation  Happi  lailowassi.  Beth  Spese  and  Hallowassi  were  on  a 
“furniture  committee"  that  was  supposed  to  give  SGA  input  into  the 
purchasing  of  the  furniture.  3t  never  did,  according  to  thorn.  Wayne 
Linncmann,  V-Pof  campus  life,  said  he  had  no  input  into  the  matter, 

According  to  these  people,  SGA  had  one  person  attend  one 
planning  session  (money  wasn’t  discussed)  and  that  was  all  the  input 
SGA  get. 

Wc  called  Helton  after  talking  to  these  people  and  asked  who  was 
consulted  on  the  purchase  and  planning  of  the  matter. 

He  said  he  was  not  the  one  to  sec  about  the  money  matter,  and  that 
the  SGA  and  their  advisors  (Pillard,  Briick.  etc.)  should  be  consulted 
on  that. 

There's  something  funny  here.  SGA  is  a little  perturbed  because 
they  weren't  told  money  was  coming  from  student  funds,  since  they 
control  much  of  the  student  money  and  because  they  claim  they  were 
given  no  input  into  the  matter.  Helton  heaped  praises  on  SGA's  work 
at  the  board  meeting,  but  tells  the  Blazer  to  consult  the  student 
affairs  office  and  the  SGA  if  wc  have  questions  concerning  the  money 
that  was  spent. 

The  important  thing,  I suppose,  and  a point  which  has  much 
credence  is  that  wc  are  getting  the  furniture,  and  who  cares  how  we 
gel  the  money  for  it  as  long  as  it’s  there. 

1 agree  with  that  whole-heartedly,  but  I still  think  it’s  interesting  to 
sec  how  students'  funds  arc  being  spent  and  to  point  out  how  lovely 
it  is  that  there  is  so  much  communication  between  the  SGA  and  the 
other  people  they  have  to  work  with  when  it  comes  to  money  matters 
like  this. 

Vd  also  like  to  point  out  that  a key  word  here  may  be  "yearbook." 
There  is  no  yearbook  this  year  and  the  cost  of  furniture  is  roughly  the 
cost  pf  yearbook  production  for  one  year. 

The  SGA'originally  was  overseen  of  that  too,  but  has  not  been  able 
to  get  any  clear  answer  from  the  administration  on  where  this  money 
that  was  in  the  student  fund  last  year  went  this  year. 

Wc  probably  haven't  heard  the  last  of  this  matter,  either. 
According  to  newly  elected  student  trustee  Sue  Bradford-Raska,  this 
purchase  is  the  first  phase  of  furniture  buying  with  two  more  phases 
yet  to  come. 

And  what  was  present  student  trustee  Polly  Perryman's  attitude  on 
the  whole  thing? 

Don't  know.  She  sat  in  her  usual  silence  during' the  board  meeting 
and  is  rarely  seen  around  the  SGA  meetings  or  the  student  affairs 
office  to  even  know  what's  happening. 

Maybe  once  the  furniture  arrives  we  can  get  everyone  together  and 
do  some  rcupholstcring  of  the  present  situation,  eh?

New  furniture  to  be  purchased 


The  JJC  Board  of  Trustees 
approved  the  purchasing  of  new 
furniture  for  the  student  lounge 
areas  at  their  monthly  meeting  last 
Monday  night. 

The  accepted  bid  was  submitted 
by  Commercial  Interiors  of  Peoria 
for  513,387. 

Student  funds  will  pay  for  the 
new  furniture,  according  to  Tim 
Helton,  vice  president  for  admin- 
istrative services.  "So,  we  wanted 
to  get  the  maximum  amount  of 
students  involved."  He  consulted  a 
class  in  interior  design  to  help  plan 
the  project. 

"The  class  requested  the  type  of 
furniture  that  was  bidded  on  and 
selected  the  materials  to  be  used,” 
said  Helton.  "They  decided  to  buy 
some  furniture,  and  reupholster 
some  of  the  old  pieces." 

Helton  also  said  that  he 
consulted  the  Student  Government 
Association  on  the  matter,  but  SGA 
president  Louis  Briick  said  that  he 
had  not  been  notified  on  where  the 
money  would  be  coming  from. 

The  leasing  of  space  for  JJC’s 
North  Campus  in  the  new  village 
hall  in  Bolingbrook  was  also 
approved  at  the  meeting.  The 


five-year  lease  on  the  12.000 
square  feet  of  space  will  begin  in 
fall  1979  or  spring  1980. 

"Wc  arc  running  out  of  space  at 
the  Fountaindalc  Library  (the 
current  location  of  North  Campus), 
and  the  project  is  just  starting  out 
there,"  said  college  Pres.  Harold 
McAnlnch. 

The  college  will  pay  S6.2S  per 
square  foot  for  the  first  half  of  the 
lease  and  56.50  for  the  second  half. 
The  price  includes  custodial 
maintenance  and  utilities.  The 
space  will  be  built  to  school 
specifications,  with  a private 
entrance,  parking  spaces,  and 
partitions  for  classrooms. 


All  JJC  students  will  have  the 
opportunity  Wednesday  to  contri- 
bute to  a mural  being  painted  by 
visiting  artist  Mark  Rogovin. 

Panels  will  bo  set  up  to  be 
painted  from  li  a. ns.  to  1 p.m.  on 
the  bridge.  Supplies  and  the 
general  theme  will  be  furnished  by 
Rogovin.  Any  interested  persons 


Also  at  the  meeting,  the  board 
approved  of  purchasing  5-1,664 
worth  of  low  pressure  sodium 
roadway  lights  for  the  campus  from 
Englewood  Electric  of  Joliet.  The 
vote  was  5-1,  with  trustee  Robert 
Kiep  voting  against  the  purchases. 

“I  counted  about  eight  (fixtures) 
that  were  not  working,"  he  said. 
"What's  the  sense  of  buying 
(lights)  when  the  whole  thing 
doesn't  work?” 

Ron  Tarrant,  director  of  building 
and  grounds,  said  that  the 
"compounded  problem"  of  wind 
on  the  fixtures  and  she  type  of 
wiring  in  them  resulted  in  the 
faulty  fixtures.

Arnettc  was  named  the  number 
one  player  in  all  junior  colleges  in 
Illinois,  and  then  later  named  the 
number  one  player  in  the  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association 
in  America  (NJCAA). 

Arnettc  earned  this  honor  this 
year  after  completing  his  freshman 
year  here.  He  worked  diligently  on 
his  own  to  improve  his  inside 
moves,  to  develop  a drop  step,  to 
develop  a jump  shot  that  is 
impossible  to  defend.  Arnette'  also 
worked  on  his  defensive  ability  to 
block  shots--hc  learned  which  one 
he  could  block  and  which  ones  he 
couldn't.  And  at  the  end  of  this 
season  he  had  111  blocked  shots, 
which  is  quite  a feat  when  most 
ballplayers  who  play  his  position 
arc  satisfied  with  20  blocked  a year. 

Arnette  proved  the  coaches  in 


Illinois  were  correct  when  they 
named  him  number  one  when  he 
scored  23  points,  pulled  eight 
rebounds  off  the  iron,  and  rejected 
five  of  the  opponent's  shots  and 
brought  the  crowd  to  its  feet  with 
four  slam  dunks  during  the  state 
junior  college  all-star  game-and 
these  are  stats  from  only  his  half  of 
the  game  he  played.

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Mahalik,  Kennedy  elected 


Rudolph  Mahalik  Jr.  and 
incumbent  Charles  Kennedy  were 
elected  to  fill  three-year  terms  on 
the  JJC's  Board  of  Trustees  in  lust 
Saturday's  election. 

Mahalik  won  his  first  term, 
defeating  11-year  board  veteran 
Victor  Scott  by  1,244  votes. 

Also  taking  a seat  on  the  board 
was  incumbent  Kennedy.  48.  of 
1229  Chippewa  St.,  who  ran  second 
with  6.414  votes.  Kennedy  is 
director  of  minority  affairs  and  an 
associate  professor  at  Lewis 
University. 

Kennedy  said  he  has  no  personal 
plans  except  to  represent  the  will  of 
the  people.  The  former  JJC 
instructor  has  been  on  the  board 
since  1972. 

Mahalik  is  vice  president  of 
Poehner  and  Dillman.  a plumbing 
contractor  in  Joliet.  He  has  had 
several  positions  at  Lewis  Univer- 
sity, including  vice  president  of 


business  and  finance,  director  of 
special  projects,  assistant  dean  of 
the  college  business  and  professor 
of  accounting. 

Mahalik  says  his  experience, 
especially  as  a certified  public 
accountant  and  the  trust  and 
confidence  that  the  voters  have 
given  him  will  be  beneficial.  "At 
the  present  time  I want  to  keep  an 
open  mind  on  the  board,  watch  and 
wait,  and  listen  and  sec  what  is 
going  on."  Mahalik  said.  "I  will  try 
to  lend  my  expertise  as  a CPA  and 
as  a person  with  a financial 
background  to  whatever  the  board 

A lifelong  resident  of  the  Joliet 
area.  Mahalik  attended  JJC  and 
earned  bachelor's  and  master's 
degrees  from  Northern  Illinois 
University. 

Unofficial  results  show  that 
Mahalik  won  the  majority  of  votes 
in  36  of  the  75  precincts 


represented  in  JJC  District  525.  It 
includes  Will.  Grundy.  Kendall, 
Kankakee.  LaSalle.  Cook,  and 
Livingston  counties. 

Mahalik  says  the  reason  the 
election  was  a success  for  him  was 
because  he  worked  so  hard. 
"Really,  it  just  started  two  weeks 
ago.  I did  a little  bit  of  cvcrything- 
direct  mail,  yard  signs,  radio  and 
newspaper  advertising.  1 guess 
with  all  this  together,  it  seemed  to 


Scott,  56,  of  2532  Plainfield  Road 
had  been  a trustee  since  the  board 
was  reorganized  into  a Class  I 
junior  college  11  years  ago.  He 
finished  with  5,172  votes. 

Other  candidates  who  were  not 
onto  the  board  and  their  unofficial 
totals  arc:  Beverly  Hume.  35,  of 
215  Douglass  Way  in  Bolingbrook, 
a psychologist  for  Bolingbrook 
High  School,  came  in  fourth  with 


3,747  votes;  Dave  Clark.  20.  of  1402 
Sterling  St.,  received  2,496  votes; 
and  Stephen  Bixcnmann,  20.  of  201 
Meadow  Avc.  in  Rockdale,  1,363 


votes. 

The  board  was  scheduled  to  meet 
ill  noon  today  to  cunvuss  the  votes 
and  scat  the  new  members.

Players  rekindle  old  tradition 


The  elections  are  over,  the  votes 
have  been  counted,  and  the 
defeated  candidates  for  the  JJC 
Board  of  Trustees  are  beginning  to 
lay  new  plans  for  the  future. 

Defeated  incumbent  Victor  Scott, 
who  came  third  in  voting,  said 
that  he  is  planning  to  come  to 
today’s  special  session  to  the  board 
and  "make  some  statement  there.  I 
want  to  congratulate  rthe  two 
winners  (Rudolph  Mahalik  and 
Charles  Kennedy)." 

Scott  also  stated  that  he  does  not 
plan  to  run  for  a seat  on  the  board 
in  the  future.  "1  enjoyed  being  on 
the  board  for  1 1 years,  and  I hope  I 
accomplished  something  in  that 

Scott  said  that  he  would  not  have 
campaigned  for  office  differently 
because  "1  never  really  campaign- 
ed as  though  it  was  a political 
office.  I don't  think  that's 
appropriate. 

"Mr.  Mahalik  ran  a busy 
campaign,  and  he  worked  hard  to 
get  elected,”  he  continued,  "and 
I'm  sure  Mr.  Kennedy  did  also.  I'm 
sure  they  will  do  a fine  job.” 

Candidate  Stephen  Bixenmann 
who  was  sixth  in  the  race,  said  that 
he  was  “happy  to  see  a change  in 
the  board.  I'm#  happy  to  sec 
Mahalik  get  on  because  he  worked 
hard  to  get  the  office." 

Bixenmann.  who  was  also 
campaigning  for  the  office  of 
precinct  committeeman  of  the  35th 
precinct,  said  that  he  “wasn't 
expecting  to  make  it  on  the  board." 
and  added  that  he  would  have  like 
to  have  been  "better  prepared  to 
run,  and  had  done  more  research" 
for  his  campaign. 

Candidate  Dave  Clark,  fifth  in 
the  running,  said  that  "I  think  1 did 
a hell  of  a good  job  considering  the 
limited  amount  of  time  and  money  I 
spent.  I did  better  than  1 figured." 

Clark  added  that  he  was  "very 
surprised”  at  the  defeat  of  the 
incumbent  Victor  Scon. 

Clark  plans  to  "be  back  in  ’79” 
and  to  "have  more  organization 
and  spend  more  money  in 
campaigning  to  advertise  in  the 
papers  and  the  media,  like  Mahalik 
did.”

JJC  students  and 
staff  are  free,  adults  are  S2.00. 
students  are  SI  .00  and  children  arc 
50  cents.  All  seats  are  reserved  and 
can  be  obtained  this  week  in 
D-Mall.

The  production  of  student 
directed  plays  was  stopped  two 
years  ago  when  the  number  of 
major  productions  dropped  to  two. 
The  shows  were  selected,  cast, 
directed,  and  produced  under  the 
supervision  of  English  instructor 
Robert  Mallary. 

"The  objective  of  the  plays  is 
twofold."  said  Mallary.  "It  gives

The  Lake  JuCo  dam  has  been 
repaired  at  of  last  Thursday, 
according  to  Ron  Tarrant,  director 
of  buildings  and  grounds. 

The  24-inch  hole,  near  the 
spillway,  has  been  repaired  with  a 
30  fool  retaining  wall,  and  a 
seepage  collar.  Ninety  percent  of 
the  backfill  is  completed  and 
tamped.  TarTant  said  the  rest  will 
be  finished  "as  soon  as  it  dries  up 
enough”  Work  on  the  wall, 
seepage  collar,  and  backfill  was 
done  by  the  Joliet  Bridge  and 
Construction  Company  at  a cost  of 
$8,360. 

The  JJC  grounds  crew  is 
presently  installing  rip-rap.  a 
heavy  rock  material  to  the  lake  tide

No  damage  has  been  found 
beyond  that  found  the  first  day, 
Tarrant  said.  The  hole  was  possibly 
caused  by  a combination  of  things, 
he  said,  such  as  the  thickness  of  the 
ice  this  year,  the  heavy  ground 
frost,  and  the  runoff  from  College 
Park. 

"It  can't  happen  in  that  area 
again,”  Tarrant  said,  and  the  lake 
should  be  back  in  normal  condition 
by  Monday,"  he  said.

Carters  bomb  stance  OK 


We  really  can't  understand  why 
some  people  are  raising  such  a big 
stink  over  President  Carter's 
decision  to  delay  development  of 
the  neutron  bomb. 

The  neutron  bomb  is  the  first 
"clean"  bomb  ever  developed,  one 
which  kills  people  without  destroy- 
ing buildings. 

The  main  argument  of  its 
proponents  is  that  the  bomb  is 
needed  to  keep  military  superiority 
in  the  hands  of  the  United  States 
and  to  protect  its  NATO  allies.  To 
stop  research  on  the  bomb,  they 
argue,  would  also  be  a major 
foreign  policy  mistake. 


What  these  people  fail  to  realize 
is  that,  as  we  understand  it.  Carter 
has  only  postponed  development  of 
the  bomb,  not  stepped  it.  By  doing 
this,  Carter  accomplishes  three 
things:  he  saves  the  country  some 
money  for  the  time  being;  he 
makes  the  decision  look  like  a 
goodwill  move  toward  arms 
limitations  with  the  Russians;  and 
forces  the  Russians  to  make  the 
next  move  in  those  arms  limitations 
talks. 

The  United  States  is  pretty  sure 
the  Soviets  don't  have  a neutron 
bomb,  so  we  apparently  own  the 
market  on  the  bomb. 


Yet  the  Russians  are  unhappy 
with  Carter's  decision  because  the 
arms  ballgamc  is  in  their  laps,  for 
the  time  being.  Without  a major 
concession,  they  know  Carter  could 
rescind  this  precious  order  and 
begin  manufacturing  the  bomb 
again. 

We  think  Carter's  plan  is  a good 
one,  although  we  do  admit  the 
neutron  bomb  will  probably  be 
needed  eventually  both  for  our 
protection  and  that  of  our  European

Briick  clarifies  article 


Dear  Students: 

Last  week  you  read' in  Clark’s’ 
Box  an  article  concerning  student 
funds  and  furniture.  Through  no 
fault  of  the  Blazer  Editor,  a few 
points  in  the  article  need  to  be 
cleared  up. 

First,  Student  Government  was 
involved  with  the  planning  of  the 
furniture  from  the  very  start.  This 
started  last  July  with  then 
president,  Jim  Coe  and  myself.  We 
were  then  informed  by  Mr.  Helton 
of  the  account  for  furniture  funds 
and  planning  was  started.  In  the 
fall  of  ’77  a committee  was 
established  to  plan  and  "blue- 
print" details  of  this  project.  The 
committee  did  an  outstanding  job 
of  evaluating  our  current  situation 
and  then  outlining  what  type  .of 
furniture  would  be  best,  its 
arrangement,  and  its  cost.  This 
committee  was  chaired  by  Director 
of  Student  Affairs,  Henry  Pillard 
and  involved  student  government 

The  funds,  we  were  told  in  July, 
amounted  to  S20.000.  S10.000  was 
carried  over  from  the  prior  year, 
and  S10.000  was  available  from  this 
year.  At  this  time  in  July,  we  did 
not  know  where  these  funds  were 
coming  from.  Recently,  we  have 
been  told  that  these  funds  are  to  be 
taken  from  a student  services  fund. 
This  differs  from  the  activity  fund. 
The  administration  informed  me 
that  due  to  the  fact  the  yearbook 
had  been  cut,  those  funds 
earmarked  for  its  use  had  been  put 
into  the  furniture  account  so  that

students  could  still  benefit  from  the 
monies  accumulated. 

The  decision  not  to  have  the 
yearbook  was  not  that  of  Student 
Government's.

Beverly  Hume,  who  was  fourth 
in  the  race,  said  “it  was  regrettable 
that  the  polls  weren't  open  until 
noon  for  the  JJC  election.  That 
really  hurt,  since  the  polls  were 
heavy  (in  the  Bolingbrook  area)  in 
the  morning.”  Bolingbrook  voting 
hours  were  from  7 a.m.  to  7 p.m. 
last  Saturday. 

Hume  said  that  about  700  to  900 
votes  in  the  JJC  election  may  have 
been  lost  by  the  conflict  in  polling 
hours,  “i  don't  think,"  she  added, 
“that  it  would  have  changed  the 
final  outcome  much.” 

"1  didn't  campaign  much  outside 
of  the  Bolingbrook-Rcmeoville 
area-that  was  a mistake,”  she 
stated.  “I  would  now  have  wanted 
a much  more  organized  effort, 
rather  than  just  local  campaigning. 
I’m  still  interested  in  the  college,” 
but  Hume  did  not  say  whether  she 
would  run  for  the  board  again.

A. A.  (Fizz)  Wilis  was  unani- 
mously elected  chairman  of  the  JJC 
Board  of  Trustees  at  a special 
rcorganizational  board  meeting 
April  14. 

Wills,  who  has  been  a member  of 
the  board  since  1970,  will  be 
serving  his  second  term  as  board 
chairman.  He  is  now  replacing  Dan 
Kennedy. 

Wills  said  that  it  was  only  SO 
years  ago  this  spring  he  signed  his 
first  contract  to  teach  at  JJC.  He 
praised  JJC  and  its  outstanding 
programs.  He  said  when  he  visited 
other  schools  across  the  nation  he 
seldom  has  seen  anything  new  or 
better  than  what  is  at  JJC  right 
now.  JJC  is  much  farther  advanced 
than  other  colleges. 

Robert  Kiep  was  elected  vice 
chairman,  who  is  also  a regional 
officer  for  the  Will  County  Regional 
Transportation  Authority  of  Joliet. 
Kiep  is  in  his  second  term  on  the 
board. 

John  Cirricione.  a Joliet  attor- 
ney, was  appointed  secretary. 
Cirricione  is  serving  his  first  term 
on  the  board. 

Paul  Brumund  was  retained  as 
the  board  attorney,  on  the 
recommendation  of  Dr.  Harold 
McAninch,  college  president.  Bru- 


mund has  served  as  attorney  for 
the  JJC  since  1972.  His  salary  was 
approved  for  S3.000  annually, 
along  with  S30  an  hour  for  more 
work  that  may  be  required  other 
than  routine  matters. 

John  Marting  was  reappointed 
as  treasurer  for  the  board  for  his 
second  term.  His  annual  salary  is 
now  S750. 

The  two  winners  of  the  April  8 
school  board  election  were  officially 
seated  after  the  votes  were 
canvassed. 

The  official  tallies  that  were 
found  to  be  final  were:  Rudolph 
Mahalik  Jr.,  with  6,418  votes; 
Incumbent  Charles  Kennedy,  6,414 
votes:  Incumbent  Victor  Scott, 
5,383;  Beverly  Hume,  3,742;  David 
Gark,  2,496;  and  Stephen  Bixxen- 
man,  1,353.  The  winners  being 
Mahalik  and  Kennedy. 

There  was  a total  of  16,183  votes 
cast  in  the  75  precincts  in  the  JJC 
District  525  election.  There  was  a 
total  of  61  write  in  votes. 

Incumbent  Victor  Scott  who  lost 
his  seat  to  Mahalik  was  presented  a 
plaque  for  his  II  years  of  service. 

Scott  admitted  that  he  felt  a 
deflating  of  his  ego  when  he  lost  his 
seat.  "Winning  is  better  than 
losing.  I felt  unhappy,  felt  some 


regret  as  to  the  campaign,  then 
followed  by  relief,"  Scott  said.  He 
said  that  the  job  as  trustee  has 
several  time-consuming  duties  and 
responsibilities.  He  noted  thut  he 
enjoycd.cvery  year  of  service  to  the 
board  and  the  people  of  the  JJC 
District  and  felt  much  personal 
satisfaction  that  the  board  had 
accomplished  so  much  in  such  a 
short  period  of  time.  Scott  gave 
special  thanks  to  Dr.  Harold 
McAninch.  college  president,  for 
doing  so  much  for  the  school  also. 

Trustee  Dan  Kennedy  told  Scott 
that  his  service,  counsel,  and 
opinion  will  be  missed. 

Scott  congratulated  Mahilik  and 
Kennedy  on  their  success  and  said 
that  he  would  still  be  around  to  take 
an  active  concern  and  support  for 
the  school,  the  students,  and  the 
programs  for  the  betterment  of 
JJC. 

Board  meetings  were  set  for  the 
second  Monday  of  each  month, 
except  for  the  third  Monday  in 
October  and  February  and  the  first 
Monday  in  April.  All  meetings  will 
be  at  8 p.m.  in  Spicer-Brown  Hall 
on  campus.  No  meetings  were 
scheduled  for  North  Campus.

Retirement  raise  might  hurt 


We've  got  some  mixed  feelings 
about  raising  the  mandatory 
retirement  age  from  65  to  70  years 

Advocates  say  that  just  because 
a person  is  65  doesn't  mean  he’s 
useless  as  a worker.  Some  say  65  is 
too  young  to  make  a person  retire. 
Others  say  raising  the  age  limit 
won't  hurt  because  not  everybody 
will  want  to  work  until  they're  70. 
These  ore  fine  arguments  if  you're 
approaching  retirement  age  and 
want  to  keep  on  working  or  at  least 
have  the  choice  to  keep  working  if 


However,  young  people  today, 
especially  collgians  and  college 
graduates,  are  having  a tough 
time  finding  jobs,  and  we  think  the 
young  people  should  be  given  a 
chance. 

We're  not  saying  we  think  65 
year  olds  should  be  put  out  to 
pasture,  we  just  think  this  is  going 
to  hurt  the  chances  of  many  young 
people  who  would  have  moved  into 


minority  opportunity.  The  "unem- 
ployment rate  of  young  blacks  is 
staggering  and  adding  these  extra 
five  years  onto  the  mandatory 
retirement  age  won't  help  the 


Granted,  when  were  all 
approaching  65  years  of  age,  many 
of  us  will  look  back  to  this  rule  and 
Jhank  Congress  for  it.  But  right 
now,  we’d  rather  just  take  a wait 
and  see  attitude  and  hope  it  doesn’t 
hurt  the  job  opportunities  of  the 
younger  population.

Houbolt  road 
now  matter  of 
city  vs.  family

The  Houbolt  Hoad  construction 
situation  is  now  u matter  of 
eminent  domain-lhc  right  or  power 
of  the  slate  to  take  private  properly 
for  public  use.  or  to  control  its 
use."  according  to  Ray  Feeley, 
Corporation  Counsel  for  the  City  of 
Joliet. 

Negotiations  have  been  settled 
between  Joliet  and  property 
owners  along  Houlbolt  Ave.  have 
been  settled  for  months  now  except 
for  the  case  of  the  Larkin  family,  of 
3444  McDonough  Road  The  Larkin 
family  is  objecting  to  their  land 
being  used  to  widen  McDonough 
Road  where  it  ntcrsccts  witli 
Houbolt,  The  proposed  project  is 
about  35  feet  away  from  their 
building*. 

Plans  are  for  widening  Houbolt 
from  Jefferson  Street  past  the  JJC 
farmhouse  Widening  on  McDon- 
ough will  lie  for  forming  a four-lane 
approach  intersection  between 
Houbolt  and  McDonough,  which 


will  be  added  by  traffic  lights  to 
provide  for  greater  acclcratlon. 

A condemnation  suit  has  been 
filed  by  the  city  of  Joliet  against  4 
parties  Lillian  Larkin.  Bernard 
Larkin.  Donald  Larkin,  und  Robert 
Larkin.  The  city  wants  six  acres  ol 
the  Larkin  Family's  home. 

To  help  in  protest  against  the 
suit,  the  Larkin  family  has 
submitted  a petition  with  u 
reportedly  100  signatures  slating 
their  views  and  request  not  to  take 
their  land  that  is  close  to  their  farm 
buildings.  The  petition  was 
presented  to  a recent  Joliet  City 
Council  meeting  signed  by  area 
residents  and  JJC  students 

Feeley.  Counsel  for  Joliet,  said 
that  at  this  point  in  lime,  uny 
petition  presented  will  not  do  uny 
good.  “It  is  now  up  to  officials  to  do

Family  fighting  Houbolt  widening

The  Houbolt  Road  widening 
project  may  make  travel  easier  for 
JJC  students,  but  the  change  will 
be  difficult  for  one  Joliet  area 
family  to  make. 

“We're  concerned  about  our 
homes."  said  Robert  Larkin,  of 
3444  McDonough  Road.  As  a result 
of  the  project,  he  is  going  to  court 
in  protest  of  a condemnation  suit. 
The  Joliet  city  government  Filed  the 
suit  for  an  estimated  six  acres  of 
the  Larkin  family’s  land  facing 
Houbolt  and  McDonough  Roads. 

"The  city  is  taking  about  two 
acres  off  the  land  fronting  on 
Houbolt,  but  we're  not  arguing 
about  that,"  said  Larkin.  He  said 
he  is  protesting  the  land  being  used 
to  widen  McDonough  where  it 
intersects  with  Houbolt. 


The  McDonough  Road  project  is 
an  expansion  of  the  original 
Houbolt  Road  Project,  which  was 
agreed  upon  in  October  1977.  The 
new  road  will  widen  before  the 
intersection,  extend  over  Houbolt. 
and  curve  back  to  the  north  where 
it  would  join  Rock  Run  Road. 

The  extension  was  added  to  form 
a four-approach  intersection  with 
Houbolt  and  McDonough  Roads. 
The  intersection  will  be  controlled 
with  traffic  lights  and  will  provide 
for  greater  acceleration,  according 
to  the  administrative  assistant  to 
Joliet's  director  of  public  works. 

Larkin  first  learned  about  the 
project  six  months  ago.  "Most  of  it 
I read  about  in  the  paper.  Then  a 
city  attorney  came  out  with  an  offer 
for  the  land.  He  had  a little  sketch 
on  how  many  feet  were  going  to  be

engineers  meet  on 
Lake  JuCo  problem

JJC  engineer  Walter  Grimes  and 
an  engineer  from  College  Park 
subdivision  will  meet  to  discuss 
possible  solutions  for  the  land 
erosion  and  pollution  problem  of 
Lake  JuCo.  caused  by  water  run-off 
from  the  subdivision. 

Tim  Helton,  vice  president  of 
administrative  services,  says  he 
expects  to  hear  results  of  the 
meeting  during  the  second  week  of 
May. 

There  are  two  possible  methods 
of  resolving  the  problem  from  the 
College  Park  standpoint,  Helton 
said.  One  way  would  be  to  have  a 
temporary  check  within  the 
existing  bolding  pond  sy  stem  that 


would  direct  the  water  flow  to  the 
east  away  from  JuCo  property  in  to 
the  holding  pond  when  the  pipe  is 
full. 

The  other  way  would  be  to 
provide  some  kind  of  external 
method  to  control  the  velocity  of 
the  water  flow,  such  as  a 
dispension  system  or  catch  basins. 

Also  in  the  proposed  construc- 
tion plans  for  Houbolt  Road,  the 
existing  12  inch  culvert  would  be 
expanded  to  a 36  inch  culvert, 
which  would  allow  more  water  to 
flow. 

Helton  says  that  "College  Park 
has  agreed  to  work  with  us."  and 
"court  action  is  premature"  until 
the  results  of  the  engineers' 
meeting  are  known. 


“We  couldn't  gel  a good  idea  on 
the  map  he  showed  us.'.'  Larkin 
said.  "We  called  the  city  twice 
asking  to  at  least  mark  off  the  land 
they  were  using.” 

The  marking  made  by  surveyors 
extend  about  30  feet  south  of  the 
present  road  and  arc  about  15  feet 
away  from  the  house  in  which 
Larkin's  mother.  Lillian,  lives. 
"I'm  living  here.  I have  a family." 
said  Larkin,  "and  my  mother  has 
lived  here  all  her  life,  and  they 
don’t  even  lake  a foot  off  the  other 
side  of  the  road.”  The  land  on  the 
other  side  is  currently  held  in  trust 


by  several  Joliet  banks. 

However,  E.L.  Schaefer,  civil 
engineer  in  charge  of  the  project, 
said  that  the  crew  that  mude  the 
marking  was  sent  out  in  a rush, 
that  they  only  laid  out  approximn 
lions,  and  that  the  current 
McDonough  project  will  be  ubout 
35  feel  away  from  the  buildings,  lie 
also  indicated  that  the  other 
property  may  also  be  used  in  the 
project. 

Larkin  stated  that  he  would 
rather  sec  McDonough  which 
curves  to  the  south,  straightened  to 
meet  with  Rock  Run  Road  where  it 
currently  intersects  Houbolt.  This 


method  would  incorporate  the  land 
held  in  trust,  as  well  as  some  land 
from  the  Joliet  Purk  District. 

"Nobody  from  the  city  ever 
explained  to  me  why  thoroad  can't 
be  straightened."  said  Larkin. 
"Everyone  wc  talked  to  said  that 
the  city's  plans  isn't  right." 
Larkin  also  took  a petition 
expressing  his  view  to  area 
residents  and  college  students,  and 
attended  a city  council  meeting 
concerning  the  project. 

“It  seemed  to  us  that  (the 
council)  didn't  understand  it,  that 
they  had  it  cut  and  dried  the  day 
before,"  he  said.

“Holocaust”  close  to  student 


Editor's  note:  Following  arc 
Darlene  Harmatz's  views  of  the 
recent  airing  of  the  NBC  mini- 
series  " Holocaust".

There  seems  to  be  something 
about  mass  human  extermination 
that  abhors  people,  even  if  the 
victims  do  happen  to  be  Jews.  The 
murders  that  I am  referring  to  arc 
the  Nazi  slaughters  reflected  upon 
by  "The  Holocaust",  a recent  NBC 
broadcast.  The  Jews  have  been 
speaking'  up  for  the  past  few 
months  concerning  their  protest 
over  a Nazi  march  in  Skokie.  Since 
this  presentation,  their  reason  has 
been  appropriately  clarified.  This 
broadcast  penetrated  the  public  for 
deeper  than  a history  lesson  could 

"The  Holocaust”  reached  quite 
a sensational  emotional  depth. 
Perhaps  as  a Jew  myself,  1 can 
accept  the  details  of  the  extermin- 
ations more  easily  having  been 
previously  familiarized  with  them, 
but  may  people  who  aren't  Jewish 
and  never  cared  to  know  anything 
of  the  holocaust  were  literally  sick 
over  their  exposure  to  the  truth. 
The  overall  reaction  was  one  of 
shock  and  repulsion.  It  is  quite 
difficult  to  witness  such  cold 
blooded  killing,  even  harder  to 
believe  is  that  it  all  really  happened 
less  than  forty  years  ago. 

"The  Holocaust"  was  quite 
beneficial  for  us.  Although  it  was  a 
very  unpleasant  viewing  exper- 
ience it  symbolized  many  aspects  of 
importance.  This  presentation  was 
a lesson  that  should  be  taught  to 
each  of  us.  That  is,  the  value  of 

The  losses  experienced  by  the 
family  Weiss  were  those  exper- 
ienced by  the  families  of  two 
million  decimated  Jews.  How 
important  was  economic  domin- 
ance or  personal  appearance  to 
these  Jews  in  the  camps,  stripped 
of  their  pride  and  privacy.  The 
superficial  impressions  .became 
meaningless  and  the  true  worship 


of  God  and  the  family  presided  over 
all.  What  a shame  that  this  love 
isn't  appreciated  to  that  extent 
within  us  in  our  society  today.  Wc 
take  much  for  granted,  too  often. 

In  my  opinion,  being  Jewish  does 
not  insight  me  to  any  greater 
reaction  caused  by  "The  Holo- 
caust", besides  a certain  degree  of 
personal  bitterness  toward  the  Nazi 
party  of  WW1I.  Basically  the 
persecution  could  have  been  to  any 
minority  group  and  the  reaction 
would-  be  equal  toward  any' 
murderers.  The  point  is  that  the 
Jews  were  people,  human  beings, 
who  were  hunted  and  mercilessly 
massacred.  This  re-examination  of 


the  past  makes  the  senselessness 
of  the  suffering  all  too  apparent. 
The  many  who  miraculously  lived 
through  the  camps  still  must 
endure  suffering,  in  their  memor- 

Evcn  though  "The  Holocaust” 
wasn't  a pleasurable  piece  of 
entertainment,  it's  overall  effect 
should  be  appreciated.  It  jvas  a 
sudden  jolt  for  most  viewers  and 
surely  an  enlightenment  for  all  who 
were  able  to  sit  through  it. 

Perhaps  after  seeing  what  our 
fellow  human  beings  have  the 
capacity  to  do  to  one  another,  wc 
will  realize  how  valuable  the  people

Iran,  will  have 
American  visitors  this  summer-

Pillard  added  that  "We  want  to 
conduct  a five-day  camp  here  next 
year  for  the  youth  of  the  area.

Date  still  not  set  in 
condemnation  suit 


No  court  date  has  yet  beets  set  in 
the  case  of  the  Larkin  family  versus 
Joliet  condemnation  suit. 

The  suit  was  filed  by  the  city  for 
an  estimated  six  acres  of  property 
belonging  to  the  fumily  of  Robert 
Larkin.  3444  McDonough  Road 
The  land  is  to  be  used  for  the  city's 
proposed  plan  to  widen  Houboll 
and  McDonough  Roads,  agreed 
upon  in  October  of  ll)77. 

The  plan  includes  ntuking 
Houbolt  a four-lane  road  from 
Jefferson  Street  to  the  college 
entrance,  with  the  Houbolt 
McDonough  intersection  to  be 
controlled  by  traffic  lights. 

Larkin  is  protesting  the  use  of 
approximately  four  acres  of  his 
land  for  the  widening  of  McDon- 
ough where  it  meets  with  Houboll 
Road.  This  widening  is  an 
expansion  of  the  original  plan.  It 
includes  extending  the  road  over 
Houbolt  to  form  a four-way 
intersection,  und  joining  it  with 
Rock  Run  Road. 

Lurkin  suggested  straightening 
McDonough,  which  currently  cur- 
ves to  the  south,  and  joining  it  with 
Rock  Run  Road  where  it  now  meets 
Honhnll  This  method  WOllIrl  Us< 
land  from  the  north  side  of 
McDonougM'lfond,  which  is  held  in 
trust  by  several  Joliet  banks,  plus 
stime  land  from  the  Joliet  Park 
District. 

Faculty  insurance 

A change  in  the  faculty's 
self-insurance  policy  was  consider- 
ed at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
JJC  teachers'  union  and  admin- 
istration lust  Monday. 

According  to  the  terms  of  the 
current  teachers'  contract,  the 
self-insurance  policy  will  be 
provided  by  the  board,  and  could 
have  a change  of  carrier  in 
hospitalization.  According  to  Paul 
Johnson,  president  of  the  teachers' 
union,  in  past  years,  the  carrier 
specified  in  the  contract  was  Blue 
Cross,  but  the  new  contract 
specifics  an  equivalent  to  Blue 
Cross.

Schaefer,  civil  engineer  in 
charge  of  the  project,  explained 
some  of  the  reasons  why  the  city  is 
not  straightening  McDonough. 

A major  reason,  said  Schaefer,  is 
financial.  The  right  of  wuy 
acquisitions  would  cost  more  for 
the  straight  road,  he  said.  "The 
lund  in  trust  would  have  a higher 
accessed  vuluc." 

The  straightened  road  would  also 
have  to  lie  started  farther  back  on 
McDonough,  said  Schaefer,  which 
would  "Increased  the  scope  of  flic 
project  by  400  to  S00  feel 

"With  this  location,"  lie  mild, 
"we  could  stay  on  the  orlglnul  right 
of  wuy  properly."  He  added  tliut 
the  new  route  would  have 
supcrolcvutcd  curves  to  prevent 
cars  from  running  off  the  road. 

Another  disadvantage  in  using 
the  straight  route,  lie  said.  Is  that 
the  other  lurid  is  "also  unsuitable 
for  a road  bed-  It  lies  in  a flood 
plain.  We  would  probably  lose  the 
road  in  time  to  adverse  weather."

Houbolt  plan  dangerous 
to  families  and  students 


We  think  it's  safe  to  say  that 
iiost  students  want  Houbolt  and 
McDonough  Streets  widened.  Yet,

consequences  of  such  a project, 
especially  the  widening  of  McDon- 
ough. 

Increasing  congestion  .on  Me 
Donough,  primarily  in  the  morn- 
ing, dictates  the  need  for  expansion 
to  four  lanes.  However,  it  is  our 
opinion  that  the  present  plan  for 
this  expansion  is  unsafe  to 
motorists  as  weEl  as  some  hemes 
along  McDonough.  The  city  of 
Joliet  wants  to  widen  the  existing 
McDonough  Avenue,  then  curve 
Rock  Run  Road  to  meet  Houbolt  at 
McDonough.  This  wiil  create  a 
four-way  intersection. 


However,  if  McDonough  was  run 
straight  from  Larkin  to  Houbolt  it 
would  intersect  Houbolt  at  the 
same  point  as  Rock  Run  Drive  does 
now.  This  would  eliminate  those 
two  curves  east  of  Houbolt  as  well 
as  the  curves  the  city  wants  to  add 
to  Rock  Run. 

Most  (if  not  ail)  of  the  widening 
will  be  dene  on  the  south  side  of 
McDonough.  As  it  is,  the  Larkin 
family  have  had  plenty  of  close 
calls  with  vehicles  over-shooting  or 
miscalculating  those  curves,  yet 
the  city  wants  to  put  the  road  even 
closer  to  their  homes. 

We  believe  the  city's  plan  to 


widen  Houbolt  may  be  less 
expensive  than  the  alternate  plan 
but  is  also  much  more  dangerous  to 
both  families  who  live  along 
McDonough  and  to  students  who 
wiil  be  going  to  school. 

We  would  like  to  know  who  owns 
the  undeveloped,  unused  property 
across  the  street  from  the  Larkin 
family  on  McDonough.  That 
property  is  now  in  trust  and - is 
owned  by  unknown  individuals.

Is  paraquat  really  problem?

Since  the  spring  of  1975  the 
Mexican  and  U.S.  governments 
have  cooperated  in  the  defoliation 
of  illicit  poppy  and  marijuana 
fields.  Nine-thousand,  five-hun- 
dred acres  of  marijuana  have  been 
sprayed  with  the  new  infamous 
chemical  "Paraquat",  and  the  U.S. 
government  has  contributed  $40 
million  to  the  program. 

Paraquat  is  sprayed  from  the  air 
and  sticks  to  the  leaves  of  the  plant. 
Paraquat  (or  Gramoxone)  needs 
sunlight  as  a catalyst,  therefore  it 
takes  several  days  before  the  plant 
is  destroyed.  If  the  marijuana  is 
harvested  and  pressed  into  bricks 
before  it  is  destroyed,  the 
deterioration  will  stop  and  the 
Paraquat  will  remain  intact. 
Placing  contaminated  marijuana  in 
sunlight  will  not  re-start  the 
process. 

The  department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare,  and  the 
National  Institute  on  Drug  Abuse 
have  both  issued  warnings  to 


marijuana  smokers  stating  that 
contaminated  marijuana  has  enter- 
ed the  U.S.;  in  addition,  the 
Chicago  Dangerous  Drug  Commis- 
sion has  determined  that  contamin- 
ated marijuana  is  available  in  the 
Chicago  area.  However,  the  level 
of  contamination  is  lower  than  the 
national  average. 

According  to  medical  authorities, 
even  the  most  minute  amount  of 
paraquat  will  damage  lung  tissue. 
But  the  amount  of  paraquat  needed 
to  cause  serious  damage  is  still  not 
entirely  definite.  The  symptoms  of 
paraquat  poisoning  are:  lung 
congestion,  tight  throat  and 
coughing  up  phlegm  or  blood. 
Before  you  flush  ycur  stash,  you 
should  take  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  it  was  the  same  medical 
authorities  who  used  to  warn  us 
that  smoking  pot  would  make  your 
hair  fall  cut,  drive  you  psychotic, 
and  make  you  start  talking  to  your 
vacuum  cleaner,  etc. 

If  you're  worried  about  your 
weed  you  may  be  interested  in 
"Analysis  Anonymous”  a confi- 


dential drug  testing  service 
operated  by  the  Phurmchcm 
research  foundation.  Samples  may 
be  submitted  for  analysis  according 
to  the  following  procedure:  1 ) Wrap 
one-half  gram  (approximately  one 
tablespoon  or  one  large  joint)  of 
marijuana  in  plastic  or  foil  and 
place  it  in  an  envelope  along  with: 

A)  55.00  to  cover  the  cost  of 
analysis  (cash  or  money  order). 

B)  Note  the  alleged  content, 
street  price,  origin  of  sample  (city 
and  state  where  purchased). 
Specify  the  type  of  test  to  be  run: 
drug  content  or  herbicide. 

2)  Make  up  and  assign  the 
sample  a random  five  digit  number 
and  one  letter  of  the  alphabet.  This 
is  used  for  identification  to  obtain 
test  results. 

3)  Mark  the  outside  of  the 
envelope  "HAND  CANCEL". 

4)  Send  to:  PharmChcm

5)  After  two  weeks  test  results 
may  be  obtained  by  phoning  (415) 
322-9941  and  giving  your  identifi- 
cation number.

Budget  increase  projected 


JJC's  proposed  budget  for  fiscal 
year  1979  was  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  their  August  7 
meeting.  The  Si  1.6  million  budget 
reflects  a ten  percent  increase 
above  last  year’s  $9. 243. 454 
operating  expense  total. 

JJC  President  Harold  McAninch 
presented  the  budget  at  the 
meeting,  stating  that  he  expects 
the  budget  to  balance  for  the  sixth 

"We've  kept  the  promise  we 
made  to  the  voters."  stated 
McAninch  at  the  meeting,  "and 
I'm  very  happy  about  that.  The  tax 
rate  is  a half-cent  and  half  percent 


less  than  we  promised.” 

McAninch  was  referring  to  the 
1977  tax  referendum,  where  the 
levy  was  20.80  cents  per  SI00 
assessed  valuation.  This  year,  the 
college  levied  20.25  cents  per  S100 
assessed  valuation. 

McAninch  said  the  budget  is 
based  on  projections  of  a two 
percent  enrollment  increase,  a 5200 
million  increase  in  assessed 
valuations  in  the  district,  a raise  in 
the  amount  of  state  funding  front 
S18.91  to  S19.59  per  credit  hour, 
and  salary  increases  for  the  staff 
within  a boundary  of  seven 
percent. 


An  exception  to  the  last 
projection  is  the  clerical  union's 
contract,  showing  an  increase  of 
9.5  percent  the  first  year  and  5.8 
the  second  year.  “It  is  slightly 
above  the  seven  percent  para- 
meter." said  McAninch.  "but  it 
still  fits  into  the  budget," 

Personnel  salaries  make  up  7-1 
percent  of  the  proposed  budget, 
according  to  McAninch. 

Tuition  rates  will  remain  513  per 
credit  hour  in  the  proposed  budget. 

Copies  of  the  budget  are 
available  for  public  review  in  the 
president's  office,  the  business 


League  man  made 
campus  safety  head 


With  the  appointment  of  Richard 
Jacobsen  as  JJC’s  new  campus 
safety  head,  a position  of  the 
college's  administration  has  been 
eliminated-the  title  of  chief  of 
campus  safety. 

"We  don't  have  that  position  any 
more,"  explained  Robert  Glenn, 
dean  of  personnel.  "We  arc  using  a 
league  man  position  for  a 
six-month  trail  period." 

The  league  man  position  uses  a 
full-time  employee  as  a department 
head,  with  a slight  raise  in  the 
employee's  per-hour  salary.  "It's 
not  an  administrative  position." 
said  Glenn. 


"An  administrator  doesn't  have 
to  schedule  work  hours  for  other 
department  employees,  or  sche- 
dule their  shifts,"  said  Glenn. 
"League  people  do.  Any  reports 
front  the  department  come  through 
the  league  man.” 

Jacobsen  replaces  former  chief 
of  campus  safety  Louis  Korilko, 
who  resigned  in  June.  Glenn  said 
that  he  "cannot  divulge”  the 
reasons  for  Korilko's  resignation. 
Glenn  added  that  the  college 
offered  him  other  jobs  in  the  safety 
department,  but  Korilko  decided 
not  to  take  them. 

Jacobsen  was  chosen  because 


"in  experience  and  education,  he 
was  better  qualified."  according  to 
Glenn.  Three  other  safety  officers 
were  considered  for  the  job. 

The  plan  for  hiring  a league  man 
to  head  campus  safety  was 
approved  by  the  board  at  their  July 
10  meeting.  Glenn  said  that  he 
assumed  the  plan  was  proposed 
because  "it  would  work  belter  for 
less  money. 

"It  reomed  to  work  better  in  the 
grounds  department,  and  the 
custodial  and  maintenance  depart- 
ment.” said  Glenn.  These  depart 
ments  have  been  using  league  men 
for  (he  past  four  years. 


Dispersal  system  to  curb 
subdivision  water  runoff

The  problem  of  water  runoff 
from  College  Park  subdivision  may 
soon  be  temporarily  solved.  But 
until  the  proposed  widening  of 
Houbolt  Road  is  complete,  no 
permanent  solution  can  be  offered. 

Engineers  representing  JJC  and 
College  Park  have  been  discussing 
the  water  runoff  problem  for  about 
eight  months.  The  flow  from 
College  Park  to  the  campus 
grounds  is  reportedly  causing 
siltation  and  overflowing  of  Lake 
JuCo  after  rainfall,  along  with 
eroding  topsoil  on  farmlands. 

The  temporary  solution  involved 
placing  a dispersal  system  next  to 


the  culvert  that  leads  from  the 
subdivision  under  Houbolt  Road.  It 
was  determined  that  the  culvert 
was  too  small  for  the  runoff, 
causing  the  water  to  come  out  with 
greater  velocity  and  creating  more 
erosion. 

The  dispersal  system  would  slow 
the  velocity  of  the  runoff,  thus 
cutting  down  on  erosion. 

However,  the  system  is  only  a 
temporary  measure  until  the 
proposed  widening  of  Houbolt  into 
a four-lane  road  is  completed, 
officials  say.  At  that  time  a larger 
culvert  can  be  installed  without 
tearing  up  the  road. 

The  dispersal  system  consists  of 


a 10-foot  wide  concrete  channel 
leading  from  the  culvert  for  about 
•10  feet.  At  this  point,  rows  of 
timbers  or  railroad  lies  placed  on 
end  will  be  staggered  to  slow  the 
velocity  of  the  water.  This  w ill  lead 
to  another  concrete  channel.  20  feet 
long  by  14  feet  wide.  Another 
concrete  channel  will  be  placed 
alongside  the  90  feet  of  Houbolt  to 
further  prevent  erosion. 

The  dispersal  system  was  the 
result  of  several  meetings  between 
Mark  Lovejoy . an  engineer  from 
U.S.  Shelter  Inc.,  representing 
College  Park,  and  Walter  Grimes, 
the  engineer  representing  JJC.  It 
will  be  installed  at  the  expense  of 
U.S.  Shelter.

These  funds 
arc  given  to  the  college  for  special 
purposes  and  must  be  spent  in 
specific  areas.  These  funds  do  not 
come  from  district  tuxes,  tuition,  or 
Mute  aid.

Waiting  game 
pays  off 

Students  returning  to  JJC  may 
recall  that  the  Student  Government 
Association  was  planning  a game 
room  (pool  tables,  pinball,  etc.)  on 
the  bridge.  Well,  it  may  please  (or 
displease)  students  to  know  that 
this  year's  freshmen  will  be  coming 
to  a school  much  the  same  as  last 
year’s  freshmen  came  to  • it  still 
doesn't  have  a game  room. 

School  organizations  arc  often 
criticized  for  "taking  their  time" 
on  a certain  project  that  some 
people  feel  should  be  done  right 
away.  However,  the  Blazer  feels 
that  the  SGA  did  the  right  thing  in 
waiting  for  more  information  on  the 
game  room  proposal. 

Last  spring  it  seemed  as  if  the 
SGA  was  running  headlong  into  a 
project  that  it  knew  little  about. 
When  the  game  room  proposal  was 
ready  for  a vote  of  all  SGA 
members,  many  vital  questions 
concerning  its  operation  were 
unanswered. 

For  example: 

-Would  it  need  supervision;

i(--s(udcnls  or  school  profession- 
als? How  much  supervision  would 
be  needed? 

-Would  there  be  vending 
machines  for  food  and  beverages; 
and,  if  so,  who  would  take  care  of 

-What  kind  of  maintenance 
would  be  required  for  the  machines 
and  pool  tables?  What  would  it  cost 
yearly? 

•How  does  the  idea  work  in 
other  schools? 

One  question  was  unswered  for 
the  students  last  spring-wherc 
would  the  money  come  from.  The 
proposed  game  room  would  have 
been  run  totally  on  student  activity 
fees,  This,  however,  leads  to 
another  question-how  successfully 
will  it  run  without  aid  from  the 
school? 

Fortunately ■ SGA's  Game  Room 
Committee  asked  t/iese  questions 
before  committing  itself  to  the 
project.  In  surveying  Five  other 
area  colleges,  members  found  (hat 
three  are  showing  a profit. 
However,  the  three  added  that  if 
they  were  supported  by  student 
fees  alone  they  would  not  be 
coming  out  ahead. 

Damage  of  the  schools'  game 
rooms  ran  into  the  hundreds  of 
dollars  yearly.  Supervision  also  was 
a matter  of  concern,  since  the 
schools  stated  that  student  super- 
vision alone  did  not  work. 

The  survey  was  presented  at  the 
July  10  Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
where  the  project  was  terminated. 

The  idea  of  a game  room  is  not 
bad  with  proper  planning  and 
school  support.  However,  without  a 
percentage  of  funding  coming  front 
the  school,  the  project  would 
probably  end  up  as  a financial 
burden  on  SGA's  back.

JJC  lots  SGA  decision  follows  survey 


Game  room  plan  dropped 


and  roads 
repaired 

JJC  students  arc  returning  to 
school  on  newly  repaired  campus 
roads  and  parking  lots  this 
semester. 

Parking  lot  one.  the  visitor’s  lot, 
the  J-building  parking  lot.  and  the 
campus's  entrance  and  exit  roads 
have  had  major  work  done  on  them 
during  the  summer,  according  to 
associate  buildings  and  grounds 
supervisor  Ken  Pierce. 

The  visitor's  lot  was  expanded 
and  paved  by  Crown-Trygg  of 
Joliet  and  Will  Cook  Paving  of  New 
Lenox.  The  lot  was  expanded  by 
excavating  and  paving  the  grassy 
island  separating  it  from  the  J-lol. 
Excavating  costs  amounted  to 
.518. M3.  The  lot  was  also  paved 
with  an  eight-inch  rock  base  and 
two-inch  blacktopping  surface. 

The  removal  of  the  island  was 
projected  to  increase  the  capacity 
in  the  lot  by  66  percent. 

Pierce  stated  that  the  removal  of 
the  strip  would  also  cut  down  on 
maintenance  costs  because  there 
would  be  less  grass  to  mow.  The 
excavated  material  was  dumped  on 
• JJC's  skiing  hill  to  improve  it. 

The  J-building’s  parking  lot  was 
also  repaired  and  sealed.  The  work 
was  done  by  Wilhelmi  Brothers. 
Inc.  of  Joliet  for  53,656.60.  Work 
has  just  been  completed  on  parking 
lot  one.  The  job  of  repairing  and 
resurfacing  was  given  to  Wilhelmi 
Brothers  for  548.990. 

All  damage  on  the  lot  is  being 
removed  to  a depth  of  six  inches. 
The  base  of  the  lot  is  also  being 
reshaped  and  compacted.-  and 
given  a one  and  one-half  inch 
topping  of  new  asphalt. 

'It’s  one  of  the  older  lots,"  said 
Pierce.-  ‘‘It's  deteriorating  and 
needs  major  work  done  on  it.”  The 
lot  has  been  bn  the  campus  since 
JJC  set  up  the  temporary 
buildings. 

Patching  the  lot  was  considered, 
but  buildings  and  grounds  super- 
visor Ron  Tarrant  said  that 
"patching  the  lot  is  almost 
fruitless.  It's  just  gone  beyond  that 
point.” 

A total  of  S9000  was  allocated  for 
patching  bad  areas  in  the  campus 
entrance  and  exit  roadways.  Pierce 
stated  that  the  crew  will  continue 
patching  the  roads  until  they  run 
out  of  the  money"  allocated  for  it.

The  eight  schools  surveyed  were 
Triton.  Thornton.  Rock  Valley. 
Prairie  State.  Moraine  Valley. 
Elgin  Community,  College  of 
DuPagc  and  Highland  Community. 

Five  of  the  schools  responded. 
Three  of  the  five  have  totally 
federally  funded  game  rooms.  One 
school  used  80  percent  federal 
funding  and  20  percent  student 
service  fees.  The  other  school  was 
funded  totally  by  student  service

balance  of  profit  until  at  least  the 
fourth  year  of  operation.

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Fountain  stirs  up  dispute 


By  Patty  Marshall 

A new  fountain  installed  in  Lake 
JuCo  several  weeks  ago  just  east  of 
the  bridge  is  not  only  in  the  middle 
of  the  lake,  but  in  the  middle  of  a 
dispute  between  JJC's  . Biology 
Department  and  the  buildings  and 
grounds  crew. 

According  to  Ron  Tarrant, 
superintendent  of  buildings  and 
grounds,  the  purpose  of  the 
fountain  is  to  remove  algae  forming 
in  the  lake.  The  ripples  produced 
by  the  cascading  water  from  the 
fountain  breaks  up  the  algae  and 
carries  it  to  the  shoreline.  This 
removes  the  "sight  and  smell"  of 
the  algae,  said  Tarrant. 

He  said  people  had  been 
complaining  about  the  lake,  saying 
it  had  turned  into  an  eyesore  due  to 
algae  accumulation.  Tarrant  said 
he  considered  using  chemicals  to 
kill  the  growth,  but  decided  they 
would  interfere  with  other  forms  of 
life  in  the  lake.  The  fountain  was 
his  second  alternative.

Zales  added  that,  if  left  alone, 
the  algae  would  lake  care  of  itself. 
He  said  the  oxygen  produced  by 
the  algae  would  cause  it  to  bubble 
into  the  air  on  the  surface,  causing

The  fountain  was  not  Intended  to 
be  a permanent  fixture,  although  It 
may  be  used  to  flood  an  urea  for 
Ice  skating.  The  buildings  and 
grounds  crew  intended  for  the 
fountain  to  be  used  only  on  calm 
days  or  on  days  when  it  wus 
deemed  necessary.

Houbolt  widening  in  limbo

The  city  of  Joliet  may  be  one  step 
closer  to  starting  the  proposed 
widening  of  Houbolt  Road-- 
however.  the  starting  date  is  "still 
up  in  the  air."  according  to 
Bernard  Prola.  Joliet's  director  of 
public  works. 

Three  acres  of  land  fronting  on 
Houbolt  was  acquired  by  the  city 
Tuesday.  Prola  met  Wednesday 
with  state  and  federal  officials  to 
determine  if  a starting  date  can  be 

"The  big  problem  is  that  we 
haven't  been  able  to  get  a section 
of  land  on  McDonough  Street,  east 
of  Houbolt."  Prola  said.  "The 
other  landowners  we  settled  with, 
and  it  should  be  pretty  well  solved 
by  the  end  of  the  month." 


The  property  is  farmland 
belonging  to  Robert  Larkin,  who 
lives  on  the  land  with  his  family. 
The  property  on  McDonough  will 
be  used  to  widen  the  road  where  it 
intersects  with  Houbolt. 

"We're  in  court  on  it  at  the 
present  time.”  Prola  said,  He 
indicated  that  the  matter  has  not 
been  brought  to  trial  yet.  "It's 
being  discussed  between  the 
lawyers.  We  will  settle  out  of  court 
if  w e can. 

"The  location  of  McDonough  is 
(Larkin's)  biggest  complaint.” 
Prola  said.  He  said  that  Larkin 
wants  the  road  moved  to  the  north, 
eliminating  the  curves  currently  on 
McDonough,  and  extending  it  to 
meet  with  Rock  Run  Road  at 
Houbolt. 


This  plan  "was  considered  a long 
time  ago  when  we  were  first 
planning."  according  to  Prola.  This 
method,  he  said,  would  use  some 
land  from  the  southwest  corner  of 
ihe  Inwood  Recreation  Golf  Course 
and  land  from  the  Oak  wood  Ltd. 
recreation  center. 

"In  negotiations  with  county 
officials,  if  we  took  some  of  the  golf 
course  and  recreation  area,  we 
would  get  federal  problems,"  Prola 
said.  "The  policy  of  the  federal 
government  is  to  stay  away  from 
parts. 

"The  county  felt  the  existing 
route  was  all  rights."  Prola  added, 
“and  to  go  through  the  other  way 
would  be  difficult. 

"The  whole  procedure  is  very 


time-consuming,"  he  said.  "First 
wc  must  notify  Ihe  owner  of  Ihe 
property.  Then  wc  send  a letter 
asking  if  the  owner  is  willing  to 
negotiate  or  if  they  want  an 
appraisal. 

"If  they  want  an  appraisal." 
Prola  said,  "then  wc  have  to  send 
an  official  out  to  appraise  it.  Then 
we  send  the  appraiscl  to  the  federal 
and  state  governments  to  see  if  the 
price  is  correct.  Then  we  send  Ihe 
price  to  the  owner  for  approval." 

The  city  is  considering  "pulling 
back  the  right-of-way  from  the 
house-that's  our  newest  proposi- 
tion to  the  lawyers."  according  to 
Prola.  It  would  put  less  curve  in  the 
first  curve,  making  it  more 
gradual."

The  student  fireplace  lounge  on  the 
bridge  will  soon  be  the  location  of  $13,000 
worth  of  new  furniture,  marking  the 
beginning  of  a three-year  plan  to  purchase- 
new  furniture  in  all  student  lounges  on  the 
bridge. 

In  all  42  chairs.  25  hassocks  and  four 
tables  were  purchased  for  the  lounge,  and 
will  "provide  more  scuting  space." 
according  to  Kathy  Krai,  associate  dean  for 
administrative  services. 

The  furniture's  colors  of  brown,  terra 
cotta  and  sable  "were  recommended  by 
the  student  committee"  that  helped  in 
planning  the  furnishings  last  year,  she 
said.  The  committee  consisted  of  several 
Student  Government  Association  members 
and  students  from  an  interior  design  class 
taught  by  Barbara  Pcrgandc. 

The  furniture  is  made  of  "upholstery 
grade.  100  percent  nylon  fabric,  used 
commonly  m institutional  areas  because  it 
is  made  to  stand  up  well.  Krai  said. 

"All  of  the  old  furniture  that  is  still  in 
good  condition  will  be  used  in  student 
areas."  Krai  said.  Some  will  be  moved  to

The  plum  color  for  D Mali's  furniture  also 
was  recommended  by  the  student 
committee,  said  Kriil 

The  money  for  the  project  conic  mostly 
from  student  service  funds,  according  to 
Richard  Brnndolino.  dean  of  the  Learning 
Resources  Center, 

"The  initial  funding  came  from  the  first 
time  (JJC)  charged  student  service  money 
during  (lie  summer  sessions,  in  1976,"  he 
said.  "We  left  ii  lay  since  wc  hud  no  plan 
for  using  the  money. 

"We  then  scl  aside  a certain  number  of 
dollars  in  each  year's  budget  for  the 
projecl.”  Brandolino  said.  The  amount  of 
money  set  aside  each  year  totaled  about 
$10,000.  The  first  year  this  procedure  was 
followed,  the  money  came  from  funds 
formerly  scl  aside  for  JJC's  yearbook,  the 
yearbook  stopped  publication  in  1977.

Editor: 

I see  too  much  development.  The 
general  consensus  is  limit  develop- 
ment and  conserve  natural  resour- 
ces now  while  we  have  time. 
Emphasize  wood  as  a construction 
and  finishing  material.  Steer  away 
from  glass  resins  and  plastics  as 


they  are  toxics.  They  ar6  hazardous 
to  manufacture  and  release  poisons 
upon  combustion.  Wood  in  itself  is 
safe  to  handle  and  possesses 
greater  inherent  strength  (refer  to 
engineering  manuals  for  specifics). 

Rather  than  building  more 


chemical  manufacturing  plants,  I 
suggest  using  available  acreage 
here  to  develop  timber  stands-a 
non-hazardous,  renewable  re- 
source. Jobs  will  be  created  in  that 
timber  growing  is  labor-intensive 
and  may  permit  widespread  use  of 
unskilled  and  semi-skilled  labor.

Rotating 
class  plan 
has  flaws 

Last  week  the  Blazer  reported  on 
a new  system  being  planned  to 
rotate  certain  classes  between 
three  other  community  colleges 
and  JJC.  These  classes  have  often 
had  enrollment  figures  so  low, 
college  officials  say  that  it  is 
difficult  to  justify  holding  them  on  a 
regular  basis  and  putting  them  on 
a regular  schedule. 

In  this  plan,  one  college  would 
offer  one  of  the  classes,  and 
students  at  all  four  campuses 
would  go  there  for  that  class.  This 
way,  all  four  of  the  colleges  can 
offer  the  class  on  a regular 
schedule. 

The  Blazer  feels  the  plan  has 
some  good  points-and  a few  flaws 
the  college  should  consider. 

Good  point  No.  1 is  that  students 
using  these  classes  will  pay  only 
the  tuition  and  fees  of  the  college 
where  they  take  the  class.  This 
eliminates  out-of-district  tuition 

But  there  is  the  case  of  higher 
tuition  at  the  other  colleges. 
Officials  say  one  college's  per- 
semester  hour  tuition  is  about 
S12--but  the  other  two  colleges  cost 
SI  7.  That's  not  fair  to  the  student 
who  can  take  a class  here  for  S13  a 
semester  hour. 

Then  comes  the  problem  of 
driving  to  the  other  campuses.  JJC 
President  Harold  McAninch  admits 
that  driving  will  be  a hassle  for 
students,  but  that  "driving  is  going 
to  be  a problem  anyway." 

This  statement  strikes  up  as  odd. 
After  looking  at  a road  map.  we 
found  that  the  colleges  (located  in 
Chicago  Heights,  Palos  Hills  and 
South  Holland)  arc  about  30  miles 
from  here.  That's  just  from  JJC. 
How  about  the  student  from 
Morris,  or  Wilmington,  or  Boling- 
brook who  wants  to  take  these 
classes? 

It's  good  to  see  different  colleges 
working  with  JJC  to  solve  a mutual 
problem.  But  before  the  plan  goes 
into  action,  perhaps  the  college 
should  consider  the  views  of 
students  planning  to  take  these 
courses  to  see  if  they  are  willing  to 
drive  a little  longer  and  pay  a little

The  team  stayed  in  the  Olympic 
Village  in  the  town  of  Teheran.  "It 


was  a thrill  in  itself."  said  coach 
Pillard.  "just  to  stay  four  nights  in 
the  Olympic  Village." 

The  Wolves  said  that  the 
Irunians  "proved  themselves  to  be 
challenging  competition"  on  the 
mats.  JJC  won  three  out  of  four 
matches,  with  their  loss  going  to 
welcomed  the  traniun  national  champions. 


The  team  brought  back  banners 
that  were  displayed  across  streets 
in  the  towns  they  had  visited  on  the 
trip.  One  read  "Our  friendly 
competitions  will  lead  us  to  a better 
understanding  and  appreciation." 

Another  banner  read.  "Dear 
American  wrestlers,  we  welcome 


you  to  Nacin,  our  town."  In  the 
province  of  Iranian's  national 
champion  wrestlers,  a banner  read, 
"We  welcome  the  champion 
wrestlers  team  of  American 
universities  to  Isfahan." 

The  team  agreed  thot  the  trip 
mode  their  feelings  toward  their 
own  country  stronger.  "It's  a 
refreshed,  reinforced  feeling  of 
nationalism."  commented  one 
team  member. 

The  Wolves  plannrd  the  trip  as  a 
"cultural  exchange."  said  Pillard. 
He  added  that  they  wanted  to  leant 
more  about  the  wrestling  tcehln 
quo*  of  athletes  in  Iran,  where 
wrestling  is  the  national  sport. 
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Preliminary 
enrollment 
totals  down

Total  fall  semester  enrollment  at 
JJC  has  decreased  7.2  percent 
compared  to  last  year  at  this  time, 
according  to  statistics  compiled  by 
the  office  of  planning  and 
information  resources,  as  of  last 
Tuesday. 

Currently,  there  are  51,326 
credit  hours  being  taken,  a drop  of 
4,039  credit  hours.  A total  of  5,842 
students  have  paid  for  classes 
including  day  and  evening  classes. 

"The  headcount  has  been 
running  on  registered  students  not 
a whole  lot  different  than  one  year 
ago  at  this  time.”  said  George 
Paulson,  associate  dean  of  admis- 
sions and  records.  "The  difference 
is  in  the  number  of  people  who  are 
taking  a full  load." 

There  is  also  a decrease  in 
full-time  students.  A total  of  2,275 
students  have  enrolled  full-time, 
and  3,567  students  part-time  (less 
than  12  credit  hours). 

"It  appears  we  are  getting  more 
part-time  students  carrying  more 
credit  hours  than  in  other  years," 
said  Walt  Zaida.  vice  president  of 
planning  and  informational  ser- 
vices. “There  are  more  part-time 
students  during  the  day  and  the 
average  part-time  student  is 
carrying  five  hours." 

Zaida  said  the  increase  for 
part-time  students  is  because 
people  are  taking  part-time  jobs 
and  cutting  back  on  the  number  of 
hours  they  arc  taking  while  going 
to  school.  Zaida  said  this  is  a good 
trend  because,  in  the  past, 
students  would  try  to  work  forty 
hours  and  carry  a full  load  of 
classes,  and  as  a result  did  not  do  a 
good  job  at  cither. 

"What  students  are  doing  is 


spreading  their  education  over 
three  years  instead  of  two." 
continued  Zaida. 

Another  reason  for  the  decrease 
is  that  "we  are  still  enrolling, 
particularly  the  special  programs 
such  as  adult  basic  education  high 
school  equivalency,  CETA,  and  the 
inmate  Training  program,"  said 
Zaida. 

Zaida  said,  "Because  of  the 
recent  riot  uprisings  in  the  prisons, 
we  do  not  have  any  enrollment 
coming  in  for  the  inmate  program. 
In  fact,  the  extent  to  which  that 
program  is  going  to  operate  is  still 
very  much  up  in  the  air.  We  don't 
know  when  or  under  what 
circumstances  we  can  go  on  with 

The  reason  for  this.  Zaida 
explained,  is  because  the  Depart- 
ment of  Corrections  and  the 
Department  of  Corrections  school 
district  makes  the  decisions. 

Zaida  said  there  is  no  deadline 
for  the  beginning  date  for  the 
classes  in  the  inmate  program. 
"We  can  begin  anytime  the 
Department  of  Corrections  wants 

"What  we  may  have  to  do  is  not 
have  that  program  mesh  with  our 
on-campus  semesters  and  instead 
develop  a special  time  line  for  that 
program." 

According  to  Zaida,  "the  fact 
that  enrollment  is  down  slightly  at 
JJC  is  typical  of  community 
colleges  across  the  country." 

There  are  a total  of  3.360  day 
students  enrolled  in  34.794  credit 
hours,  a decrease  of  one  percent 
compared  to  last  year's  figure  of 
39.053.  Part-time  students  total 
3.567  enrolled  in  17.037  hours,  a 
decrease  of  three  percent  compar- 
ed to  17,578  hours  last  year.

arts  building  holdup-money

A six-year-old  plan  for  a fine  arts 
building  at  JJC  may  become  a 
reality— if  the  college  has  enough 
money  to  build  it. 

"We  have  S2.2  million  left  from 
the  original  bond  issue  for  building 
it."  said  college  President  Harold 
McAninch.  "but  we  see  no  way  of 
getting  state  aid  for  it  for  about 
eight  to  10  years.” 

The  fine  arts  building.  McAninch 
said,  "was  part  of  the  first  master 
plan  when  the  college  was  built  in 
1972.  along  with  the  building  of 
another  classroom  building  and 
another  gym. 


"When  the  bond  issue  was 
passed."  he  added,  "it  was 
assumed  the  state  would  provide  75 
percent  of  the  building  costs,  the 
remainder  coming  from  local 
funds.  The  money  for  it  has  been 
there.  We've  been  saving  it  to 
provide  the  matching  portion  for 
the  state  fundings." 

However.  McAninch  said  "the 
likelihood  of  state  aid  is  little. 
Usually  only  three  community 
college  projects  are  approved 
yearly  by  the  state."  For  projects 
such  as  the  fine  arts  building, 
which  are  "low  on  the  priority 
totem  pole,  not  much  state  money 


is  available." 

The  state  bases  priority  for 
building  funds  "on  square  feet  per 
full  daytime  student.  If  the  state  let 
us  use  night  and  part-time 
students."  McAninch  said.  JJC 
would  have  a higher  priority  for 
state  money.  He  added  that  the 
concourse  running  through  the 
main  building  is  included  in  the 
campus'  total  number  of  square 
feet,  decreasing  the  chance  of 
getting  state  aid. 

He  said  Tim  Helton,  vice- 
president  for  administrative  ser- 
vices. talked  with  a consultant  of 
Lakeland  Community  College  in 


Mattoon. 

"Wc  came  up  with  a steel 
girder-type  building  with  the  same 
kind  of  facade  that  the  present 
buildings  have."  McAninch  said 
He  estimated  that  this  building 
could  be  built  with  the  money 
remaining  from  the  original  bond 

The  building  is  planned  to  be 
55.000  to  60,000  square  feet  in  size 
It  would  be  three  stories  high  and 
contain  a theater,  an  labs  and 
classrooms.  It  would  be  located 
adjacent  to  J Building. 

The  college's  board  of  trustees 
have  not  given  permission  for  the 


school  to  start  the  project. 

Before  they  do  so.  McAninch 
said.  ”wc  have  to  find  out  two 
things:  one.  will  the  building  be  a 
quality  enough  structure;  and  two, 
can  wc  build  it  within  the  money. 
Wc  have  to  have  u positive  answer 
before  we  go  ahead  with  construc- 


Aboin  $5,000  was  set  aside  to 
obtain  preliminary  drawings  and 
specifications  Of  that  total,  $2,500 
was  contributed  by  the  JJC 
Foundation  and  the  remainder  was 
set  aside  by  the  board  as  its  August 
7 meeting. 


Cheap  Trick  \ fast  rising  rock  hand ’

If  I mentioned  the  name  Cheap 
Trick,  it  probably  wouldn't  register 
right  away  in  your  mind.  TTiat's 
because  Cheap  Trick  is  an 
up-and-coming  rock  band  that  is 
rapidly  catching  the  eyes  (and  ears) 
of  many. 

Their  first  album,  simply  entitled

material. 

Now,  with  the  release  of  their 
third,  and  what  1 consider  best, 
album,  "Heaven  Tonight,"  the 
band  is  finally  getting  recognition, 
much  air  play,  and  is  being  billed 
as  the  fastest  rising  rock  band  in 
the  nation  today. 

I'll  admit  when  I first  heard  of 
the  band  the  name  kind  of  misled 
me.  But  o band's  name  doesn't 
really  mean  a thing  (besides  being 
something  to  identify  the  band 
with).  It's  the  sound  that  is 
important,  and  this  band's  sound  is 


easily  acceptable. 

The  key  to  the  band's  success? 
Four  guys:  Rick  Nielsen,  lead 
guitar;  Robin  Zander,  lead  vocals; 
Tom  Pctcrsson.  bass  and  vocals; 
and  Bun  E.  Carlos,  drums.  When 
they  are  in  concert,  they  are  there 
to  entertain  and  have  a good  time. 

Nielsen  has  to  be  one  of  the  best 
guitarists  I have  heard,  but  what 
makes  him  even  better  is  the  little 
show  he  puts  on.  He  dresses  up  as 
a type  of  "Bowery  Boy"  character, 
equipped  with  striaght  leg  pants, 
suspenders,  cardigan  sweater  and 
flipped-up  baseball  cap  to  top  off 
his  outfit. 

Watching  him  bounce  around  on 
stage  as  he  strikes  off  each  note  is  a 
treat  in  itself. 

Drummer  Bun  E.  Carlos  looks 
like  Mr.  Whipple  as  he  pounds  out 
countinous  foot-stomping  beats 
with  each  song. 

Zander  and  Pctcrsson  arc  also 
very  capable  of  keeping  the 
crowd's  attention  with  excellent 
harmony  and  vocal  talents. 

I noticed  all  of  this  while 
covering  the  Cheap  Trick  concert  in 
Joliet's  Rialto  Theatre  in  the 
summer.  I noticed  the  band  didn't 
act  at  all  snobbish;  but  a very  close 
type  of  atmosphere  was  present. 

Nielsen  stated,  "We  like  to  keep 
everyone  happy."  Indeed  they  did; 
it  was  evident  on  almost  every  face 
in  the  theatre  that  night.

bell  that  is  now  located  near  the 
temporary  buildings  on  the  main 
campus  was  scheduled  to  begin  last 
spring.  But  funds  for  the  tower 
have  not  been  forthcoming,  and 
construction  will  now  be  delayed 
until  at  least  next  spring. 

Blueprints  for  the  memorial 
tower  have  been  donated,  but 
between  55,000  and  510,000  is 
needed  to  complete  the  project. 
Sasso  said  a fund  drive  will  begin  in 
late  October  or  early  November  to 
secure  the  money  needed  or  to 
obtain  steel  for  the  structure. 

Various  steel  companies  will  be 
asked  to  donate  materials  for  the 
project.  Approximately  2,000  let- 
ters also  will  be  sent  to  JJC  alumni 
asking  for  donations,  Sasso  said. 

If  the  fund-raising  drive  is  not 
successful,  she  said,  money  will  be 
borrowed  from  a financial  institu- 
tion so  the  project  can  begin  in  the 
spring.

Parking  lot  to  be  repaired 


JJC  students  can  expect  to  use 
auxiliary  parking  spaces  in  the  next 
few  weeks  while  lot  one  is 
undergoing  repair  work. 

"We  will  resurface  half  the  lot  at 
a time,  hopefully."  said  Ken 
Pierce,  assistant  superintendent  of 
buildings  and  grounds.  The  lot  is  to 
be  patched  and  resurfaced,  with 
one  and  one-half  inches  of  new 
blacktop  over  the  lot. 

• Pierce  said'that  the  repair  crew  is 
"wailing  for  the  ground  to  dry  a bit 
to  do  the  patching  workt  The 
ground  is  just  too  wet  to  do  it,"  he 


added,  indicating  that  the  patching 
material  would  not  hold  up  well  If 
used  on  a wet  surface. 

The  project  is  expected  to  be 
completed  on  or  before  October  6. 

On  campus  since  the  temporary 
buildings  were  set  up,  lot  one  “is 
an  older  lot."  in  worse  shnpe," 
according  to  Ron  Tarrant,  superin- 
tendent of  buildings  and  grounds. 
"It  showed  the  most  signs  of 
deterioration. 

Tarrant  said  that  there  was 
"some  thought  of  putting  (the 
repair  work)  off  to  next  summer, 


but  we  feel  the  deterioration  to  the 
lot  would  be  so  much  that  It  would 
cost  more  money." 

He  added  that  concrete  prices 
are  rising,  and  could  Increase  the 
price  if  the  project  would  have  been 
delayed. 

Work  wus  not  done  on  the  lot  this 
past  summer  because  the  548,990 
project  was  "too  big  for  last  year’s 
budget,"  according  to  Tarrant. 

The  repair  work  is  part  of  a five 
year  plan  of  repairs  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  campus  grounds.  The 
plan  started  last  year.

Purging  figures  uncertain 


A controversial  fountain  installed 
in  Lake  JuCo  just  east  of  the  bridge 
several  weeks  ago  is  being  moved 
to  the  patio  area  adjoining  the 
cafeteria. 

Biology  instructor  William  Zales. 
who  was  opposed  to  having  the 
fountain  in  the  lake,  said  it  is  being 
moved  because  it  wasn't  doing  its 
initial  job  of  removing  algae  from 
the  lake. 

A buildings  and  grounds  crow 
installed  the  fountain  because 
students  were  complaining  of  the 
"sight  and  smell”  the  accumulat- 
ing algae  was  creating,  according 
to  Ron  Tarrant,  superintendent  of 
buildings  and  grounds.  The  ripples 
produced  by  the  cascading  water^ 
from  the  fountain  was  intended  to 
break  up  the  algae  and  carry  it  to 
the  shoreline. 

But  Zales  said  the  buildings  and 
grounds  crew  pul  the  fountain  in 
without  the  permission  of  the 
Biology  Department,  which  was 
given  responsibility  of  the  lake  in 
1974.  He  said  the  algae  is  part  of 
the  ecosystem,  and  if  left  alone  will 
take  care  of  itself. 

College  officials  said  Tuesday 
that  the  fountain  is  being  moved  to 
the  patio  area  for  "aesthitic 
purposes"  because  several  stu- 
dents requested  that  a fountain  be 
maintained.

Although  current  figures  show  a 
slight  decrease  in  enrollment. 
JJC's  figures  on  purgings  remains 
uncertain,  according  to  college 
officials.

"It’s  unfair  not  to  have  some 
kind  of  deadline."  he  suid.  "And 
we  don't  do  it  w ithout  the  warning 


(on  the  bill).  We  allow  people  lo 
hold  reservations  up  to  a point.  But 
we  cun  t do  it  indefinitely. 

"The  only  reason  we  drop 
someone  is  if  one  bus  a legitimate 
call  for  the  class  and  the  other 
hasn't  done  something  to  hold  his 
place  in  class,"  added  Znidu. 

Tuition  bills  for  this  semester 
were  issued  Julv  28.  according  to

If  you  have  been  wondering  what 
the  new  building  being  constructed 
is.  it's  not  the  Fine  Arts  complex.  It 
is  a project  involving  29  students 
from  welding  and  industrial 
maintenance  classes  in  cooperation 
with  the  CETA.  (Comprehensive 
Employment  and  Training  Act) 
program  at  JJC. 

The  site  w ill  be  used  for  storing 
steel  and  equipment  for  the 
welding  department. 

Harold  Bjerke.  CETA  instructor 
for  building  and  maintenance,  who 
is  supervising  the  project  3nd  drew 
up  the  technical  blueprints,  said 
there  are  two  reasons  why  the 
storage  shed  is  being  built.  "One 
reason  is  that  we  have,  in  the  past, 
had  scraps  in  a pile  of  junk.  It  was 
hazardous  and  as  a result,  one 
person  fell  and  got  hurt." 

Another  reason,  Bjerke  explain- 
ed. was  the  opportunity  it  gives  the 
students  to  construct  something, 
and  it  is  much  more  constructive  to 
do  something  genuine.  "This 
building  will  actually  be  occupied 
by  equipment  and  materials. 

"Just  welding  that  material, 
then  throwing  it  in  a scrap  pile  is 
not  enough."  said  Bjerke.  "Con- 
structing this  will  enable  students 
to  understand  proper  spacing  for 
rafters,  studs,  proper  overhang, 
and  general  appearance  of  the 
building  to  conform  with  the  other 
buildings  on  campus.'' 

This  on-the-job  training  program

has  19  students  from  welding  and 
10  students  from  industrial  main- 
tenance involved.  "There  is  a large 
demand  for  welders  across  the 
country  at  this  time,  especially  for 
skilled  workers."  said  Bjerke. 
"Just  applying  for  a job  is  not 
adequate.  One  should  be  able  to  do 


the  job  when  they  get  there.” 

The  shed  which  will  be  made 
from  scrap  piping  from  Common- 
wealth Edison  will  measure  30  feet 
by  14  feet.  It  will  stand  10  feet  high 
in  front  and  8 feet  in  back.  The 
framework  is  all  iron. 

The  walls  will  be  plywood  and 


the  roof  will  be  shingled  to  match 
the  nearby  temporary  buildings.  It 
will  include  two  electrical  outlets 
and  four  fluorescent  lights.  The 
total  cost  to  the  college  when 
finished,  is  expected  to  be  under 
SI  200. 

The  building  is  expected  lo  be

finished  in  time  for  the  next  class 
which  begins  in  October,  and 
according  to  Bjerke  will  be  ready  to 
occupy  by  December.  "We  have 
tried  to  spread  this  out  to  be  a 
working  experience  and  when  it  is 
finished,  three  classes  will  have 
participated."

Lack  of 
funds  halt 
bell  tower 


"We  don't  want  to  use  any  kind 
of  nonsense  to  get  it  built.  We  want 
the  people  to  pay  for  it  only  if  they 
want  it.” 

These  are  the  words  of  Sheila 
Sasso,  president  of  JJC's  alumni 
association,  concerning  the  con- 
struction of  a memorial  tower  for 
the  former  Will  County  Courthouse 
bell. 

As  was  reported  in  last  week's 
Blazer,  construction  for  a steel 
tower  planned  to  house  the  bell  has 
been  put  off  until  at  least  next 
spring  due  to  lack  of  funds.  Until 
that  time  the  bell  will  remain  on  the 
wood  structure  by  the  temporary 
buildings. 

The  blueprints  for  the  tower, 
according  to  Sasso,  have  been 
drawn  for  at  least  18  months.  "We 
went  before  the  board  with  the  plan 
a year  ago  last  July,”  said  Sasso. 
Since  then,  the  construction  date 
has  been  moved  back  several 

The  only  obstruction  between  a 
paper  tower  and  a steel  one  is 
money.  55,000  to  S10.000  is 
required  to  complete  the  project. 
The  alumni  association  plans  to 
hold  a fund  drive  later  this  fqll  to. 
secure  some  of  the  money  for  the 
project.  The  association  also  plans 
to  ask  steel  companies  to  donate 
materials. 

As  a last  resort,  if  this  course  of 
action  is  unsuccessful,  the  money 
will  be  borrowed  so  work  can  begin 
next  semester. 

The  Blazer  feels  that  it  is  an 
honor  to  have  an  item  of  historical 
significance,  such  as  this  bell,  on 
our  campus.  We  also  feel, 

however.  that  construction  for 

proper  housing  for  it  has  been  long 
in  coming. 

The  alumni  association  has  been 
doing  an  excellent  job  raising  funds 
for  the  project.  "We’ve  decided  to 
do  it  all  on  our  own,"  said  Sasso, 
"without  help  from  the  school." 
The  Board  of  Trustees  was  pleased 
with  this  plan,  added  Sasso. 

We  feel  it  is  good  that  the  alumni 
association  wants  the  project  to  be 
funded  only  by  donations;  that  is, 
only  by  the  people  who  really  want 
the  project  done. 

However,  the  Blazer  also  feels 
that  the  college  may  have  done 
more  to  help  the  funding.  Though  it 
may  sound  overly  generous.  55,000 
isn't  much  coining  from  a 511.6 
million  annual  budget. 

A permanent  tower  for  the  bell 
would  be  a memorial  of  lasting 
historical  value  to  our  campus.  And 
it's  a shame  to  see  this  memorial 
being  delayed  constantly  due  to 
lack  of  funds. 


Improvement  needed  for  handicapped 


A student  here  might  not  even 

But  for  a group  of  students  at 
JJC,  the  flaw  is  noticeablc-and  is 
an  inconvenience,  a nuisance, 
and  even  a threat  to  their 
well-being. 

1 myself  didn't  notice  until  a 
girl  in  a wheelchair  came  to  the 
Blazer  office  last  week  and  told 
me  of  the  hassles  a handicapped 
student  has  here. 

First  she  told  me  about  the  fact 
that  the  main  concourse  has  holes 
for  electrical  outlets  in  it  that  have 
not  been  covered  yet.  She  said 
that  if  a person  on  crutches  ever 
got  around  those,  it  could  be 
disastrous. 

(Not  long  after  she  told  me 
that,  the  holes  in  the  carpet  were 
roped  off- -and  the  ropes  promptly 
stepped  on  by  other  students.) 


Next,  she  told  me  about  the 
ramps  between  agriculture  and  B 
buildings.  "You  iry  sitting  in  a 
wheelchair  and  pushing  yourself 
up  one  of  those,"  she  said. 

She  concluded  by  telling  me 
that  more  ramps  are  ■ needed 
leading  from  parking  lots.  Trying 
to  pull  a wheelchair  up  over  the 
curb,  she  said,  is  hazardous. 

I filed  all  this  information  in  the 
back  of  my  mind.  But  it  happened 
again. 

A teacher  came  to  the  office 
and  pointed  out  the  second  floor 
of  buildings  C through  G.  "Now 
suppose  a person  in  a wheelchair 
is  in  C building  and  a fire  breaks 
out  in  the  school.  The  person 
would  have  to  go  to  G building 
just  to  reach  an  elevator." 

This  week,  1 heard  from 
campus  safety  that  this  elevator  is 
giving  students-especially  handi- 


capped students-some  trouble 
because  it  occasionally  breaks 
down.  True,  any  elevator  is  prone 
to  breakdowns,  but  when  it's  a 
student’s  only  access  to  the 
second  floor  . . . 

1 checked  (he  matter  out  with 
the  buildings  and  grounds 
department,  that  told  me  that  the 
college  set  aside  S29.000  of  their 
own  money  for  projects  for 
handicapped  students.  They  also 
told  me  that  a lot  of  work  has  been 
done  in  and  around  the 
washrooms  in  J building  during 
summer  vacation.  Water  foun- 
tains have  been  lowered,  and 
wash  basins  have  been  equipped 
with  blade  handles,  as  well  as 
other  changes. 

Modifications  in  the  main 
building,  they  said,  are  harder 
because  the  washrooms  are 
smaller.  The  phones,  they  added, 


have  been  lowered  to. accomodate 
sludents. 

At  press  time,  campus  safety 
had  just  completed  a survey  of  the 
areas  in  which  the  campus  needs 
improvement  to  accomodate  han- 
dicapped students.  It’s  quite  a 
long  list,  including  the  addition  of 
more  ramps,  parking  spaces,  and 
non-skid  surfaces  for  sidewalks. 

It  is  too  bad  that  some  of  these 
flaws  could  not  have  been  spotted 
sooner  so  something  could  have 
been  done  about  them  while  there 
were  not  so  many  people  in 
school.  All  the  years  before  the 
college's  handicapped  have  had 
to  struggle  with  them. 

And  I only  hope  that  it  doesn’t 
take  too  long  for  the  college  to 
make  these  suggested  improve- 
ments a reality.  JJC’s  students 
need  them.

Wolves  ease  past  Eastern  9

A safety,  one  touchdown  and  an 
extra  point  kick  add  up  to  only  nine 
points,  but  they  were  enough  last 
Friday  for  the  JJC  Wolves  to  open 
their  1978  football  season  with  a 

The  Wolves  opened  their 
10-game  campaign  by  defeating 
the  Eastern  Illinois  University  JV's 
9-3  before  a Community  Appreci- 
ation Night  crowd  of  about  3,600 
fans  at  Memorial  Stadium. 

Both  teams  played  a conserva- 
tive game  offensively.  Quarter- 
backs Tony  Spencer  of  JJC  and 
Scott  Groom  of  Eastern  completed 
jus!  four  passes  each,  while  the 


defense  dominated  the  ground 
attack,  especially  in  the  first  half. 

The  Wolves  mounted  their  first 
threat  late  in  the  first  quarter  when 
they  reached  the  Eastern  28.  But 
two  incomplete  passes,  the  second 
baited  down  by  the  strong  Eastern 
secondary  in  the  end  zone,  killed 
(he  drive. 

A 45-yard  second  quarter  march 
by  the  Wolves  was  stalled  by 
another  pass  deflected  in  the  end 
zone.  Following  that  drive,  the 
Panthers  took  possession  on  their 
own  24.  But  Groom’s  first  down 
pass  was  intercepted  by  linebacker 
Mike  Kickcls.  giving  the  Wolves 
the  ball  on  Eastern's  27. 


At  this  point,  with  32  seconds  left 
in  the  first  half,  the  Wolves 
scorcd--but  in  an  unusual  way. 

With  first  down  at  the  16, 
Spencer  threw  a pass  that  was 
picked  off  in  the  end  zone  by  Cedric 
Chester.  But  after  catching  the 
ball,  Chester  fumbled  it  in  the  end 
zone  and  was  tackled  by  the 
Wolves'  Ted  Matichak.  The  safety 
gave  the  Wolves  a 2-0  lead  at  the 
half. 

The  Wolves’  rushing  attack 
improved  in  the  second  half  when 
they  scored  the  game's  only 
touchdown.  In  the  third  quarter 
Eric  Beltzhoovcr  dove  off  left  tackle 
from  a yard  out.  Walt  Schniter's 
extra  point  kick  upped  the  score  to 


9-0. 

Eastern  scored  its  only  points  on 
the  first  play  of  the  fourth  quarter 
when  Steve  McDivitt  kicked  a 
34-yard  field  goal. 

"We  faced  a team  with  very 
good  size,"  JJC  Coach  Jerry  Yost 
said  after  the  win.  "They  were 
playing  31  players  on  full 
scholarship  and  they  are  much 
bigger  than  probably  any  team  we 
will  meet  this  season." 

Yost's  team  will  resume  play  at 
7:30  p.m.  Saturday  when  the 
Wolves  travel  to  LaSalle-Peru  to 
take  on  Illinois  Valley  Community 
College.  The  Wolves  won  last  year 
22-21.

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$11.6  million  budget 


approved  by  board

A proposed  $11.6  million  budget 
was  unanimously  approved  Mon- 
day by  the  JJC  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  budget,  lasting  from  last 
July  1 to  June  30,  1978.  reflects  a 
10  percent  increase  over  last  year's 
S9. 243, 454  operating  expense  total. 

The  budget  has  been  available 
for  public  inspection  on  campus  the 
past  30  days,  as  was  advertised  in 
the  local  newspaper  und  radio 
stations.  It  was  first  presented  at 
the  Aug.  7 board  meeting. 

College  President  Harold  Me- 
Aninch  said  he  expects  the  budget 
to  balance  for  the  sixty  year  in  a 


enrollment  increase.  This  ti 
estimated  by  surveys  tuken  at  area 
high  schools  asking  graduating 
seniors  where  they  were  planning 
on  going  for  college,  among  other 
factors. 

Although  enrollment  is  currently 
lower  than  lust  year’s  at  this  time, 
Tim  Helton,  vice  president  for 
administrative  services,  said  he 
expects  the  total  to  increase  and 
surpass  the  projected  2 percent  by 
the  end  of  the  school  year.  At  press 
time,  total  enrollment  was  down 


The  budget  also  was  based  on  a 
$200  million  Increase  In  assessed 
valuations  in  the  district,  a raise  in 
the  amount  of  slate  funding  front 
$18.91  to  $19.59  per  credit  hour 
and  salary  increases  for  the  staff 
within  a boundary  of  7 percent.

Carpet  not  completed 


The  installation  of  carpet  in  the 
concourse  of  buildings  C through  G 
isn’t  complete  yet— but  the  delay 
has  saved  JJC  about  S5.000. 

The  carpeting  project  started  last 
summer  and  was  expected  to  be 
finished  before  the  start  of  the  fall  . 
semester,  at  a proposed  cost  of 
$26,052.  However,  due  to  problems 
with  installation,  the  school  has  not 
accepted  the  job,  and  will  refuse  to 
pay  for  it  until  it  is"  deemed 
acceptable. 

"We're  trying  to  supervise  the 
installation  very  closely,"  said 
Kathy  Krai,  associate  dean  of 
administrative  services.  "Any 
areas  of  problem  we  want  rectified 
before  we  accept  the  project.” 

The  $5,000  saved  is  a result  of  a 
slight  appearance  in  color  variation 
of  portions  of  the  carpet.  After 
installing  ihe  different  shade  the 
installer  refused  to  remove  it 
without  charge. 


"Tim  Helton  (vice-president  for 
administrative  services)  did  nego- 
tiate for  color  discrepancies," 
according  to  Krai.  The  school  is 
receiving  a $5,000  adjustment  for 
leaving  the  carpet  installed. 

Krai  added  that  the  carpeting 
was  found  to  be  dyed  in  the  same 
dye  lot.  and  that  more  investigating 
could  be  done  to  determine  if  some 
of  the  color  discrepancies  are  due 
to  lighting. 

Krai  also  stated  that  the 
installers  made  an  error  in  mea- 
surement. and  did  not  include 
enough  carpeting  in  their  proposed 
cost  total.  However.  Krai  said. 
"We  will  not  adjust  the  (original) 
price,  the  company  will  pay  for  any 
extra." 

The  college  also  requested  that 
the  scams  on  the  carpeting  be 
glued  before  the  job  would  be 
accepted.

Tennis  team  off  to  slow  start 


JJC's  Wolves  went  lo  Ihc 
battlefield  prepared,  but  came 
away  a battered  and  bewildered 
team  that  couldn't  get  its  game 
plan  off  the  drawing  board. 

The  highly  touted  Wolves  rolled 
into  Howard  Fellows  Stadium  in 
LaSalle  with  an  unblemished  1-0 
record,  only  to  sec  the  ledger 
evened  after  suffering  a 45-12 
pounding  at  the  hands  of  Illinois 
Valley's  Apaches. 


An  awesome  ground  attack  was 
the  key  Jo  the  Apaches'  easy  win. 
They  amassed  417  yards  on  the 
ground  and  added  90  in  the  air 
while  the  Wolves  could  muster  only 
216  yards  in  all. 

Three  Illinois  Valley  backs,  Jeff 
Martin.  Steve  Kowalczyk  and  Jeff 
Sclbourg,  rushed  for  more  than  100 
yards  each  behind  a penetrating 
offensive  line  led  by  6-3,  245-pound 
center  Mark  Plcskovitch. 

The  game  was  all  but  over  at  the 
end  of  the  first  half  ns  the  Apaches 
raced  to  a 36-6  lead,  sparked  by  a 
surprising  flea-flicker  play  that 
went  for  a touchdown. 


Apache  quarterback  Mike  Roth 
threw  a 16-yard  pass  to  Jeff 
Selbourn,  who  luterallcd  to  a 
streaking  Chris  Tourijigian  who 
raced  for  the  completed  41 -yard 
touchdown. 

Yost  said  "We  were  as  well 
prepared  for  tonight's  game  as  we 
had  been  for  any  certain  game  in 
the  last  four  years.  We  prepared 
for  every  possible  thing  Illinois 
Valley  could  throw  at  us.” 

But  the  Apaches  threw  so  much 
at  the  Wolves  and  so  fast  that  the 
visitors  never  had  a chance  to 
establish  their  game  plan.  The 
Apaches  added  nine  more  points  in

“We  knew  it  would  come 
sometime.  We  just  didn't  know 
when,"  said  A. A.  Wills,  JJC  Board 
of  Trustees  chairman. 

He  made  this  announcement  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  board 
Monday.  At  the  meeting,  college 
President  Harold  D.  McAninch 
asked  for  a release  from  his  present 
contract  to  accept  the  presidency  at 
the  College  of  DuPage  in  Glen 
Ellyn. 

He  was  formally  accepted  there 
Monday  morning,  after  the  col- 
lege's board  approved  his  appoint- 
ment Wednesday. 

His  last  official  day  as  president 
of  JJC  will  be  Jan.  7,  1979. 

The  special  meeting  was 
announced  after  the  board  met  in 
study  session  Friday  afternoon. 

The  motion  to  relieve  McAninch 
was  made  by  board  member  Dan 
Kennedy,  who  added  that  he  is 
"very  sad  to  see  him  go.  He  was  an 
excellent  president  of  this 
college." 

McAninch's  salary  at  DuPage 
will  be  S47.500,  with  fringe 
benefits.  His  current  salary-  is 
S46.300. 

McAninch  said  he  was  interested 
in  the  College  of  DuPage  offer 
because  it  “has  potential  and 
complexity...  it  is  very  diverse, 
much  larger  and  will  allow  for  more 
growth.  They  are  50  percent  bigger 
in  head  count  and  full-time 
students  also. 

"It's  a group  of  cluster  colleges 
within  a college,"  added  Mc- 
Aninch. “This  situation  makes  for 
a very  fascinating  kind  of  role.... 
I'm  interested  in  that  type  of 
challenge. 

"We've  done  many  things  in  the 
district,”  he  said,  "and  we 
couldn’t  have  done  it  without  an 
excellent  board.  What  they've  done 
with  the  Foundation  and  the

McAninch 
leaving- 
a loss 


The  week  has  been  a rush  of 
evcnis  occurring  in  quick  success- 
ion-all Friday  the  news  was  kept 
under  wraps  while  outsiders 
speculated  on  the  outcome. 

Friday  afternoon  and  Saturday, 
enough  information  had  leaked  out 
for  the  local  media  to  announce  it  to 
the  pubiic-although  nothing  was 
official  yet. 

Finally,  at  noon  Monday,  it  was 
made  official:  Dr.  Harold  Mc- 
Aninch,  JJC  president  for  seven 
years,  was  leaving  to  accept  the 
presidency  of  College  of  DuPage. 

It  was  bound  to  happen  soon,  as 
college  board  Chairman  A. A.  Wills 
said— it  was  only  a question  of  how 
soon  and  where.  McAninch  has 
been  getting  other  job  offerings  in 
Michigan  and  Vermont,  as  well  as 
the  DuPage  offer. 

One  board  member  said  some- 
thing to  the  effect  that  a college 
president  will  stay  in  office  usually 
about  seven  or  eight  years.  After 
that,  he  has  usually  done  about  as 
much  as  he  can  do  for  that  college; 
or,  he  begins  to  know  the  school’s 
faculty  and  staff  almost  too  well  (if 
that's  at  all  possible). 

JJC  has  seen  a lot  of  changes 
during  McAninch's  stay  hcrc- 
sorne  good,  some  not-so-good,  and 
some  plain  bad.  However,  the 
Blazer  feels  that  most  have  been 
for  the  better. 

McAninch  has  weathered  one 
. Bicentennial,  six  balanced  bud- 
gets, and  countless  changes  in 
personnel  and  classrooms,  as  well 
as  u few  teachers'  strikes.  The 
majority  of  his  decisions  in  these 
events  have  been,  if  not  always 
totally  satisfying  to  tlie  entire 
district,  moderate— neither  too 
bland  nor  too  risky. 

To  the  Blazer,  he  has  usually 
kept  up  the  college's  "open-door" 
policy.  True,  we  have  had  a goodly 
share  of  "no  comments"  from 
him-as  have  the  rest  of  the  area 
media.  However,  he  would  often 
take  time  to  explain  why  he  would 
not  comment  on  a certain  issue. 

He  would  also  take  time  for 
students.  His  monthly  open 
forunt-if  not  always  filled  with 
s!udcnts--at  least  was  there  to  give 
them  a chance  if  they  did  have  a 
gripe. 

McAninch  has  been  very  com- 
munity minded  in  his  stay  here.  He 
has  made  JJC  a "community 
college,"  as  well  as  a “junior 
college,"  in  a true  sense  of  the 
word. 

The  Blazer  wishes  McAninch 
success  in  his  future  position.  The 
loss,  we  feel,  is  the  college's.

Special  parking 
lots  for  the  handicapped,  to  be 
assigned  to  the  handicapped 
person,  can  be  provided  for  parking 
close  to  the  buildings.  The  building 
doors  are  too  hard  to  open  from  the 
outside.  You  need  an  automatic 
door  opener. 

In  the  hall,  I think  it  would  be  a 
good  idea  to  lower  the  telephones 
about  one  foot.  The  restrooms  arc 
too  hard  to  open  from  the  outside. 

When  I attend  regular  classes.  I 
have  problems  with  desks  that  are 
too  close  together.

Chef  instructor  wins  prize 


Siegfried  Stober,  a culinary  arts 
instructor  at  JJC  won  first  place  for 
his  strawberry  yogurt  pie  recipe  in 
the  "Second  Annual  Creative  Use 
of  Frozen  Food  Contest”  sponsored 
by  the  National  Frozen  Food 
Association  Inc. 

“The  dessert  is  basically  a 
variation  of  a strawberry  Bavarian 
creme  dessert.”  Stober  said.  “It's 
simple  to  make,  relatively  fast  and 
not  expensive.  Realizing  the 


concern  for  nutrition.  I used  yogurt 
as  a base,  rather  than  a heavy 
cream.  It’s  very  healthy." 

The  ingredients  in  Stober's  pie 
include  nuts,  sugar,  butter,  frozen 
strawberries,  gelatin,  yogurt  and 
whipping  cream. 

Stober  said  he  submitted  his 
recipe  by  mail  and  it  was  judged  at 
the  Restaurant  Business  Inc.'s  test 
kitchen  in  New  York  and  again  at 
Pennsylvania  State  University. 


Part  of  Stober’s  prize  for  placing 
first  in  the  dessert  category  will  be 
a trip  to  San  Francisco  in  November 
for  the  National  Frozen  Food 
Convention  where  he  will  compete 
for  the  national  grand  prize  against 
first-place  winners  in  the  entree, 
side  dish  and  appetizer  categories. 

Stober  has  been  a chef  instructor 
at  JJC  since  1971 . He  is  a certified 
executive  chef  and  a certified 
culinary  educator.

T eleconferencing 
a dial  tone  away 
for  JJC  students

Aii  educational  program  deve- 
loped at  Wisconsin  Stale  Unlvcr 
sity,  teleconferencing.  Is  now 
available  to  JJC  students. 

The  system  uses  a leased 
telephone  line  to  transmit  a course 
being  conducted  at  Illinois  State 
University  to  here  and  eight  other 
area  schools. 

The  course  is  received  in  sound 
and  students  use  a workbook  to 
supplement  the  lack  of  visual 
contact.  If  a student  lias  a question 
or  comment,  he  or  she  presses  a 
button,  which  emits  a tone  into  the 
headphones  worn  by  tlie  Instructor. 
The  student  then  speaks  into  a 
microphone  through  which  he  can 
talk  to  the  Instructor. 

The  system  is  in  its  third 
semester.  Presently  offered  arc 
graduate  and  non-credit  courses. 

Improvements  In  this  year's 
system  include  a first  class  meeting 
with  the  course  instructor  at  Illinois 
State,  and  the  availability  of  video 
tape  packages  in  the  Learning 
Resources  Center  for  review  or 
missed  classes. 


Dean  of  Community  Services, 
Robert  Verdun,  who  helped  bring 
the  system  to  JJC,  said  that  "this  is 
only  the  tip  of  the  iceberg."  Being 
developed  is  u computerized 
blackboard  capable  of  delivering 
messages  to  all  classes.  An 
audio-vlsuul  system,  tike  a picture- 
phone  system,  also  is  being 
developed  Tor  classroom  use,  The 
possibility  of  transmitting  classes, 
lecture  and  seminars  from  any 
location  in  the  current  system  is 
also  being  investigated. 

Graduate  courses  being  offered 
ore  listed  in  the  fall  schedule.  A list 
of  non-credit  courses  offered 
through  this  system  can  be 
obtained  through  the  Registration 
Office. 

To  register  for  (he  graduate 
courses,  a student  should  attend  a 
first  class,  held  In  J 1013.

Triton  tips  slumping  Wolves  15-7 


JJC's  usually  powerful  football 
machine  sputtered  and  stumbled 
for  the  second  week  in  a row  last 
Saturday  as  the  Wolves  fell  victim 
to  an  opportunistic  Triton  team 

15- 7. 

The  North  Central  Community 
College  Conference  loss  dropped 
the  staggering  Wolves  to  an  overall 
record  ofl  -2.  They  were  humbled  a 
week  earlier  by  Illinois  Valley 
45-12. 

Wolves'  coach  Jerry  Yost  was 
less  than  apologetic  of  his  team 
following  the  defeat,  "i  think  this 
game  was  played  by  two  poor 
teams"  lie  said.  "Neither  team 
acted  like- it  wanted  to  win." 

He  added.  “This  was  billed  as 
college  football,  but  the  play  on  the 
field  looked  more  like  junior  high 
level." 

The  Wolves,  who  scored  the 
game's  initial  touchdown,  were 
continually  stalled  in  scoring  drives 
by  fumbles  and  interceptions.  They 
fumbled  the  ball  four  times  and 
were  intercepted  five  times. 

With  6:44  left  in  the  first  quarter, 
the  Wolves  marched  74  yards  for  a 
touchdown.  Tony  Spencer  tossed  a 

16- yard  puss  to  split  end  Scott 
Wcpner  for  the  tally,  and  the  extra 
point  kick  put  JJC  on  lop  7-0.  But 
that  was  the  first  and  last  time  Hie 
Wolves  were  able  to  penetrate  the 
end  zone. 

Later  in  the  first  quarter  Triton 
evened  the  score  when  quarterback 
Bob  Gordon  raced  six  yards  for  a 

Triton's  other  score  came  in  the 
second  quarter  with  13:57  remain- 
ing when  Gordon  again  took  the 
ball  in  on  his  own.  this  time  from 
two  yards  out.  On  the  extra  point 
kick  attempt,  kicker  Miguel  Ninos 


took  the  bail  on  a bad  snap  and 
passed  lo  George  Edwards  for  the 
two-point  conversion. 

Defense  and  turnovers  domi- 
nated the  remainder  of  the  contest, 
which  brought  praise  and  criticism 
from  Yost. 

"Some  of  our  defensive  players 
played  hard,”  the  coach  said.  He 
singled  out  defensive  tackle  Greg 
Durdari.  whom  he  said  played  “a 
marvelous  game." 

But  Yos!  was  critical  of  the  high 
number  of  turnovers.  "We  were 
fumbling  the  ball  in  the  open  field 
when  wc  were  not  getting  hit  and  it 
also  happened  when  we  were  down 
around  the  one-yard  line."  He  said 
there  was  no  excuse  for  the  bad 
pluy.  ' 

As  a team  the  Wolves  rushed  for 
163  yards  and  added  103  in  the  air. 
The  defense  held  Triton  to  214  total 
yards. 

The  Wolves  will  attempt  to  find 
the  winning  formula  again  Satur- 
day when  they  host  Concordia  in  a 
7:30  p.m.  game  at  Memorial 
Stadium.

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Board  begins 
search  for 
new  president

The  search  for  a new  JJC 
president  is  officially  on  following  a 
special  executive  session  Monday 
night  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  board  is  seeking  a 
replacement  for  college  President 
Harold  McAninch.  who  announced 
he  is  leaving  after  this  semester  to 
become  president  of  the  Coliege  of 
DuPage  in  Glen  Ellyn. 

Daniel  Krezenski.  dean  of  arts 
and  sciences,  was  named  head  of 
the  Presidential  Search  Committee 
by  the  board.  The  proposed 
committee  will  include  two  faculty 
members,  two  trustees,  two 
students,  one  clerical  union 
representative,  one  buildings  and 
grounds  representative  and  one 
administrator.  Those  committee 
members  will  be  suggested  by  their 
respective  unions. 

The  committee  also  will  include 
two  community  members  chosen 
by  the  board  as  “people  who  know 
the  college."  according  to  Mc- 
Aninch. 

An  advertisement  for  the 
position  will  be  published  national- 
ly in  the  Chronicle  of  Higher 
Education  and  the  Wall  Street 
Journal,  as  well  as  at  universities. 

Advertisements  say  that  candi- 
dates for  the  office  should  have  a 
master's  degree.  A doctorate  is 
preferred.  Candidates  also  should 
have  a minimum  of  three  years  of 
high-level  experience  in  adminis- 
tration. 

The.board  plans  to  get  "the  most 
competent  person  the  school  can 
find  and  afford."  McAninch  said. 

He  also  said  the  new  president 
should  be  familiar  with  "the 
community  college  philosophy. 
These  are  not  always  the  feelings  of 
private  school  administrators  and 
university  administrators. 

"We  have  to  consider  what  the 
college  needs,”  McAninch  said. 
"We  now  need  someone  who  is 


knowledgeable  in  instruction.  Their 
background,  talent  and  knowledge 
should  be  in  improving  instruc- 

Trusiee  Robert  Kiep  said  that 
the  person  doesn't  necessarily 
need  a college  administration 
background. 

"We  can  find  that  person  as 
being  the  head  of  a large 
corporation,”  he  said.  Board 
Chairman  A. A.  Wills  agreed  that 
“we  wouldn’t  need  a strictly 
academic  person"  as  president. 

Trustee  Charles  Kennedy  disa- 
greed. “We  should  keep  in  the 
Held  of  a community  college  man. 
This  school  needs  someone  who  is 
heavily  community  college  ori- 
ented." Trustee  John  Cirrencione 
added  that  "I  lean  towards  an 
academic  person  as  president.” 

The  board  also  indicated  that  it 
plans  to  use  a consultant  for 
reviewing  presidential  applica- 
tions. “With  as  many  applications 
as  we  expect  to  get.  we  arc  going  to 
have  to  get  help.  Last  time  (the 
board  was  looking  for  a president) 
we  got  a person  who  knows  all  the 
people  who  always  apply  for  anv 
job.  and  could  rule  those  people 

The  deadline  for  applications  is 
tentatively  set  at  Nov,  15.  The 
consultant  is  expected  to  have  a list 
of  about  20  screened  candidates  by 
Dec.  I.  After  that,  the  Presidential 
Search  Committee  will  work  with 
the  consultant  to  narrow  the  list  to 
about  eight  to  10  candidates  by 
Jan.  15.  After  interviewing  these 
candidates  the  committee  will 
narrow  the  list  to  four  or  five,  the 
committee  will  not  rank  them 
because,  according  to  McAninch, 
"if  the  person  who  was  ranked 
third  by  some  people  became 
president,  it  might  cause  hard 
feelings." 

From  this  list  will  come  the 
college's  choice  for  the  office.

Tickets  over  decals  voided 


Campus  Safety  has  announced 
that  students  and  instructors  who 
received  a parking  ticket  for  not 
displaying  their  decal  will  have 
their  tickets  voided. 

This  decision  came  after  protests 
by  several  teachers  last  Friday.  The 
teachers  met  with  safety  officials 
that  day.  saying  they  were  not 
properly  notified  as  to  the 
displaying  of  decals. 

The  teachers  protesting  the 
approximately  300  tickets  given  out 
that  day  said  that  last  year  they 
were  notified  by  safely  officials  that 
the  decals  issued  last  year  were 
permanent  and  that  a new  decal 
would  not  be  needed. 


They  said  safety  officials  did  not 
properly  inform  them  that  new 
decals  were  needed  this  year, 
although  safely  officials  said  that 
notice  was  pul  in  the  Bla/cr  and  in 
the  JJC  Jottings,  a newsletter 
printed  weekly  by  the  director  of 
community  relations. 

"We  don't  read  the  Bla/cr  for 
official  information  like  that."  one 
teacher  said. 

The  teachers  said  a notice  should 
have  been  placed  in  each  stuff 
member's  mailbox  lo  make  sure 
that  all  people  concerned  were 
aware  of  the  decal  policy 


Chief  of  Safety  Richard  Jacobsen 
said  thul  "we  made  a mlsluke  ami 
we’re  sorry  for  It."  lie  staled  that 
college  workers  will  gel  u notice 
sent  by  mail  concerning  the  decals, 
and  that  all  llckcts  issued  for  mil 
displaying  decals  will  be  voided. 

Students  who  paid  their  parking 
ticket  fine  should  bring  their 
receipt  lo  the  safely  office  In  G 
Building  for  a refund. 

The  date  for  displaying  the  new 
decals  bus  been  extended  lo  Oct.  h. 
Any  tars  without  the  new  decals 
will  be  ticketed  after  that  dale.

Ticket 
voidings 
good  idea 


Last  week,  Ihc  Blazer  ran  an 
article  stating  that  it  would  like  to 
see  more  tickets  handed  out  for 
violations  of  parking  lot  regula- 
tions. 

However,  when  Campus  Safety 
handed  out  approximately  300 
tickets  last  Friday,  that's  carrying  - 
it  a little  far. 

Therefore,  the  Blazer  feels  that 
safety  did  the  right  thing  in  voiding 
all  parking  tickets  concerning 
display  of  decals.  That's  all 
tickcts-teachcrs,  administrators, 
staff  and  students. 

The  matter  was  originally  a 
complaint  made  by  the  teachers. 
They  said  that  they  were  told  last 
year  by  the  head  of  safety  that  the 
decals  distributed  last  year  were 
permanent,  and  new  ones  needn't 
be  obtained. 

They  also  said  that  they  were  not 
consulted  properly  on  the  matter.  If 
safety  wanted  everyone  to  have 
new  decals  by  a certain  date,  they 
said,  they  should  have  been 
notified  through  the  moil. 

Safety  said  that  they  did  give 
notice  of  the  decals  in  the  Blazer 
and  the  community  relations' 
newsletter,  the  JJC  Jottings.  The 
teachers,  however,  said  that  they 
don't  look  in  cither  source  for 
official  notices  such  as  displaying 
of  decals. 

Safety  should  have  realized,  they 
said,  that  there  was  a communica- 
tions gap  when  they  found  they  had 
to  issue  so  many  tickets. 

Safety  apologized  for  the  inci- 
dcnt--good--and  then  took  action- - 
even  better.  They  declared  the 
teachers'  tickets  void. 

Then  they  went  a step  farthcr- 
which  is  best  of  all.  They  felt  that, 
if  a communications  gap  existed 
with  the  teachers,  then  maybe  the 
students,  too,  weren't  totally 
informed  on  the  matter.  They 
declared  students'  tickets  void 
also,  and  arc  beginning  to  issue 
refunds  to  students  who  already 
paid  tines  on  the  tickets. 

Although  the  students  weren't 
told  a story  about  permanent 
parking  stickers,  the  Blazer  feels 
that  it  was  only  fair  of  the  safety 
department  to  nullify  all  the 
tickets.  With  so  many  tickets  given 
out  on  a single  day.  maybe  the 
students  weren't  totally  aware  of 
the  deadline  date  to  display  decals. 

Safety  also  extended  the  dead- 
line for  decals  until  October  2. 

let’s  hope  that  safety  doesn't 
have  to  issue  another  300  tickets 
that  day. 


Choose  interim  president  sooner

Ever  been  to  an  executive 
session  of  JJC's  Board  of 
Trustees? 

Unless  you’re  a trustee  or  a 
high-ranking  administrator,  it’s 
very,  very  doubtful-mainly  be- 
cause the  public  isn’t  invited. 
However,  they  do  make  for  an 
interesting  Monday  evening. 

Take  last  Monday  night,  for 
instance.  I was  among  the 
privileged  guests  at  one  of  these 
sessions  because  the  matters 
were  considered  to  be  of  public 
importance,  and  that  the  board 
didn't  need  to  hide  them. 

However,  I hope  that,  on  one 
issue,  the  board  is  being 
secretive-because  if  they  aren't, 
JJC  may  encounter  a little  trouble 
in  the  next  few  months. 

The  issue  is,  obviously, 
concerning  who  will  take  over  the 


presidency  after  the  college's 
president.  Harold  McAninch, 
leaves  for  College  of  DuPage  next 
semester. 

I am  not  concerned  with  who 
will  take  the  president's  job 
permanently.  That  is,  I'm  not 
concerned  with  that  yet. 

My  question  is  a little  more 
pressing:  who  will  be  appointed 
for  the  job  of  interim  president- 
the  temporary  president  appoint- 
ed until  a new  one  is  found? 

This  matter  is  of  great 
importance  because  next  semes- 
ter contract  negotiations  with  the 
teachers’  union  begin  again.  The 
eight  school  days  last  fall  that  the 
school  was  void  of  teachers  and 
most  students  are  still  fresh  in 
most  minds.  In  observing  the 
recent  Chicago  college  teachers' 
strike,  where  an  entire  school 
semester  was  almost  cancelled  to 


students,  one  sees  how  long  a 
group  of  people  can  hold  out,  and 
how  much  impact  it  can  have. 

Into  this  complex  world  will 
enter  someone  who  has  never 
before  worked  in  JJC's  presiden- 
tial office.  The  choosing  of  the 
interim  president,  therefore, 
should  be  one  that  will  involve 
much  time  and  thought. 

And  yet,  at  the  executive 
session  Monday.  McAninch  sug- 
gested that  the  appointing  of  the 
interim  president  not  be  made 
until  the  December  board  meet- 
ing. 

Why  does  the  board  want  to 
wait  so  long  before  making  such 
an  important  decision? 

The  first  argument  might  be 
that  the  board  would  want  to  wait 
to  see  if  they  could  hire  a totally 
new  person  before  McAninch  left. 
Then,  there  would  be  no  need  for 
an  interim  president. 


Scratch  that  argument.  Trustee 
Dan  Kennedy  said  Monday  night 
that  he  doesn't  think  anyone  will 
be  hired  before  the  second 
semester.  "We  wouldn’t  want  to 
throw  him  right  in  .the  middle  of 
contract  negotiations,"  he  said. 

The  next  argument  might  be 
that,  if  someone  at  JJC  is 
applying  for  the  actual  job,  it 
would  be  unfair  to  name  him 
interim  president. 

However,  from  watching  many 
administrative  goings-on  here,  I 
feel  that,  since  the  McAninch 
resignation  was  known  in  inside 
circles  for  some  time,  any  internal 
applicant  for  the  job  would 
probably  have  let  it  be  known  to 
some  people. 

The  only  other  choice,  it  seems, 
is  that  the  board  has  pretty  well 
made  up  its  mind  on  their  choice, 
and  want  to  keep  it  quiet.

Arboretum  taking  shape

Last  fall  marked  the  birth  of  the 
JJC  arboretum.  With  the  first 
plantings  a new  addition  to  the 
college  took  hold. 

William  Zalcs  of  the  Biology 
department  says,  "Located  be- 
tween the  entrance  and  exit  roads 
this  seven-acre  plot  will  be  the 
home  of  215  species  of  trees, 
shrubs  and  vines.  The  majority  will 
be  native  to  Illinois,  with  some 
imports  that  have  become  natural 
to  Illinois." 

Presently,  the  arboretum  is 
one-third  planted,  with  the  remain- 
der to  be  completed  over  the  next 
«*ircc  to  four  years.  "Full  growth 
will  be  in  about  40  to  50  years." 
Zalcs  says. 

The  location  was  chosen  for  its 
accessibility,  availability  and  layout 
for  minimum  maintenance.  The 


arboretum  consists  of  many 
islands,  each  a family  containing 
several  species.  There  arc  two 
clearings  for  lectures  or  discussions 
and  paths. 

Beginning  at  the  cast  end  arc  the 
oldest  families  of  trees.  West  of 
there  are  the  evolution  of  growth 
with  the  most  recently  evolved 
plants  at  the  far  west  end. 

The  arburctum  is  financed  by  a 
SIS. 000  grant  from  the  JJC 
Foundation. 

"Steve  Flanagan  and  his  ground 
crews'  personal  interest  is  reflected 
in  the  excellent  work  they  do  to 
maintain  the  arboretum."  Zalcs 
says.  A booklet  with  a map  and 
information  about  the  trees  and 
shrubs  may  be  available  in  the 
future.

Houbolt  widening 
again  delayed

The  city  was  also  considering 
starting  on  the  Houbolt  widening 
without  doing  the  work  on 
McDonough.  However.  Schaefer 
said  that  "looking  at  that 
standpoint  of  getting  Houbolt  Road 
done  first,  we  could  be  very 
possibly  creating  serious  traffic- 
problems  in  the  future." 

The  entire  project,  according  to 
Schaefer,  takes  several  months. 
"First,  all  plans,  documents  and 
funding  proofs  must  be  transmitted 
to  the  Illinois  Department  of 
Transportation  for  approval.  That 
takes  about  two  weeks. 


Then  the  information  must  be 
transmitted  to  the  Federal  High- 
way Administration  for  approval. 
Then  the  information  is  published 
in  the  State  Service  Guide  in 
Springfield  three  to  four  weeks 
before  bid  letting. 

Letting  the  bids  takes  about  two 
to  four  weeks,  according  to 
Schaefer. 

"Tlie  state's  attorney's  office  is 
rather  busy  right  now."  said 
Schaefer.  "We  may  have  to  let 
things  wait  until  they  can  be  taken 
care  of.  . .it  might  be  delayed 
further;  it  depends  upon  how  much 
action  is  taken  and  when  it  comes."

JJC's  usually  potent  football 
machine  swung  back  into  high  gear 
last  Saturday  as  the  Wolves 
steam  rolled  over  Concordia  28-6.

Tonight,  the  Wolves  will  attempt 
to  improve  on  their  2-2  record  when 
they  travel  to  Wright  Community 
College  for  a 7:30  p.m.  contest  that 
coach  Jerry  Yost  expects  to  be 
"tough." 

In  the  loss  to  Triton.  Yost  said 
"the  play  on  the  field  looked  more 
like  junior  high  level,"  But  against 
Concordia  the  Wolves  seemed  to 
hit  harder,  run  faster  and  pass 
effectively. 

Line  coach  Ed  Beltzhover, 
commenting  on  the  hard-hitting 
Wolves  said,  “those  guys  were 
really  hitting  hard  out  there,  and  it 
was  a good  sound  So  hear  for  a 
change." 

Beltzhover  said  that  in  the  two 
previous  losses  the  Wolves  were 
"jus!  not  confident,  or  seemed  to 
have  no  desire  at  all,  they  just 
weren’t  carrying  that  same  inten- 
sity game  after  game." 

Sophomore  quarterback  Tony

The  project  was  designed  "to 
help  the  student  who  couldn't  get 
the  Illinois  Guaranteed  Loan,” 
according  to  Holysz.  The  program 
has  not  been  active  in  the  past  few 
years,  he  said,  because  "people 


called  him  up  about  it  and  asked  if 
it  was  still  going.”  Hol.sz  said. 

The  program  is  scheduled  to 
begin  this  semester. 

A new  scholarship,  the  Crow's 
Hybrid  Corn  Vocational  Scholar- 
ship. is  being  funded  by  the  estate 
of  the  late  A.F.  Crow,  a former  JJC 
student. 

The  scholarship  program  “is  in 
accordance  with  the  last  will  and 
testament  of  Crow,"  Holysz  said. 
Four  S400  scholarships  are  to  be 
just  didn't  know  about  it."  and  the  given  annually  to  students  working 
fact  that  it  "ran  out  of  funds.  It  was 
supposed  to  be  continuous  on 
people  repaying  the  loans.” 

Attempts  were  made  by  the 
school  to  collect  old  debts  from 
students  who  used  the  loans.  "Wc 
hope  we  can  start  out  with  this 
other  money  for  the  revitalized 
program.  We  are  also  trying  to 
solicit  additional  funding"  through 
donations.  Holysz  said. 

Robert  Pilcher,  chairman  of  the 
board  of  Home  Savings  and  Loan  in 
Joliet,  “wanted  to  rcsurTcct  it.  He 
felt  (the  project)  was  worthwhile  to 
students."  according  to  Holysz.

A scholarship  will  be  offered  to 
one  student  each  in  the  depart- 
ments of  culinary  arts,  technical, 
nursing,  and  agriculture.

Pillard  said,  Till*  is 
because  students  who  vote  do  not 
always  mark  down  enough  cundld- 
utcs  to  fill  the  required  number  of 
scats  open  in  the  SGA  scnulc, 
Pillard  said. 

"People  told  me  ilia  I they  chose 
to  he  elected  to  SGA  through  club 
representative  elections  rather 
than  going  this  route."  he  said. 

"Wc  have  had  very  good  club 
representation  so  far  iliis  ycur. " lie 
added. 

Another  reason  for  the  luck  of 
candidates,  Pillurd  said,  is  that 
"there  isn't  u desire  to  campaign 
publicly.  I was  also  told  by  some 
students  that  they  lost  their 
petitions,"  Pillard  added. 

Petitions  for  candidacy,  he  said, 
will  be  accepted  up  until  the  time 
the  election  ballot  is  drawn  up.

involved  in  SGA,  imagine  what 
the  voter  turnout  will  be  like  next 
week.  In  the  past  few  years  the 
totals  have  been  about  300  to  500. 
about  one-tenth  the  amount  of 
full-time  students. 

Lack  of  interest  in  student 
organizations  isn't  new  to 
SGA-look  on  page  3 for  a story  on 
Homecoming.  Nor  is  it  confined 
to  SGA.  Even  the  Blazer  staff  has 
the  problem  of  lack  of  interested 
students. 

And.  some  of  the  money  you 
pay  along  with  your  tuition- 
student  service  fees-sneaks  into 
the  Blazer  also. 

Next  week  is  the  midway  point 
of  the  1978  fall  semester. 

These  past  seven  weeks  the 
Blazer  has  been  trying  to  pinpoint 
the  reasons  for  non-involvement 
of  students  at  JJC.

According  to  city  officials, 
McDonough  should  be  widened 
and  extended  over  Houboit  before 
the  road  goes  four-lane.  One 
person  said  this  must  be  done  to 
account  for  an  expected  increase 
in  traffic  on  McDonough;  another 
said  it's  to  keep  the  federal 
government  happy. 

All  the  land  needed  for 
widening  Houbolt  has  been 
obtained-but  the  city  still  needs 
some  land  on  McDonough  to  do 
the  work  required  on  it. 


To  get  the  land,  the  city  says 
they  must  obtain  property 
belonging  to  private  citizens- 
property  that  people  live  on.  I'm 
sure  if  I found  out  that  the  city 
wanted  to  build  a road  on  my 
property  I'd  be  pretty  mad,  too. 

Sure,  you  say.  it  happens  all 
the  time.  But,  in  this  case,  does  it 
have  t? 

The  people  that  say  "no”  are 
concerned  with  their  land--which 
is  the  land  that  the  city  wants. 
These  people  suggest  straighten- 
ing the  curves  now  a part  of 
McDonough,  making  the  road  go 
straight  through  to  Houbolt, 
where  it  would  intersect  with 
Rock  Run  with  a few  adjustments. 

This  method,  they  say,  would 
give  the  city  the  four  way 
intersection  • they  want,  and 
straighten  out  the  curves  now  on 
McDonough  in  a way  that  would 
not  cause  McDonough  as  close  to 


people’s  houses. 

The  people  that  say  yes,  it  does 
have  to  happen,  have  given  m 
different  reason  every  tin 
everything  from  "it  would  cut  off 
a portion  of  a golf  course"  to  ' 
the  Feds  won't  get  mad."  Some 
of  the  reasons,  such  as  those 
concerning  drainage,  were 
technical  to  argue  with. 

JJC’s  Board  of  Trustees.  I have 
noticed,  have  placed  the.  blame 
for  the  holdup  upon  the  city 
government.  Of  course,  the  city 
government  puts  the  blame  or  ' 
higher-ups  - the  county,  sts 
and  federal  government. 

Actually,  a great  deal  of  it  has 
to  do  with  the  people  who  don't 
want  a new  road  running  through 
their  front  yard.  And  I really  can't 
blame  them  for  feeling  that  way. 
There  are  a few  too  many 
questions  not  yet  fully  answered 
for  them  to  stop  fighting  it. 


But  SGA  worked  with  the  college 
to  try  to  eliminate  all  these 
possibilities.  They  marked  off  the 
areas  that  students  were  supposed 
to  stay  within,  They  clearly 
displayed  signs  saying  that  no  food 
or  drink  would  be  allowed  in  the 
concert  area--and  went  a step 
further,  saying  that  all  packages 
carried  into  the  area  would  be 
subject  to  inspection. 

No  major  fights  or  disturbances 
were  reported.  After  the  concert, 
representatives  from  both  the 
Blazer  and  the  SGA  helped  clean 
up  the  parking  lots.  The  majority  of 
the  work  was  done  in  about  15 
minutes. 

True,  there  was  some  liquor  on 
the  campus  during  the  concert,  but 
that  can  be  found  any  time,  as 
evidenced  by  the  beer  cans  and 
bottles  one  finds  in  the  parking  lots 
on  a regular  day. 

What's  more,  the  crowd  seemed 
to  like  the  concert.  And  they  didn't 
tear  the  gym  apart. 

How  did  SGA  do?  Financially, 
they  came  out  about  even.  Which  is 
more  than  can  be  said  about  some 
, of  the  events  they  held  in  the  past. 

The  fact  they  had  the  courage  to 
take  on  such  a difficult  undertaking 
with  a degree  of  success  ranks 
them  with  the  student  governments 
.of  four-year  universities.

Nuclear  problems  remain

Editor, 

I have  here  T.  G.  McSwiggen’s 
reply  letter  to  me  of  Sept.  6, 
regarding  my  comments  concern- 
ing permit  issuance  to  Mobil  Oil, 
Amoco  Chemical  and  Lemont 
Mechanical.  Thank  you  for  the 
response  and  clarification. 

I am  broadcasting  your  reply 
through  various  campus  and 
newspaper  means.  You  serve  as  an 
inspiration  to  us  all  in  the  Joliet 
region.  In  the  interests  of  fair  play, 
1 am  sending  letters  of  encourage- 
ment and  thanks  to . the  above 
corporations. 

However  the  news  is  not  all 
good.  The  pressing  issue. here  is 
nuclear  pollution.  How  do  we  react 


to  this  new  threat?  I have  yet  to  be 
convinced  that  nuclear  spills  and 
accidents  can  have  less  devastating 
effects  than  the  already  dangerous 
but  now  contained  petroleum  and 
somewhat  less  rigidly  controlled 
and  also  very  hazardous  plastics 
industry. 

I assure'  the  same  rigid  controls 
arc  being  applied  to  these  nuclear 
facilities,  but  in  the  meantime  I 
worry  about  the  workers  and 
surrounding  communities.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  answer  lies  in  part  to 
depend  as  heavily  as  possible  on 
organic,  non-industrial  sources  for 
all  our  non-strategic  needs. 

We  are  taking  steps  to  educate  in 
this  direction.  We  believe  less  and 
less  dependence  upon  large 


industrial  concerns  is  in  the  best 
interests  of  our  nation  in  that  it 
breeds  more  and  more  personal 
independence,  which  of  course  is  to 
our  advantage.  We  will  continue  to 
press  forward  with  optimism  and 
renewed  strength. 

We  believe  that  freeing  our- 
selves from  these  international 
corporations,  or  at  the  very  least, 
demanding  them  to  be  above 
reproach,  is  (obviously)  in  the  best 
interests  of  our  great  nation  and  of 
world  peace.  But  this  is  digressing 
from  the  point  of  my  letter.  Thanks 
once  again  and  contact  me  if  I can 
be  of  service  to  you  as  I am  in 
contact  with  all  levels  of  adminis- 
tration and  students  at  JJC.

Refunds  available  for 
voided  parking  tickets 


Checks  for  refunding  parking 
fines  to  students  receiving  tickets 
over  parking  decals  are  in  at  the 
campus  safety  office  G building. 

Richard  Jacobsen,  head  of 
campus  safety,  said.  "Only  about 
five  students  picked  up  their  refund 
checks  so  far.  We've  got  about  30 
checks  waiting  for  students  who 
paid  their  parking  fine." 

The  refunding  of  paid  fines  is  a 


result  of  the  extension  of  the 
deadline  date  for  display  of  parking 
decals.  The  deadline  was  extended 
from  September  21  until  today. 

Campus  extended  the  deadline 
when  a group  of  teachers 
complained  about  the  tickets, 
saying  they  were  not  properly 
notified  as  to  the  proper  decal  to  be 
displayed,  and  the  date  they  were 
to  be  displayed.

About  S644  was  reported  missing 
from  the  student  affairs  office  the 
afternoon  of  Oct.  2. 

The  money  was  from  ticket  sales 
from  the  Student  Government 
Association  Boyzz  concert,  held 
Sept.  29.

Board  appoints  Krezinski 


presidential  search  head

Dean  of  Arts  and  Sciences  Daniel 
Krezinski  was  officially  appointed 
coordinator  of  the  Presidential 
Search  Committee  by  JJC's  Board 
of  Trustees  at  their  monthly 
meeting  Monday. 

The  committee  was  formed  to 
seek  a replacement  for  current  JJC 
President  Harold  McAninch.  He 
will  be  leaving  at  the  end  of  this 
semester  to  become  president  of 
College  of  DuPage. 

Krezinski  was  considered  at  a 
Sept.  25  executive  session  of  the 
board.  He  will  get  a S500  fee  for  his 
work. 

Krezinski  was  unanimously 
appointed,  with  Trustee  Rudolph 
Mahalik  stating  he  was  "opposed 
to  the  S500  salary." 

McAninch  said.  "As  far  as  I'm 
aware,  most  colleges.  I think,  do 
pay  something  extra"  for  heading  a 
presidential  search  committee. 

"I  don’t  think  it's  at  all  out  of  the 
way.”  he  said.  “Under  a union 
contract,  when  you  hire  faculty 
members  to  do  extra  work  you  pay 
an  extra  sum.  This  job  is  over  and 
above  what  (Krezinski's)  regular 
job  is." 

Window  inspection 

In  other  business,  it  was 
approved  that  an  expert  will  be 
called  in  to  investigate  the  fogging 
of  about  80  window  s in  J building 
and  the  bridge. 

"We've  been  bringing  it  up  for 
several  years  now."  said  Mc- 
Aninch. “We've  gone  to  the 
architect,  the  glazer.  and  no  one 
agrees  it's  their  fault.  . . . we've 
been  getting  the  runaround. 

"We  need  to  know  what  is  doing 
it.”  he  said.  "We're  having  an 
e i pert  in  the  field  determine

exactly  what  causes  it." 

Richard  Elstner  of  Northbrook 
was  appointed  to  remove  two  glass 
panes  to  determine  the  problem. 
His  fee  will  be  S600  daily  for  about 
three  days. 

McAninch  stated  the  fog  occurr- 
ed "everywhere  it  is  exposed  to 
rain."  He  added  that  some  of  the 
windows,  which  cost  about  S3, 000, 
may  have  to  be  replaced. 

Bids  approved 

A bid  for  56,398  worth  of  office 
furniture  was  awarded  to  McGrath 
Office  Equipment  of  Joliet  Monday 
night.  18  filing  cabinets,  two 
executive  swivel  chairs,  two  desks, 
and  two  secretarial  chairs  will  be 
purchased. 

All  the  furniture  will  not  be 
immediately  requisitioned.  "We 
can  make  a significant  savings 
bidding  in  this  way."  said  Kathy 
Krai,  associate  dean  for  administr- 
ative services.  "We  arc  bidding  to 
have  equipment  available  when 
people  need  it. 

"About  52.500  of  the  furniture 
will  go  out  immediately.”  said 
Krai.  The  remainder  will  be  kept  in 
Central  Stores  until  it  is  requisi- 
tioned. 

Two  vehicles  will  be  purchased 
from  Rendels  of  Joliet.  A'  pickup 
truck  will  cost  57.650  and  a dump 
truck  with  a trade-in  on  the  school’s 
current  dump  truck  will  be 
58.967.83. 

"We  got  more  miles  on  a vehicle 
that  possibly  would  have  been 
replaced  by  this  time  at  other 
schools.”  said  Tim  Helton,  vice- 
president  for  administrative  ser- 
vices. They  are  "primary  vehicles 
to  the  removal  of  snow.  We  save  a 


lot  of  money  last  year  removing  it 
ourselves.  But  we  had  a lot  of 
trouble  last  time  removing  snow 
with  the  trucks." 

Printing  Craftsmen  of  Joliet  was 
awarded  a contract  for  the  printing 
of  the  spring  semester  schedules, 
and  Word  Works  of  Lockport  was 
awarded  the  contract  for  typesett- 
ing the  schedules. 

The  cost  of  printing  will  vary 
from  57,688  to  510.915.  depending

Requirements  for 


graduation  to  change 


Changes  in  requirements  for  un 
Associate  in  Arts  and  Sciences 
degree  were  approved  by  JJC's 
Board  of  Trustees  Monday  night  at 
Iheir  monthly  meeting. 

The  new  requirements  raise  the 
number  of  credit  hours  needed  in 
general  education  classes  to  40. 
The  remaining  20  to  24  hours  for 
the  degree  may  be  taken  faom 
courses  in  the  students'  area  of 
specialization. 

Requirements  for  students  cur- 
rently at  JJC  arc  those  found  in  the 
official  college  catalogue  at  the 
time  the  student  enters.  Students 
re-entering  after  an  interruption  of 
over  three  years  arc  to  follow  the 
catalogue  being  used  at  the  time 
they  re-enter. 

The  new  requirements  ore 
“intended  to  more  closely  parallel 
the  first  two  years  at  the  senior 
institution"  of  the  student's 
choice,  according  to  Paul  Thomp- 
son. vice-president  of  instructional 
services.  As  a result  of  these 
changes,  "students  who  transfer 


will  not  have  any  problems  with 
'upper  division'  courses  being 
accepted.”  said  Thompson 

The  current  requirements,  said 
Thompson,  allow  to  .15  hours  In 
any  courses  that  will  articulate  with 
the  student's  choice  of  senior 
college. 

This,  according  to  Thompson, 
"lakes  the  establishment  of  a 
degree  requirement  out  of  (JJC's 
hands)  und  places  it  in  the  hands  of 
the  institution  to  which  the  student 
plans  to  trunsfer. 

"It  ulso  leads  to  problems  for 
students  who  ul  the  last  minute 
choose  a different  college,"  said 
Thompson. 

The  new  requirements  arc  “In 
harmony"  with  the  results  of  u 
recent  statewide  study.  It  indicated 
that  "community  college  students 
who  transfer  have  more  difficulty  in 
receiving  credit  for  courses  in  their 
arco  of  specialization  than  with 
courses  designed  to  meet  general 
education  requirements,"  accord 
ing  to  Thompson.

They  also  felt  that  the  idea  would 
raise  school  spirit-which,  from  the 
returns  of  the  SGA  survey,  seems

There  has  been  some  progress, 
but  there  could  and  needs  to  be  a 
great  deal  more.  The  needs  below 
are  from  observations  by  the 
students,  and  a committee  to 
determine  the  needs  of  handicapp- 
ed students  and  JJC  relating  to 
those  needs.  Jacqueline  Solfrcnk, 
chairperson: 

Doors:  Put  in  electric  doors  for 
wheelchair  students,  (at  least  at 
two  of  the  entrances,  possibly  at  J 
and  D Mall).  Some  doors  take  skill 
and  strength  for  the  average 
person  with  an  armful  of  books  to 
get  through. 

Elevator:  The  need  for  one  in  C 
Building  is  essential.  Not  only  is  its 
absense  an  inconvience,  but 
without  it  a possible  fire  hazard  is 


created. 

Height:  This  presents  a problem 
to  the  handicapped  when  some- 
thing is  out  of  reach.  For  example, 
the  change  machine,  elevator 
buttons,  science  lab  material, 
paper  towels,  pencil  sharpeners, 
telephones  and  water  fountains  are 
too  high. 

Ramps:  Ail  Curbs  should  be 
ramped.  Ramps  from  the  buildings 
to  J’s  patio  and  to  the  lake  side  are 
needed. 

Menus;  Posted  in  braille.  There 
is  braille  tape  material  where  food 
signs  and  costs  could  be  taped  on 
counters.  The  counters  should,  be 
lowered  to  make  this  possible. 

Booklets:  Orientation  for  stu- 
dents adapted  to  the  unique  needs 


cf  handicapped  students.  Pamph- 
lets on  specific  handicapped 
services. 

These  are  only  a few  from  the 
long  list  of  needed  facilities. 
Naturally,  expense  is  important, 
but  education  should  come  first.

namics  (MHD). 

Present  on  behalf  of  JJC  was  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  President 
Harold  McAninch,  who  accepted 
the  book,  several  administrators, 
the  physical  science  faculty  and 
invited  students  and  guests. 

The  presentation  was  followed 
by  two  lectures,  one  by  Petrick  and 
one  by  Shumiatski,  and  included 
slides  of  both  the  American  and 
Soviet  MHD  projects  underway. 

In  the  lectures,  MHD  was 
deemed  "the  power  of  the  future.” 


The  speakers  stated  that  in  MHD 
generators,  thermal  energy  is 
converted  into  kinetic  and  mechan- 
ical energy  before  it  becomes 
electrical  energy.  In  the  process, 
efficiency  is  lowered  due  to  loss  of 
energy. 

MHD  generators,  said  the 
speakers,  can  be  run  on  natural 
gas,  as  the  Soviets  plan,  or  on  high 
sulphur  coal,  as  American  scient- 
ists plan.  Both  ways  arc  safer  for 
the  environment  than  most  present 
methods  of  obtaining  electrical

Kennedy 
King  countered  later  in  the  quarter 
with  a one-yard  touchdown  run,  but 
missed  the  extra  point  attempt  as 
the  Wolves  held  to  a 7-6  lead. 

The  Wolves  scored  first  in  the 
second  qunrtcr  also  on  a 10-yard 
touchdown  pass  from  quarterback 
Tony  Spencer  to  running- 
back  Rich  Thayer.  After  the 
Statesmen  scored  on  an  86-yard 
run  following  a fake  punt.  Ware 
again  scored  to  give  the  Wolves 
their  21-12  halftime  margin. 

It  was  all  JJC  in  the  second  half.

Search  for  new  president  continues 


Approximately  40  to  50  applica- 
tions from  at  least  14  different  state 
have  been  sent  in  to  JJC  in  regard 
to  the  job  of  presidency,  according 
to  Presidential  Search  Committee 
Coordinator  Daniel  Krezinski. 

The  school  is  searching  for  a 
replacement  for  current  college 
President  Harold  McAninch.  He  is 
leaving  JJC  to  accept  the 
presidency  of  College  of  DuPage  in 
Glen  Ellyn.  He  announced  this  at  a 
special  Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
Sept.  18. 

“The  original  advertisements 
went  out  at  the  end  of  September, 
after  the  announcement  was 
make,"  said  Krezinski.  Ads  went 
into  the  Wall  Street  Journal,  the 
Chronicle  of  Higher  Education,  and 
"to  the  placement  offices  of  about 


300  colleges."  according  to 
Krezinski. 

"Wc  are  getting  coast-to-coast 
response  so  far,  from  about 
California  to  New  York,"  Krezinski 
said.  "At  this  point  we  are  only 
receiving  applications  and  sending 
out  responses,  and  we  are  forming 
a file  on  each  applicant.  " 

The  college  will  hire  a consultant 
on  the  matter  by  mid-November, 
according  to  Krezinski.  "By 
December  the  number  of  appli- 
cants should  be  screened  down  to 
eight  to  ten.” 

The  Presidential  Search  Com- 
mittee has  not  yet  been  formed.

Jacobsen  said  that  signs  indicat- 
ing the  motorcycle  lot  are 
occasionally  covered  with  burlap  to 
show  (bat  they  can  be  used  for  cars. 
"It  confuses  students.  Sometimes 
students  park  on  the  grass,  and  it 
only  adds  to  the  confusion." 

Because  of  the  confusion. 
Jacobsen  said,  not  all  cars  parked 
in  the  special  lot  have  been 
ticketed.  “I  voided  three  tickets 
about  the  lot  because  the  students 
were  confused  as  to  where  to  park. 
With  the  confusion.  I personally 
see  no  reason  to  ticket. 

“Wc  do  give  a leeway  to  cars 
parked  there."  he  said.  "If  we 
don’t  give  them  tickets  we 
sometimes  give  them  warning 

"I  don't  see  many  motorcycles 
on  the  lots."  Jacobsen  said.  "Even 
with  spaces  open  in  the  eyrie  lot.

New  lot 
for  cycles 
needed 

The  motorcycie  parking  lot  has 
been  the  issue  of  some  stories  in 
the  Blazer,  end  the  basis  of  some 
dispute  by  students  who  cycle  to 
JJC. 

The  problem  lies  in  the  fact  that 
the  special  lot,  although  it  is 
marked  off  with  signs  as  the 
handicapped  spaces  arc,  is  often 
filled  with  cars,  forcing  motorcycle 
riders  to  park  their  bikes  in  the 
regular  car  lot. 


Problems  appear  during  SGA  election 


Add  two  more  to  the  list  of 
endangered  species  - - the  SGA 
senatorial  candidate  and  the 
student  voter. 

There  were  28  names  listed  on 
the  ballot  for  SGA  senator  during 
las!  week's  elections.  There  were 
28  senatorial  seats  to  be  filled. 

Students  who  voted  were  allowed 
to  vote  for  any  number  of 
candidates  - 28  or  one. 

So.  with  only  28  candidates  on 
the  ballot,  there  was  the  possibility 
of  not  filling  all  28  scats. 

I asked  Student  Affairs  Director 
Henry  Pillard  what  would  have 
happened  in  this  case.  He  couldn’t 
answer  the  question. 

But  more  problems  seem  to  be 
appearing  concerning  SGA  sena- 
tors. Last  year,  I attended  the

meeting  where  SGA  approved  of 
increasing  the  number  of  senate 
scats.  This  year,  after  the  meager 
turnout  of  both  people  willing  to 
run  far  senator  and  people  voting,  I 
tried  to  find  out  why  the  number 
was  upped.  ! couldn't  find  an 
answer  to  that  question,  either. 


Next  problem:  in  examining  the 
by-laws  of  the  SGA  Constitution 
closely,  ! found  Shat  petitions  for 
the  senator  nomination  are  to  be 
handed  in  one  week  before 
elections.  The  Student  Affairs 
office  was  forced  to  go  against 
those  rules  and  extend  the  deadline 
until  the  day  before  elections. 

SGA  was  also  forced  to  go 
against  the  by-laws  concerning  the 
policy  during  voting.  When  I voted, 
1 didn’t  need  to  present  my 
lD--thi|  matter  may  seem  picky, 
but  it  explicitly  states  in  SGA’s 
by-laws  that  "no  student  will  be 
allowed  to  vote  without  his  ID 

The  solution?  It  appears  that  a 
few  changes  in  the  Constitution  are 


needed,  beginning  with  the 
lowering  of  the  number  of  senators 
in  SGA.  j 


In  looking  at  statistics,  one  finds 
lhat  the  number  of  senators 
running  is  dropping  as  the  median 
age  is  rising.  And  1 have  noticed 
that  SGA  is  mainly  run  by  students 
fresh  out  of  high  school,  if  these 
statistics  have  any  bearing,  we  can 
expect  the  number  of  senators  to 
drop  as  average  age  goes  up. 

The  other  "dying  species"  1 
mcniioned-student  voters-is 
about  what  I expected:  less  than 
five  percent  of  students  voted  last 
week,  or  a total  of  355.  And  lack  of 
interested  at  JJC.  sadly,  seems! 
inevitable. 


This  can  be  bad  for  several 
reasons.  First,  the  students  wlio 
ride  motorcycles  to  school  need  a 
place  near  the  buildings  where  they 
can  keep  an  eye  on  (heir  bikes. 
Unless  a person  is  good  al 
hotwiring,  running  off  with  a 
motorcycle  is  usually  quite  a bit 
easier  Ilian  trying  to  steal  a car. 

Second,  the  motorcycles  in  the 
regular  lots  arc  more  susceptible  to 
damage  than  are  ears.  Riders  of 
motorcycles  also  have  more  of  a 
chance  of  getting  their  bikes  or 
themselves  hurt  by  cars  backing 
out  or  pulling  into  the  lot.

New  scholarship  formed  as  memorial

A new  scholarship  set  up  as  a 
memorial  to  a former  iJC  student 
will  be  awarded  this  semester. 

Recipients  of  the  Escue  Memor- 
ial Scholarship,  established  in 
memory  of  the  late  Michael  Escue, 
should  be  chosen  “by  December 
I."  according  to  Stephen  Muller, 
director  of  financial  aids. 

The  scholarship  will  be  awarded 
to  a full-time  student  majoring  in 
industrial  arts  or  technical  educa- 

“Michae!  was  a student  here, 
and  was  about  four  hours  short  of 
graduating  when  he  transferred  to 
Northern  Illinois  University."  said 
Muller.  "For  a while  he  had  been 
student  teaching  at  Joliet  West 
High  School. 

"He  did  motorcycle  jumps  and 


stunts."  continued  Muller. 
"Around  last  July  he  was 
performing  at  a state  fair,  and  he 
was  killed  doing  a jump. 

"His  parents  believed  one  of  the 
reasons  he  got  as  far  as  he  had  was 
JJC,"  said  Muller.  "They  were 
convinced  he  probably  never  would 
have  got  through  school  if  it  wasn't 
for  the  industrial  arts  department, 
and  Jim  Morris  (one  of  Escuc's 
former  instructors)." 

“In  appreciation  Escue's  parents 
set  up  a scholarship  fund  with 
donations  given  as  memorials. 
“They  want  to  start  with  one 
scholarship,  but  it  has  the  potential 
to  get  up  to  five  per  year," 
according  to  Muller. 

The  school  plans  “to  invest  the 
principal  and  have  the  scholarship 


off  of  the  Interest,"  Muller  said. 

Students  considered  for  the 
scholarship  should  have  relative 
need  for  the  money,  but  not  be 
eligible  for  other  gift  aid.  "The 
Escucs  wanted  the  scholarship  to 
go  to  someone  like  their  son.  They 
felt  the  truly  needy  students  could 
get  aid.  and  the  very  intelligent 
could  get  a scholarship,"  Muller 
said. 

Both  freshmen  and  sophomores 
are  eligible.  Recipients  should  have 
a cumulative  grade  point  average 
of  2.00  to  3.00.  Recipients  can  also 
be  renewed  for  a second  year. 

The  award  may  range  up  to  full 
tuition,  fees,  books,  and  supplies, 
“which  is  about  $550  to  $600." 
according  to  Muller.  The  specific 
amount  will  be  "basically  up  to  the

JJC  begins  projects 
for  handicapped

Special  projects  and  a new 
committee  have  been  initiated  to 
aid  JJC's  handicapped  students. 

Eight  spaces  have  been  set  aside 
for  the  handicapped  in  parking  lot 
one.  according  to  Richard  Jacob- 
sen. head  of  campus  safety. 
Before,  lot  one  had  no  reserved 
spaces  for  this  purpose. 

Plans  for  the  additional  spaces 
were  considered  before  the  start  of 
fall  semester,  said  Ron  Tarrant, 
superintendent  of  buildings  and 
grounds. 

Future  projects.  Tarrant  said, 
may  include  "trying  to  get  walks 
built  to  eliminate  problems  of 
handicapped  students  going 
through  the  lots."  Tarrant  added 
that  this  project  is  "contingent  on 


the  weather,  and  right  now  there's 
not  enough  concrete  available"  to 
handle  the  project. 

The  college  is  also  "looking  at 
automatic  door  openers"  for  some 
entrance  ways.  Tarrant  said.  He 
added  that,  if  they  3re  installed, 
some  entrances  will  have  to  be 
changed. 

“In  the  entrance  to  J Building, 
for  example,  we  would  have  to 
extend  the  vestibule  area  about 
seven  fed  to  enable  the  doors  to 
work." 

The  college  has  set  aside 
approximately  S 29. 000  for  projects 
for  handicapped  persons  on 
campus.

still  missing  after  search 


The  Joliet  Police  Department  Is 
"more  or  less  at  a dead-end"  in 
investigations  concerning  two 
thefts  at  JJC. 

A total  of  Sb44  was  reported 
missing  from  the  Student  Affuirs 
Office  on  Oct.  2.  The  money  was 
from  ticket  sales  from  the  Student 
Government  Association  sponsored 
Boy?./  concert  three  days  earlier. 

William  E.  Kucinic,  investigat- 
ing officer  for  the  case  said.  "Wc 
no  longer  have  any  active  suspects. 
We  haven't  been  able  to  determine 
much.” 

The  final  investigation  on  the 
matter  ended  "a  little  over  a week 
ago."  Kucinic  said.  “The  last 
active  investigation  hasn't  been 
fruitful,  unless  something  or  other 
comes  up  and  gives  us  something 

At  least  one  student  had  been 
taken  to  police  headquarters  for 
questioning,  but  Kucinic  said  that 
"we  aren't  going  to  reveal  the 
names  of  the  suspects  or  how  many 
people  were  questioned.  At  this 
time  we  don't  have  any  proof  on 
who  committed  it.”

The  Blazer  has  been  following 
for  some  lime  the  story  on  money 
missing  from  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association’s  Boyzz  concert. 
Tlie  event  is  almost  a month  old, 
and  is  now  floating  somewhere 
between  "old  news”  and  "newly 


Another  matter  is  still  "floating 
around  "-investigations  concern- 
ing the  missing  money. 

This  concert  was  an  SGA 
project-paid  for  by  the  students. 
Therefore,  every  student,  whether 
they  attended  the  concert  or  not, 
has  a right  to  know  what's  going  on 
with  the  matter,  and  what  has 
happened  to  his  money.  And  most 
students,  who  work  hard  for  their 
money,  can  be  understandably 
concerned  about  the  situation. 

Quite  a few  rumors,  accusations, 
and  "no-commcnts-it's-confidcnt- 
ial"  have  passed  through  the 
Blazer  offices  in  relation  to  this 
matter.  Some  of  the  "no  com- 
ments" arc  especially  interesting. 

A Blazer  representative  investi- 
gating the  story  was  told  she  could 
not  sec  the  report  on  the  case  filed 
with  the. police.  Later,  whpn  asked 
about  how  many  suspects  there' 
were  in  the  case,  the  investigator 
told  the  representative,  in  so  many 
words,  to  "find  out  for  yourself.” 

As  far  as  the  Blazer  can  find, 
only  one  major  -interrogation  was  - 

It  almost  seems  as  if  the  search 
conducled  for  the  money  was  little 
more  than  a half-hearted  attempt 
done  so  because  it  was  proper. 

And  so,  we  are  led  back  to  the 
trail’s  end-investigations  ended, 
no  clues;  no  lends;  no  suspects;  and 
no  money.  All  we  have  arc  a few 
odd.  small  details  (the  key  to  the 
cabinet  that  held  the  money,  for 
example,  that  no  one  could  account 
for),  a smattering  of  circumstantial 
evidence,  speculation,  and  rumor. 

People  say,  "Money  talks."  It 
may.  but  it  doesn't  walk  off  all  by 
itself.  The  Blazer  feels  that  the 
damaged  partv-the  students- 
should  have  the  right  to  know 
what’s  going  on  about  it.  True,  the 
police  department  cannot  wave  a 
magic  wand  and  have  the  money  or 
;the  person  who  took  it.  However, 
there  seems  to  be  a few  loose  ends 
•yet,  end  even  a bit  of  a 
communications  gap.

With  four  matches  left  before  the 
sectional  playoffs  and  a record  of 
6-0  in  the  N4C  conference,  how 
does  girls’  volleyball  coach  Dan 
Furlan  feel  about  his  team  being 
ranked  seventh  in  the  nation?

Next  Tuesday  Illinois  citizens 
will  go  to  vote  on  this  bill  which,  if 
passed,  will  continue  to  charge  a 
personal  property  tax  on  corpora- 
tions. Currently  about  S500  million 
is  brought  to  schools  statewide 
through  this  tax,  with  $750,000  of  it 
going  to  JJC. 

If  defeated,  the  state  legislature 
will  be  required  by  the  constitution 
to  come  up  with  a different  form  of 
taxation  for  corporations. 

“About  seven  years  ago  a consti- 
tutional amendment  was  passed 
saying  that  by  Jan.  1,  1979,  they 
would  do  away  with  persona! 
property  tax  on  corporations."  said

college  President  Harold  McAn- 
inch  on  the  matter.  "The 
legislature  would  come  up  with 
another  method  of  replacing  the 

"But  during  that  seven  year 
period  since  then  the  legislature 
hasn't  come  up  with  anything  for 
various  reasons,”  McAninch  said. 

JJC  economics  instructor  Wil- 
liam Brinkman  disagreed.  “They 
have  thought  of  it,"  he  said. 
"There  is  currently  a bill  in  the 
house.  It’s  been  approved  by  the 
house,  and  (sources  say)  it  has  a 
favorable  response  in  the  senate.” 

Brinkman  said  this  bill  "doesn't 
call  for  the  paring  down  of  taxes  (on 


corporations).  It  allows  them  to 
increase. 

"For  any  tax  to  be  good,  it  first 
ought  to  be  fair,  and  second  ought 
to  be  collectible,"  said  Brinkman. 
He  added  that  statistics  show  less 
than  half  of  the  corporations  don't 
pay  the  tax,  and  those  that  do  pay 
about  25  percent  of  the  original 
amount  levied. 

The  tax.  Brinkman  said,  is  "not 
fair  and  not  collectible."  as  a 
result. 

McAninch  said  that  he  is 
"worried  about  the  time  factor  and 
getting  the  tax  replaced  . . . things 
done  under  the  gun  aren't  always 
the  best  for  all  concerned." 


McAninch  udded  that  he  feels  u 
new  tux  would  not  colled  more 
than  the  present  one.  "It's  an 
anti-tax  climutc  now  , , , in 
individuals,  Corporations,  every- 

Brinkman  said  that  the  unti-tax 
climate  may  not  necessarily  be  so. 
"People  arc  willing  to  be  Inxcd." 
he  said,  "but  they  want  to  sec 
something  come  out  of  their 

"Not  all  businesses  arc  even  for 
getting  rid  of  the  tax,”  he  sold. 
"Most  businesses  want  to  see  it 
changed.  It's  their  inventory  that's 
considered  personal  property- 
that's  what  is  being  taxed." 


As  it  stands  now,  llrlnkninn  said, 
"a  business  has  to  declare  their 
pcrsonul  properly,  and  they  don't 
ulways  declare  all  of  it.  Then  an 
assessor  hus  to  assess  the  personal 
property  declared  . . . and  the  next 
step  is  for  the  corporation  to 
challenge  the  assessment.  Then 
thej  soffit  "Hi  "I  court." 

Brinkman  also  said  that  McAn- 
inch sent  out  literature  on  the 
issue.  "His  Intent  was  perfectly 
clear,"  one  teacher  said.  McAn 
inch  said  that  the  literature  only 
"urged  the  faculty  to  study  the 
issue,  not  to  vote  one  way  or 
another."

Editorial 

Vote  raises  questions 

Next  Tuesday  lllinoisians  will  go 
to  the  polls  to  vote  on  a tax  bill  that 
has  been  called  by  some  people  the 
most  important  tax  bill  in  the  past 
few  years.  It  is  affcctionatlcy  (or 
maliciously)  called  “the  Blue 
Ballot." 

The  Blue  Ballot's  origins  go  back 
several  years,  to  when  the  Illinois 
legislature  passed  an  amendment 
stating  it  would  abolish  personal 
property  taxes  levied  on  corpora- 
tions by  Jan.  1 . 1979.  This  tax  is  the 
source  of  $750,000  of  JJC's  money. 

However,  the  legislature  added 
that  this  abolished  tax  will  be 
replaced  by  a new,  and  hopefully 
better  method  of  taxing  corpora- 

As  most  economists  will  point 
out,  personal  property  taxes  on 
corporations  arc  sometimes  a bit 
ridiculous.  Figures  state  that, 
through  loopholes,  challenges  and 
other  devices,  only  about  41 
percent  of  the  tax  is  actually 
co!lectcd--thnt  is,  over  half  of  the 
tax  isn't  paid. 

This  amendment,  say  some 
sources,  will  improve  this  unfair 
tax  situation. 

At  this  point  the  Blue  Ballot 
enters.  This  bill,  if  passed,  will 
extend  the  period  of 
personal  property  taxes  will  be 
collected  on  corporations. 

This  matter  has  been  the  bone  of 
contention  between  staff  members 
at  JJC.  However,  the  Blazer  feels 
that  this  is  unimportant.  The  issue 
of  the  Blue  Ballot  itself  is  the 
matter  of  greatest  concern. 

Those  for  the  Blue  Ballot  say  that 
it's  a sure  thing--in  JJC': 
sure  $750,000.  Something  nc 
the  legislature  ma; 
problems  than  arc  now  existing. 

Also,  say  proponents,  the 
legislature  has  had  several  years  to 
consider  an  alternative  to  the 
current  taxing  system.  Surely  the 
legislature  could  have  drawn  up  a 

some  have  disadvantages. 

The  Blazer  feels  this  matter  has 
no  firm  solutions--thcrc  will  be  no 
winners  in  this  election. 

We  feel  that  the  Blue  Ballot 
would  best  be  defeated  if-and  this 
is  a big  "IF"--thc  Illinois 
legislature  comes  up  with  a decent 
alternative  in  time.  Wc  feel  that  the 
tax  as  it  is  collected  now  is 
unfair-period. 

Both  advocates  and  opponents 
arc  very  concerned  about  the 
money  aspect  of  the  issue. 
Opponents  say  schools  could  get 
more  money  if  a new  system  is 
worked  out,  whereas  proponents 
say  "no  way  "-not  with  the  way 
"anti-tax  fever"  is  spreading. 

The  Blazer  feels,  however,  that 
even  the  money  aspect  is 
secondary.  Sure,  wc  feel  JJC 
shouldn't  lose  money  in  this  deal, 
and  it  wouldn't  hurt  to  get  some. 

But  what  is  more  important  is 
whether  or  not  the  tax  is  fair. 


JJC  aiding  handicapped 


This  past  semester  the  Blazer 
has  been  trying  to  make  its  readers 
aware  of  the  plight  of  the 
handicapped  student. 

The  hassles  that  these  people 
have  in  just  trying  to  function  as 
students  are  painfully  obvious.  In 
the  past  months,  though,  it  seems 
that  JJC  is  willing  to  rectify  the 
situation. 

A total  of  $29,000  has  been  set 
aside  in  the  college  budget 
expressly  for  bringing  the  campus 
up  to  ^tatc  specifications  for 
handicapped  facilities. 

Some  results  of  this  are  already 
obvious.  Phones,  mirrors,  and 
water  fountains  have  been  lowered, 
and  sinks  and  paper  dispensers 
have  been  modified  in  washrooms

in  J-buiiding.  Also,  more  reserved 
parking  spaces  have  been  added. 

I've  been  told  umpteen  times 
that  "$29,000  isn’t  really  much  to 
work  with,  considering  all  we 
should  do."  True,  this  amount 
can't  handle  the  long  list  of 
handicapped  projects  campus 
safety  drew  up.  It's  enough, 


though,  for  a start.  The  question  is 
where  to  begin. 

To  me  the  Handicapped  Ad- 
visory Committee  is  a good  idea  to 
accomplish  this  end.  Consisting  of 
representatives  from  the  faculty, 
administration,  the  grounds  de- 
partment, and  students,  it  was 
formed  to  determine  priorities 
among  these  projects—which 
should  be  done  now  and  which  can 
be  saved  for  later. 

The  committee  also  includes  a 
handicapped  student,  and  accord- 
ing to  campus  safety  officials,  is 
open  to  anyone  interested-a  plus 
for  the  student  who  told  me  they 
are  interested  in  helping  out. 

The  saying  goes  that  "If  you 
don't  want  something  done,  form  a 


committee  for  it."  Let’s  hope  this 
will  definitely  not  be  the  case. 

Another  observation  on  the 
handicapped  situation:  last  week  a 
few  college  officials  were  away  in 
St.  Louis  on  a convention 
concerning  the  issue.  They  say  that 
they  picked  up  a few  ideas  there; 
however,  one  mentioned  that  it's  a 
bit  of  trouble  traveling  so  far.  He 
has  a point;  we  have  the  money, 
the  state  specifications  and  the 
student  input.  The  Blazer  ques- 
tions the  necessity  of  this  trip. 

However,  I feel  it  is  good  that 
campus  safety  considers  this  issue

Rudolph  versatile ,

A gifted,  versatile  and  humorous 
person  entertained  JJC  audiences 
last  week.  His  name?  Dave 
Rudolph. 

Combine  these  talents  with  some 
very  impressive  and  well-blended 
guitar  playing  and  vocals  and  your 
will  be  pleasantly  surprised  to 
hear  some  of  the  most  beautiful 
songs  done  by  the  Beatles,  Dave 
Mason  and  the  Eagles,  to  mention 
a few,  along  with  many  humorous 
and  touching  original  tunes  written 
by  Rudolph. 

I noticed  while  listening  that 
Rudolph  has  a way  of  captivating 
an  audience  and  keeping  it's 
attention.  He  can  change  from  a 
witty,  humorous  satire  to  a 
sentimental,  touching  song,  blend- 
ing them  so  smoothly  they  are 
easily  acceptable  and  pleasing  to 
the  audience. 


By  talking  to  Rudolph,  it  was 
evident  that  he  is  keeping  himself 
busy  in  his  field  of  music.  He  is 
heavily  involved  in  the  National 
Academy  of  Recording  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  works  with  getting 
musicians  into  colleges.  He  has 
more  than  200  written  original 
tunes,  has  appeared  at  more  than 
125  colleges  and  performed  with 
the  comedy  team  Cheech  and 
Chong,  comedian  Kelly  Monteigh 
and  rock  band  Heartsfield. 

He  has  been  singing  profession- 
ally for  five  years  and  full  time  the 
last  two  years.

The  other  view  of  nuclear  power 


Editor, 

The  letters  in  the  Blazer  on 
nuclear  power  all  have  been 
against  nuclear  power,  and  there  is 
a definite  need  to  present  the  other 
view  in  regard  to  nuclear  reactors. 

Since  solar  energy  and  wind 
power  combined  would  only 
produce  10  percent  of  our  power 
needs  by  the  year  2000,  wc  have  a 
choice  between  coal  and  nuclear. 

Coal  has  three  major  problems: 
pollution,  death  and  radioactivity. 
For  every  1,000  megawatts  of 
coal-fired  electrical  plant  power, 
there  is  created  each  second  600 
pounds  of  carbon  dioxide,  10 
pounds  of  sulfur  dioxide  and  30 
pounds  of  bottom  and  fly  ash. 

On  purely  humanitarian 
grounds,  coal  is  inferior  to  nuclear 


reactors;  the  number  of  people 
killed  per  kilowatt  is  about  100 
times  greater  for  coal  than  nuclear, 
when  you  inspect  the  entire  power 
cycle  from  mines  to  waste  disposal. 
The  ratio  including  the  general 
public  cannot  be  estimated  for  the 
cycle  of  nuclear  reactors  because 
no  member  of  the  public  has  ever 
been  killed  by  a nuclear  reactor. 

Coal  production  also  puts  into 
the  atmosphere  considerably  more 
radioactivity  in  the  form  of  radium 
and  radon  not  removed  by  the 
scrubbers  than  a comparable 
nuclear  plant  which  releases  plain 

Sure,  disposing  of  reactor  wastes 


may  be  dangerous,  but  an  article  in 
June  1977  of  “Scientific  Ameri- 
can" discusses  a proven  techno- 
logy to  dispose  of  nuclear  wastes  by 
reducing  them  to  solids  and 
imbedding  them  in  glass.  Even  at 
the  lowest  level  of  technology  the 
wastes  can  be  stored  in  concrete 
structures  in  the  Mojave  Desert. 

The  Soviets,  French,  German, 


British  and  Japanese  are  already 
moving  ahead  with  a breeder 
reactor  program.  Experts  predict 
that  by  1990  there  will  be  another 
major  gas  shortage.  What  are  we 
going  to  do.  sell  uranium  and  buy 
Arab  oil?  Surely  the  answer  is 
nuclear  power,  until  a better  and 
more  productive  power  source 
comes  along.

[CoBttessed  fr •am  psge  1] 
the  receiving  department. 

The  earliest  time  for  construc- 
tion, Helton  said,  would  be  in  fall 
1981,  and  bids  would  be  accepted 
during  the  spring  of  that  year. 
Helton  added  that  it  is  unlikely  that 
any  work  will  be  done  until  after  a 
new  president  is  selected  for  JJC. 

If  funded  by  the  Federal 
government,  JJC  would  pay  for 
roughly  25  percent  of  the  cost. 
However,  39  other  colleges  in  the 
state  have  higher  priority  than  JJC. 

First  on  the  list  of  priorities  are 
classrooms;  second  are  labora- 
tories, followed  by  the  other  types 
of  facilities.  "Fine  arts  complexes 
are  at  the  bottom,”  Helton  said. 

Another  factor  taken  into 
consideration  is  the  type  of 
building.  A college  consisting 
mostly  of  prefabricated  buildings 
would  be  high  on  the  list,  Helton 
said.  In  the  case  of  JJC,  the  state 
feels  that  all  needs  have  been  met 
for  perhaps  the  next  eight  to  ten 
years,  unless  the  formula  for 
determining  priorities  is  changes.

The  up  and  down  JJC  Wolves 
football  team  piled  up  19  points  in 
the  fourth  quarter  last  Saturday  to 
defeat  Thornton  33-21. 

The  win  moved  the  Wolves' 
record  to  5-4  entering  Saturday’s 
season  finale  at  home  against 
DuPage.  The  game  will  begin  at 
7:30  p.m.  at  Joliet  Memorial 
Stadium. 

Quarterback  Tony  Spencer  pro- 
vided the  firepower  for  the  Wolves, 
who  had  to  overcome  a 21-14 
third-quarter  deficit.  He  connected 
on  five  of  eight  passes  for  76  yards 
to  keep  the  offense  moving. 

After  a 14-14  tie  at  halftime, 

Thornton  took  the  lead  when  Tim 
Reynolds  scored  on  a one-yard  run 
with  9:46  left  in  the  third  quarter. 

The  score  remained  21-14  early 
n the  fourth  quarler  when  JJC 
runningback  Bill  Gibson  scored 
from  one-yard  out.  Tim  Fornero 
booted  the  extra  point  to  knot  the 
game  at  21-21  with  14:10  remaining 
in  the  game. 

A strong  wind  played  havoc  with 
both  teams’  punting  game,  and 
after  a 15-yard  kick  by  Thornton 
late  in  the  fourth  quarter  the 
Wolves  moved  in  quickly  to  take 
the  lead.  On  the  second  play 
following  the  kick.  Eric  Beltzhoover 
raced  around  the  right  side  37 
yards  for  a score.  The  extra  point 
attempt  failed. 

A little  more  than  a minute  later. 

Beltzhoover  scored  again,  this  time 
on  a four-yard  dash.  That  gave  the 
Wolves  a commanding  33-21  lead 
with  only  3:20  left  in  the  contest. 

Back-up  quarterback  Jim 


Fender,  who  started  the  game  but 
completed  only  two  posses,  scored 
both  of  the  Wolves'  first-quarter 
touchdowns.  He  scored  on  a 
two-yard  run  with  12:14  to  go  in  the 
quarter,  and  then  slipped  into  the 
endzone  from  the  one  a little  more 
than  10  minutes  later  as  the  Wolves 
jumped  on  top  14-0.  But  Thornton 
nullified  that  lead  with  a pair  of 
second-quarter  scores. 

The  Wolves  dominated  the 
statistics  department,  rolling  up 
347  total  yards  to  Thornton's  268. 
The  Wolves  gained  253  of  those 
yards  on  the  ground,  headed 'by 
runningback  Steve  Holman  with 
103  in  18  carries. 


Scoring  summary 
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Spikers  finish  2nd  in  state;  head  to  nationals 


JJC  coach  Dan  Furlan  describes 
his  1978  women  's  volleyball  team 
with  this  anecdote: 

‘‘This  year  we  were  having 
elections  for  the  most  valuable 
player--and  they  ail  voted  for  the 
team.

After  winning  sectionals  to  enter 
into  state  competition,  the  Wolves 
beat  Parkland,  Wright  and  Lincoln 
Land  to  enter  the  quarter-finals. 
The  team  defeated  DuPagc  15-4, 
1S-4  to  enter  semi-final  competi- 


tion. There  they  won  over  Belleville 
15-11.  15-6  and  15-12,  after  losing 
the  first  round  4-15. 

In  the  finals  the  Wolves  fell  to 
Illinois  Central  4-95,  9-15  and  5-15. 
"One  of  the  reasons  wc  didn't  do 
as  well  against  them  is  that  we 
used  up  a lot  of  energy  and  emotion 
against  Belleville.”  Furlan  said. 

After  losing  earlier  in  the  season 
to  Belleville,  Furlan  said.  “They 
felt  they  could  beat  us  again.

The  search  for  a new  JJC 
president  continues,  with  the 
naming  of  a Presidential  Screening 
Committee  and  the  hiring  of  a 
consultant  for  the  committee  at  the 
Board  of  Trustees  monthly  meeting 
Monday  at  North  Campus. 

About  140  applications  for  the 
vacancy  were  submitted  before  the 
Wednesday  deadline.  The  applica- 
tions come  from  35  to  40  different 
states,  said  Daniel  Krezenski, 
coordinator  of  the  committee. 

The  board  is  looking  for  a 
replacement  for  JJC  college 
President  Harold  McAninch.  He 


will  be  leaving  to  accept  the 
presidency  of  College  of  DuPage  in 
Glen  Ellyn  next  January. 

Members  of  the  committee  are 
instructors  John  Corradetti  and 
Paul  Johnson,  clerical  union 
representative  Peggy  Stanfel, 
buildings  and  grounds  representa- 
tive Steve  Flanagan,  paraprofes- 
sional  Scott  Olsen,  administrator  J. 
D.  Ross,  board  members  Charles 
Kennedy  and  Daniel  Kennedy  and 
students  Mary  Kate  Nicoll  and 
Debbie  Reynolds. 

Two  members  of  the  college 
district  will  be  selected  later  to 
serve  on  the  committee. 


Semester  hour 
cost  declines 


The  committee  members  were 
chosen  from  several  nominated  by 
each  department.  The  board  was 
"not  at  liberty  to  say"  how 
committee  members  were  selected, 
said  McAninch.  "All  the  candi- 
dates were  discussed  for  that 
purpose.  I made  no  recommenda- 
tions . . . I'm  working  very  hard  to 
stay  out  of  it.  It's  not  my  job  to 
choose  my  successor." 

Dr.  Joseph  Cosand  of  the 
University  of  Michigan  was 
appointed  as  a consultant  to  the 
screening  committee.  His  salary 
will  be  S200  per  day.  Cosand  was 
consultant  to  JJC  sever,  years  ago 
when  McAninch  was  chosen. 

McAninch  said  Cosand  was 


JJC"s  unit  cost  per  semester 
hour  for  fiscal  year  1978  is  $53.55, 
it  was  announced  at  Monday's 
monthly  Board  of  Trustees  meet- 
ing. 

This  figure  is  a 1.9  percent 
decrease  from  last  year's  total  and 
gives  JJC  the  fifth  lowest  unit  cost 
of  the  39  community  colleges  in  the 
state,  said  Tim  Helton,  vice-pres- 
ident for  administrative  services. 

The  average  unit  cost  in  the  state 
is  S58.06,  according  to  a report  by 
Helton.  This  shows  a 9.4  percent 
increase  over  last  year's  state 

College  President  Harold  McAn- 
inch said  that  the  decrease  in  cost 
at  JJC  is  partially  due  to  an 
increase  of  enrollment.  Most  other 
schools  had  a drop  in  enrollment. 

“Don't  blame  the  new  president 
when  the  per  semester  hour  cost 
shows  an  increase,"  McAninch 
said.  He  added  that  a decrease 
"won't  happen  next  year  because 
of  the  enrollment."  which  is 
expected  to  drop  next  year. 

In  another  report  from  Helton,  it 
was  announced  that  1977  property 
taxes  went  up  to  .2139  cents  from 
its  1976  total  of  .2025  cents  per 
S100  of  assessed  valuation.  This 
makes  the  two-year  average  .2082 

"While  it  is  true  that  the  rate  is 
higher  than  the  .2080  (cents)  that 
we  promised  the  voters,  the  two 
year  average  ...  is  very. close  to 
where  we  indicated  h would  be." 
read  the  report  .by  Helton. 

"In  as  much  as  we  were  using 
two  estimates  on  total  assessed 
valuation  in  computation  ...  I 
believe  that  our  intent  is  well 
established  and  the  average  rate 


formerly  chancellor  of  St.  Louis 
community  college  district  as  well 
as  being  with  several  West  Coust 
colleges.

Board  chairman  A.  A.  Wills  said 
that  he  "called  about  five  different 
possible  parties"  for  the  job.

The  JJC  basketball  team  makes 
its  1978  season  debut  today  at 
Elgin  Community  College.

About  20  applicants  are  in  the 
running  for  the  JJC  presidency. 

One  of  the  20  will  take  the  place 
of  JJC  President  Harold  McAninch, 
who  will  leave  Dec.  13  to  become 
president  of  the  College  of  DuPage 
in  Glen  Ellyn. 

The  20  applicants  came  front  167 
applications  front  approximately  40 
states,  according  to  Daniel  Krezen- 
ski.  Presidential  Search  Committee 
coordinator.  The  applicants'  names 
are  being  kepi  confidential,  he 

Dr.  Joseph  Cosand  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  selected  the 
20  applicants.  He  was  hired  by 
JJC’s  Board  of  Trustees  as  a 
.consultant  to  the  search  committee 
at  a salary  of  S200  a day. 

Cosand  based  his  screening  on  a 
meeting  he  had  with  the  school 
board  Nov.  20.  "The  meeting  was 
held  to  determine  what  the  board 
wants  in  a president  and  how  well 
(Cosand)  feels  (a  candidate  for  the 
job)  will  fit  in  at  JJC,"  Krczenski 

"The  board  acquainted  him  with 
the  type  of  person  we  wanted,"

At  the  Nov.  22  Student 
Government  Association  meeting. 
Mary  Kate  Nicoll.  vice  president  of 
social  and  recreational  activities, 
resignes.  Members  of  SGA  did  not 
comment  on  the  reason  for  the 
resignation.

In  other  business.  SGA  approved 
of  having  a Christmas  tree  this 
year;  it  will  be  purchased  from 
Amlings  Nursery  of  Joliet  for 
S300.

There  will  be  eight  to 
ten  finalists.  The  board  will  then 
interview  each  finalist.  The  board 
will  be  visiting  the  institution 
where  the  candidates  are  currently 
employed,  and  interview  current

The  20  chosen  by  Cosand.  Wills 
said,  are  from  "around  this  area  or 
comparable  areas  in  the  country.” 

Cosand  also  was  a consultant  to 
the  board  the  last  time  il  searched 
for  a president  in  197i  when 


McAninch  was  hired.  Krczenski 
said.  "He  is  somewhat  familiar 
with  the  area  from  last  time  . . . he 
has  done  advising  work  in  other 
parts  of  Illinois,  so  he's  not  totally 
unfamiliar." 

About  eight  to  10  of  the  167 
applicants  for  the  job  are  from  the 
JJC  area,  Krczenski  said.  The 
largest  number  of  applicants  came 
from  the  Midwest,  but  "there  was 
a large  number  from  ihe  East  Coast 
and  a large  number  from  the  West 
Coast. 

"Some  applications  arc  from 
people  in  business  and  industry." 
Krczenski  said.  "A  number  arc 
from  education  fields-some  admin- 
istrators and  instructors  in  four- 
year  colleges,  sonic  from  two-year 
schools  and  sonic  applications  from 
public  schools.  We've  had  people 


from  other  positions  also- -from 
hospitals  and  such." 

Wills  ulso  indicated  dial  some 
applicants  were  from  JJC.  As  a 
result,  the  hoard  is  delaying  its 
decision  on  the  interim  president. 
The  interim  president  will  serve  in 
ease  u new  president  is  not  found 
before  McAninch  leaves. 

"We  don't  want  to  appoint 
someone  who  is  upplving  lor  the 
presidency  as  interim  president," 
Wills  suid.  With  JJC  workers 
applying  for  the  job.  "we  don't 
know  who's  available  for  the 
(interim)  position."  Wills  said. 

Monday,  the  search  committee 
will  meet  to  screen  the  20 
applicants  down  to  "eight  or 
nine."  Krczenski  said.  "We  are 
planning  to  conduct  interviews  of 
candidates  Dee.  B.  9 and  10.  The 


search  committee  siiould  he  able  to

Guyana 
tragedy 
hits  JJC 


Wc  heard  the  news.  And  it  really 
hit  home. 

On  November  18,  a grisly  drama 
was  carried  out  in  South  America. 
More  than  900  people  in  the 
settlement  of  Jonestown,  in 
Guyana,  were  killed  in  a murder-- 
suiride  holocaust  that  was  well 
pubiicized  by  national  media. 

But  what  was  more  startling  to 
the  Blazer  staff  was  the  announce- 
ment of  the  victims  there. 

Among  them--Thomos  J.  Partak, 
class  of  1967,  JJC. 

And  that’s  when  the  full  impact 
of  an  event  happening  thousands  of 
miles  ayvay  hit  with  stunning 
disbelief. 

Partak,  a Joliet-born,  Joliet- 
raised  young  man  who  formerly 
resided  at  1512  Highland  Avenue, 
was  32  at  the  time  of  his  death.

These  achievements  were  briefly 
mentioned  in  Mr.  Stcbart’s  speech 
but  were  greatly  outweighed  by  his 
degrading  remarks. 

Through  his  speech,  Mr.  Stobart 
did  illustrate  our  biggest  accomp- 
lishment-the  fact  that  we  pulled 
together  as  a team  to  replace  the 
encouragement,  support  and  con- 
fidence which  was  never  received 
from  his  coaching.

The  bubble  consists  of  two  layers 
of  plastic  surrounding  the  strut

This  will  be  more  energy 
efficient  "because  air  Itself  is  the 
best  insulator,"  Ken  Pierce, 
assistant  superintendent  of  build 
ings  and  grounds,  said. 

The  Idea  for  the  plastic  bubble 
was  proposed  by  instructors  In  the 
agriculture  and  horticulture  depart 
ment  several  years  ago.

"How  wc  do  this  year,  however, 
will  be  determined  by  what  the 
other  team  members  do,"  Pillard 
said.  "It  puts  a bit  of  pressure  on 
them.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  Southwestern  Michigan  for 
we  can  hold  the  ranking.

Competition  on  the  national  level 
can  be  intense,  as  JJC’s  women’s 
volleyball  team  discovered  in 
Catonsville,  Md.,  during  Thanks- 
giving break. 

The  spikers,  riding  high  with 
only  two  defeats  and  a second- 
place  finish  in  the  Region  IV  state 
tournament,  quickly  had  their 
hopes  deflated  as  they  lost  seven  of 
eight  games  to  finish  1 7th  in  a field 
of  24  teams. 

In  two-game  round-robin  pool 
play,  the  Wolves  split  with 
Warwick.  R.I.,  10  15.  15-11;  and 
lost  15-11,  15-7  to  third-seeded  St. 
Phillips,  Texas.  15-2,  15-9  to 
sixth-seeded,  Miami  Dade-South. 
Fla.,  and  15-8,  15-6  to  Ricks,  Idaho. 
The  Wolves  could  have  qualified 
for  the  single  elimination  finals  by 
winning  the  first  game  against 
Warick  and  sweeping  Ricks. 

“Ours  was  the  toughest  pool,”

seeded,  and  were  thrown  in  at  the 
bottom  of  the  pool.” 

Size  was  another  factor  working 
against  the  Wolves.

‘Santa’s’  job  not  easy  one 


The  list  of  contenders  for  the  job 
cf  JJC  president  was  narrowed  to 
10  Monday  night,  as  the  Presiden- 
tial Search  Committee  conferred 
for  more  than  three  hours  over  job 
applicants. 

“We  are  pulling  in  eight 
candidates  for  interviews  this 
weekend,”  said  Daniel  Krezenski, 
co-ordinator  of  the  committee.  Ten 
names  were  selected  because  “we 
don’t  know  if  our  first  eight  choices 
are  still  interested  in  the  job. 
Hopefully,  we  will  interview  our 
top  eight  choices." 

The  committee  chose  the  10  from 
20  applicants  selected  by  Joseph 
Cosand,  a consultant  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  Cosand  selected  the  20 
from  167  applications  sent  to  JJC 
from  about  40  states. 

"Each  committee  member  was 
given  the  candidates’  credentials 
last  Friday,"  Krezenski  said. 
“Each  committee  member  has  his 
own  idea  in  certain  aspects  of  the 
person  they  want.  Each  candidate 
was  discussed  last  night,  sub- 


Due  to  lack  of  funds,  several 
students  on  work-scholarship  jobs 
in  JJC’s  buildings  and  grounds 
department  will  be  transferred  to 
other  jobs. 

"After  Jan.  1.  1979,  there  will  be 
,no  more  (work-scholarship  student 
workers)  in  the  grounds  and  the 
maintenance  department,"  said 
Ron  Tarrant,  superintendent  of 
buildings  and  grounds.  "We  are 
doing  everything  we  can  to  get 
these  people  placed  in  other  jobs." 

Three  students  in  grounds  and 
one  in  maintenance  will  be  affected 
by  the  lack  of  funds.  At  press  time, 
one  student  had  yet  to  be  placed  in 

Tarrant  said  the  lack  of  funds 
was  "because  we  can't  find  people 
who  qualify  for  the  work-study 
program.”  The  work-study  pro- 
gram provides  federally  funded 
student  jobs,  while  the  work- 
scholarship  program  offers  jobs 
funded  by  campus  departments. 

"We  couldn't  get  enough 
workers  under  the  werk-studv 
program,  so  we  had  to  hire  them 
under  work-scholarship.  We  over- 
hired,”  Tarrant  said. 

"We  tried  to  budget  money 
equally  in  both."  Tarrant  said. 
"Last  year  it  was  just  the  opposite. 
More  students  were  work-study 
students." 

Tarrant  also  attributed  the 
shortages  of  funds  to  abuses  on 
time  sheets  submitted.  "We  know 
the  number  of  dollars  we  have  to 
work  with."  he  said.  "But  the 
number  of  hours  placed  on  the  time 
sheets  is  so  abused,  it  uses  up  the 
funds  too  soon.  The  students' 
supervisors  would  say  sometimes 
that  the  student  took  the  day  off 
but  made  up  for  it  later.

mitting  the  pros  and  cons.  By 
secret  ballot,  we  narrowed  it 
down.” 

After  the  candidates  are  inter- 
viewed, this  weekend,  the  list  will 
be  reduced  to  four  or  five, 
Krezenski  said.  "We  will  give 
these  four  or  five  names  to  the 
board.  Then  it  will  be  up  to  the 
board  to  determine  who  it  will  be." 

Krezenski  said  that  he  "doesn't 
foresee"  any  holdup  in  the 
selection  of  the  new  president 
because  "we  have  gone  through  a 
fairly  lengthy  process,  and  we're 
right  on  schedule.” 

Harold  McAninch.  departing 
JJC  president,  will  be  leaving  Dec. 
13  to  take  the  job  of  presidency  at 
College  of  DuPage  in  Glen  Ellyn.  If 
a president  is  not  chosen  from  the 
list  of  candidates  by  then,  an 
interim  president  will  be  found. 
The  board’s  choice  for  interim 
president  will  be  announced  at  its 
monthly  meeting  at  8 p.m.  Monday 
night. 


"We're  cutting  the  staff  in  the 
grounds  department  because  we 
are  planning  on  hiring  students  on 
a full-time  basis,"  Tarrant  said. 
"Some  departments  do  need 
assistants.  Fortunately,  we  can  use 
the  CETA  program  to  find  some. 

"We  realized  (the  fund  shortage) 
about  the  middle  of  October,"  he 
said.  "But  1 was  hoping  to  transfer 
funds  from  the  supply  budget  to 
keep  the  jobs." 

"We  are  going  to  continue  with 
the  workers  in  the  mailroom  and 
the  safety  depart  ments-they  are 
almost  necessities."  Tarrant 
added.  "We  have  to  keep  the 
students  (who  were  laid  off),  so  we 
will  try  to  find  some  money  in 
another  account.  Somebody  is 
going  to  have  to  give  something  up. 
The  option  we  gave  one  depart- 
ment head  was  to  give  up  his  travel 
account.  But  1 can  understand  the 
person  who  didn't  want  to 
relinquish  it.”

Like  a job  for  over  the  holidays? 
For  S3. 25  an  hour  you,  too,  can 
become  Santa  Claus.  Or,  for  S2.65 
an  hour,  you  can  work  as  one  of 
Santa's  special  helpers. 

However,  even  "Santas"  en- 
counter occupational  hazards.  You 
can't  get  angry  at  anyone.  You 
have  to  be  specially  trained  before 
you  can  work.  You  have  to  be 
prepared  to  smile  at  "problem 
children"--and  those  who  want  to 
give  you  big.  wet  kisses.  And  when 
you  finish  your  shift,  you  don't  just 
"knock  off  work"--you  have  to 
"feed  the  reindeer." 

"I  do  it  because  I love  kids  a lot.  I 
like  seeing  a lot  of  kids  being 
happy.  Seeing  them  and  hearing 
what  they  want  for  Christmas  gives 
me  a big  thrill,"  said  Edward 
Moreno,  one  of  Jefferson  Square 
Mail's  three  Santas. 

Moreno,  a 16-year-old  sopho- 
more originally  from  Texas  and 
now  living  in  Joliet,  said  that  the 
age  range  of  people  wanting  to  sit 
on  Santa's  lap  goes  from  infants  to 
20  year-olds. 

"We  arc  here  to  give  the  whole 
illusion  of  Santa  Claus,"  said 
Marilyn  Graf,  who  is  Santa's  helper 
for  Moreno’s  shift.  She  described 
her  job  as  a stage  show:  "While 
we're  working,  I can't  even  call  him 
by  his  real  name— he's  'Santa' 


untii  we  go  iri  the  back  room." 

Graf,  who  lives  in  Mokenn,  said 
Santa's  helper  is  there  to  "keep 
little  kids  from  taking  Santa's 
whiskers  and  running  off  with 
them."  She  also  "fixes  Santa  arid 
the  child  in  poses  for  pictures.” 

Santa's  helpers  arc  also  sup- 
posed to  help  dress  the  Santa  they 
have  their  shift  with  "because 
Santa  can't  do  it  all  himself."  In  the 
traditional  bright  red-suit-pillow- 
stuffed,  trimmed  with  rabbit  fur 
and  lined  with  satin-Morcno 
admitted  that  the  costume  gets  hot 
and  uncomfortable. 

Some  of  Santa's  off-time  duties 
include  writing  back  to  the  children 
who  go  to  the  trouble  of  making  gift 
lists.  Indicating  a stack  of  papers 
laying  next  to  his  chair,  Moreno 
said,  "Not  all  the  Santas  do  this, 
but  we  were  told  wc  could  if  we 
wanted  to.  If  the  kids  have  their 
address  on  it,  I would  write  back  to 
them.  That's  why  I'm  saving 
these." 

Before  they  worked  their  first 
day  on  the  job  last  Nov.  24,  both 
had  to  go  through  special  training. 
"At  the  manager's  house,  wc 
would  practice,"  Moreno  said.  "He 
told  us  what  to  expect  from  the 
children  wc  would  meet." 

Graf  added.  "Through  the 
training,  wc  learned  how  to  handle 
a happy  child,  and  a problem  child. 


I would  pretend  I was  a little  girl 
sitting  on  Santa's  knee,  and  then 
wc  would  sometimes  reverse  the 
roles.  That's  how  we  learned."  She 
smiled.  "To  tell  you  the  truth,  even 
that  was  u lot  of  fun." 

Moreno  then  pointed  out  the  last 
child  that  had  gone  up  tu  talk  with 
him,  “Just  now,  when  that  little 
boy  spoke,  lie  spit  in  my  face.  Out 
In  this  Job,  you  can't  get  mnd  at 
lliat." 

"If  the  child  doesn’t  want  to  sec 
Santa  wc  don't  force  him,”  Graf 
pointed  out,  "because  wc  don’t 

them. ..and  even  when  n new  Santa 
comes  to  work,  wc  can’t  just  leave. 

I place  a sign  up  that  says  Santa  is 
feeding  his  reindeer." 

At  times,  the  illusion  of  Santa  Is 
carried  even  further.  "Sometimes 
we'd  get  a hint  or  two  from  the 
mother  in  line,"  Gruf  said.

A funny  thing  seems 
happening  to  the  financial  aspects 
of  JJC. 

The  Blazer  found  that  several 
students  had  to  leave  their  jobs  and 
be  transferred  to  other  depart- 
ments because  they  were  work- 
scholarship  students-that  is,  their 
jobs  were  funded  by  school  money. 

Now,  if  these  students  had  been 
in  work-study  jobs-that  is,  jobs 
funded  by  the  government-then 
there  would  have  been  no  problem. 
According  to  school  officials,  the 
money  in  the  work-scholarship 
fund  is  running  low.  But  there’s 
money  for  students  who  qualify  for 
work-study  jobs. 

The  college,  however,  couldn’t 
find  enough  students  to  qualify  for 
the  work-study  program  to  fill  their 
jobs  needs.  So,  they  had  to  hire 
students  under  the  other  program. 
College  officials  said  they  tried  to 
budget  money  evenly  in  both 
programs,  and  so  they  ran  out  of 
the  work-scholarship  money 
sooner. 

The  students  affected  by  this 
lack  of  funds  will  get  different  jobs 
in  other  departments,  which  is  an 
exccllcnt-if  not  necessary-gesture 
on  the  school's  part. 

But  svhnt  it  indicates  could  result 
in  some  financial  problems  for  JJC. 

When  asked  who  will  work  in  the 
jobs  that  the  students  were 
transferred  from,  superintendent 
of  buildings  and  grounds  Ron 
Tarrant  said  that  the  departments 
who  need  workers  could  get  some 
through  the  federally  funded  CETA 
program. 

There  seems  to  be  a pattern 
emerging. 

Now.  naturally,  most  schools  get 
federal  government  funds  of  sonic 
kind  or  another.  But  it  seems  as  if 
JJC  may  be  depending  more  and 
more  on  them.  This  can  result  in 
small  hasslcs-like  the  transferring 
of  students  from  one  job  to 
anothcr--or,  possibly,  bigger 

The  Blazer  recalls  a few  months 
ago  the  words  of  a member  of  the 
JJC  Board  of  Trustees  at  a 
meeting.  The  trustee  was  question- 
ing the  need  for  a certain  bid 
pending  approval.  His  words  were 
something  on  the  order  of  ’’We’re 
going  to  have  to  watch  our 
spending.  With  the  mx  cutback 
fever  sweeping  the  country,  wc 
n\ay  have  less  to  work  with;  we’ll 
have  to  start  tightening  our 
belts.  . ." 

JJC  is  probably  not  in  danger- 
vet.  But  if  continue  to  depend  more 
and  more  on  government  grants 
and  programs,  we  may  be. 


Editor, 

You  published  a letter  from  the 
women's  tennis  team  registering 
"disappointment"  in  my  coaching. 
As  1 resigned  from  coaching  about 
a month  ago,  the  Setter  seems  to 
serve  no  purpose  other  than  the 
venting  of  anger. 

My  initial  response  to  this  tardy 
outburst  was  "My,  the  truth  docs 
hurt." 

1 said  nothing  at  the  banquet, 
positive  ®r  negative,  that  I hadn’t 
said  over  and  over  again  to  the 
individuals  in  question,  i praised 
their  strengths,  joked  about  their 
weaknesses.  Though  the  emphasis 
was  definitely  on  the  positive  side, 
1 included  some  negatives  in  my 
attempt  to  render  a somewhat 
balanced  report  on  what  was 
obviously  a mediocre  season  for 
most  of  the  players. 

1 did  not  mention  the  major 
defects  of  character  that  might 
have  honestly  been  exposed.  1 
didn’t  "dig"  at  all.  as  the  letter 
slates.  Indeed,  the  letter  mentions 
every  "slight"  1 made,  though  it 
distorts  even  those  by  taking  them 


out  of  context.  Of  paramount 
importance,  though,  was  the  fact 
that  I did  not  give  the  appearance 
that  the  team  should  be  proud  of 
itself  and  the  parents  proud  of  their 
daughters.  Why? 

Weil,  in  the  first  place  I dislike 
people  who  are  automatically 
proud,  those  who  can  see  nothing 
but  good  in  anything  that  is  theirs 
simply  because  It  is  theirs.  As  a 
parent  who  has  sat  through 
innumerable  athletic  banquets,  I 
can  say  with  some  authority  that 
praise  for  feeding  our  girls  and 
laundering  their  outfits  doesn’t 
make  my  wife  or  me  proud. 

Also,  my  kind  of  pride  doesn't 
automatically  come  from  winning. 
Both  as  a coach  and  a player,  1 have 
felt  pride  as  a loser  and  nothing 
special  as  a winner.  I was  even 
proud  of  my  team  this  year  against 
Wheaton  when  they  beat  us  9-0 
because  the  players  didn’t  give  up 
and  were  gracious  in  defeat. 

However,  l don’t  admire  people 
who  lose  mainly  because  they  are 
unwilling  to  learn,  practice,  or 


sacrafice.  Also,  I 
those  who  wish  to  pretend  to  great 
sacrafice  which  is  nonexistant. 
Pride  should  not  develop  from 
underachievement.  It  should  result 
from  doing  better  somehow  than 
the  least  one  can  expect  from 
himself. 

Of  course  all  of  the  players 
improved  some  in  the  course  of  the 
season;  a few  of  them  accomplish- 
ed a lot;  a few  more  shew  promise 
if  they  persevere.  My  comments 
identified  those  people  and  their 
challenges  in  specific  ways.  In  my 
opinion,  some  of  these  players 
should  feel  shame  at  their  failure  to 
approach  their  potential.  They 
wasted  the  season. 

Of  course,  all  of  this  discussion 
may  not  be  too  serious,  considering 
that  tennis  is  just  a game.  1 would 
not  have  commented  had  the  tennis 
letter  not  irritated  a sore  spot. 

1 resigned  from  coaching  be- 
cause 1 despaired  at  the  possibility 
of  sparking  tennis  pride  in  these 
girls,  most  of  whom  are  even 
slightly  ashamed  of  attending  JJC 
because  of  appearances.  They 


weren't  really  upset  with  me  very 
much  until  they  thought  their 
image  had  been  tarnished  in 
public.  My  intent  was  not  to 
tarnish,  but  for  those  who 
automatically  feel  pride  is  their 
due,  my  comments  were  undoubt- 
edly too  slighting. 

The  Sack  of  team  pride  on  the 
part  of  a few  players  caused  them 
to  be  late  cr  absent  from  many 
practices,  which  distressed  other 
players  who  were  trying  their  best. 
These  character  traits  and  others 
too  numerous  to  mention  led  me  to 
conclude  that  for  me  the  rewards  of 
coaching  here  and  now  just  aren’t 
worth  the  time,  effort  and  money. 

That  fact  I could  accept  with 
grace  and  silence,  but  since  the 
team  has  made  an  issue  of  the 
matter,  1 thought  1 might  as  well 
vent  some  of  my  "disappointment” 
too.

A day  in  a wheelchair  at  JJC  brings  awareness

On  the  morning  of  Nov.  30,  as  I 
was  leaving  my  first  class  of  that 
day  and  heading  toward  the 
Blazer  office.  I noticed  a young 
man  in  a wheelchair.  Behind  him 
was  Student  Government  Associ- 
ation President  William  Stofan. 
He  smiled  at  me. 

"Hi  Karen,"  he  said.  "Your 
chair  is  waiting  for  you  in  your 
office." 

It  clicked  in  my  mind.  Ah,  yes, 
new  I remember.  Nov.  30, 
Handicapped  Awareness  Day,  I 
thought.  A day  in  a wheelchair. 
This  should  be-well,  interesting. 

The  day,  sponsored  by  JJC’s 
Introduction  to  Special  Education 
class,  was  formed  to  give  college 
officials  and  students  a view  of 
the  campus  through  the  eyes  of  a 
person  in  a wheelchair. 

Draining  my  mind  of  all 
apprehension.  I entered  my 
office.  The  wheelchair,  like  he 
said,  was  waiting.  I sat  down  in  it. 
not  exceptionally  uncomfortable, 

. as  I expected.  Then,  aha,  a 
problem.  The  leg  rests  on  the 
chair  weren't  long  enough,  and  I 
wore  a skirt  to  school.  I ended  up 
sitting  kind  of  sideways  in  the 
chair. 

After  coaxing  other  staff 


members  to  stop  pushing  me  into 
walls  and  to  stop  popping 
wheelies  with  the  chair-while  5 
was  in  it— I tried  to  attend  to 
business  in  the  office.  Little 
things-reaching  for  a phone, 
sitting  behind  a desk,  retrieving  a 
pen  I dropped  on  the  floor-be- 
came  exceedingly  difficult.  When 
I wanted  to  go  forward,  the  chair 
would  whisk  me  backward. 

The  chair,  I found,  put  a 
distance  about  me  that  I wasn’t 
used  tp.  As  a result,  both  the 
chair  and  my  hands  took  a 
beating.  By  the  end  of  the  day  I 
would  have  a large  purplish 
blister  on  both  hands,  from 
pushing  the  wheels  on  my  chair 
and  by  bumping  against  walls. 

By  this  time  I was  experiencing 
the  feeling  1 expected  I 
would-gratitudc  for  having  a set 
of  legs  in  working  order. 

Before  1 took  on  this  challenge. 
I thought  I would  breeze  through 
the  hallways  as  if  on  a 
skateboard.  It  didn’t  take  long  to 
realize  how  much  energy  it  takes 
to  cart  a good-sized  wheelchair, 
plus  my  own  weight. 

By  the  time  i taught  myself  to 
control  the  contraption  with  a 
reasonable  amount  of  skill,  it  was 
time  to  head  for  the  bridge,  where 
other  participants  in  the  "experi- 


ment" and  I were  to  meet  .There 
we  would  meet  local  media  and 
listen  to  a guest  speaker. 

Wheeling  down  the  hallway,  1 
noticed  the  peculiar  smiles  of 
passers-by  as  they  watched  me 
struggle.  Opening  a door  was 
almost  impossible  from  the  sitting 
position-my  arm  wasn't  long 
enough  to  reach  it.  Luckily, 
people  stopped  and  helped  me  on 
these  occasions. 

A crowd  of  people-eight  of 
them  in  wheelchairs-wcrc  al- 
ready on  the  bridge,  waiting  for 
the  session  to  get  underway. 
There,  I met  student  Bev 
Anderson,  co-ordinator  of  the 
day.  The  guest  speaker,  she  told 
me,  was  Robert  Blackburn,  a local 
leader  in  instigating  changes  for 
handicapped  accessibility. 

Then,  a holdup.  Something  was 
wrong  with  the  public  address 
system  and  Blackburn  wasn't 
able  to  speak  right  away.  Any 
other  time,  1 would  have  been 
running  around  trying  to  rectify 
the  matter,  but  today  1 couidn't- 
today  I was  handicapped.  The 
nine  of  us  in  wheelchairs  sat  back, 
listening  to  music  while  others 
did  the  running. 

Finally,  after  a delay  of  20  or  so 
minutes,  the  lecture  was  under 


"If  you  had  to  gel  into  a 
building  two  stories  high,  with  no 
stairs  or  elevator,  how  would  you 
reach  the  second  floor?"  Black- 
burn challenged  us.  "That’s  what 
accessibility  is  all  about." 

He  said  that  accessibility  deals 
with  people  in  wheelchairs,  and 
also  people  out  of  chairs  that  arc 
handicapped,  like  himself.  "We 
have  to  let  tlic  community  know 
about  this.  They  should  be  aware 
of  certain  things." 

Blackburn  added,  “It  really 
could  happen  to  you.  You  could 
be  driving  home,  and  you  could 
get  smacked."  He  said  that  many 
accidents  happen  "because 
you're  afraid  to  say  you're 
chicken.  You're  afraid  to  tell  the 
guy  driving  after  he  has  had  a few 
in  the  bar  that  this  could  be  a hard 
trip  and  to  take  it  slow." 

Indicating  the  accident  that 
caused  his  handicap,  he  said  "I 
wouldn't  be  here  if  I had  the  guts 
to  tell  him  It's  not  safe  to  lay  a 
cable  a certain  place.” 

Blackburn  stated  that  u busi- 
nessman told  him  he  would  pay 
all  the  handicapped  people  in 
Joliet  SSO  to  stay  out  of  his 
business  so  he  wouldn’t  have  to 
make  it  accessible  to  the 
handicapped,  He  then  said  that  it 
costs  less  than  half  of  one  percent 


of  the  business  cost  to  make  It 
accessible. 

Public  buildings,  lie  added,  are 
guilty  of  inaccessibility.  "Go 
down  to  city  hall- -I  defy  you  guys 
in  wheelchairs  to  get  through 
those  little  doors  or  up  those 
stairs.  The  courthouse  has  n nice 
ramp,  but  it's  so  darn  steep." 

JJC,  he  suid,  is  very  good  ns  far 
as  accessibility- -one  of  the  best  he 
has  seen,  he  added.  The  work 
(hat  has  been  done  In  the  area  Is 
good,  but  more  Is  necessary. 

I had  to  leuve  the  lecture  early 
to  attend  to  some  business  in  the 
office,  My  day  ns  a handicapped 
person  wus  coming  to  an  end.  I 
was  trying  to  figure  out  what  C 
had  learned,  how  1 hud  changed, 
looking  at  the  people  glancing 
down  at  me  ns  I rolled  past,  I 
couldn't  help  feeling  a little 
Irritated  ut  their  smllcvof 
curiosity?  Of  pity?  Of  relief?  Of 
luughtcr,  even? 

I (oimd  myself  thinking,  I wish 
they  would  treat  me  normally. 

Later,  I realized  that  this  wus 
the  crux  or  the  matter.  As  a 
person  confined  to  a whcelclmir, 
I merely  usked  for  normal 
treatment,  Isn't  that  what  anyone

Helton,  vice  president  for  adminis- 
trative services,  gave  a tour  of 
campus  projects  to  Handicapped 
Advisory  Committee  members 
Nov.  30.  The  wheelchair  tour  was 
made  in  honor  of  Handicapped 
Awareness  Day. 

In  the  tour,  Helton  pointed  out 
various  projects  done  to  accommo- 


date handicapped  students.  He  construction  of 


handicapped  signs  for  walks 
parking  areas. 

The  - committee  approved  of 
recommending  several  more  pro- 
jects as  priorities  for  the  remaining 
funds  for  the  year.  These  are 
construction  of  an  eight-foot-long 
ramp  from  the  six-inch  step 
between  B and  C buildings.

also  indicated  areas  that  need 
changed  to  aid  the  handicapped. 

"We  have  been  working  on 
projects  for  the  handicapped  a few 
years  now.”  said  Safety  Officer  Ed 
Slack,  initiator  of  several  of  the 
projects. 

Helton  said  that  about  S25.000  is 
left  from  the  approximately  S29.000 
set  aside  for  the  projects. 
Completed  projects  or  those  in 
progress  include  lighting  modifica- 
tions to  J Building’s  ramp  for  the- 
handicapped  parking  area  and 
paving  of  the  area  to  aid  wheel 
chair  accessibility,  a sidewalk 
connecting  lots  one  and  two  and  the 
temporary  complex  to  the  main 
campus,  sidewalks  throughout  the 
temporaries  so  it  is  completely 
accessible,  ramps  in  lots  one  and 
two  and  curb  cuts  in  lot  two. 

Also,  lighting  modifications  at 
the  entrance  of  C Building, 
lowering  of  telephones,  improving 
accessibility  of  drinking  fountains 
and  washrooms  in  J Building. 


the  northeast  corner  door  of  C Trustees' 
Building,  extension  of  the  ramp  Helton  said, 
between  A and  B buildings  to  29 
feet,  installation  of  blacktop  ramps 
in  lots  three  and  four  and 


installation  of  handrails  and 
applying  of  non-skid  material  to 
ramps  at  the  entrances  to  D Mall 
and  between  E and  F buildings.

Outgoing  president  McAninch  reflects  on  past,  future

As  the  year  draws  to  a close,  the 
seven  years  of  Harold  McAninch's 
term  as  JJC  president  also  will 
conclude.  His  last  day  in  office  is 
less  than  a week  away. 

McAninch  announced  Sept.  18 
that  he  was  leaving  JjC.  a few  days 
after  the  College  of  Du  Page  in 
Glen  Ellyn  accepted  him  as  their 
new  president. 

The  Blazer  asked  McAninch  his 
feelings  on  leaving  JJC  and  on  the 
school  he  will  be  going  to. 

What  do  you  feel  you  have 
accomplished  during  your  seven 
years  at  JJC? 

"I  think  we  have  accomplished  a 
great  deal  here.  A presidents' 
report  issued  by  community 
relations  explains  many  of  the 
goals  we  met." 

The  list  of  goals  included 
expansion  of  times  of  course 
offerings  to  cover  day.  evening, 
twilight  hours  and  the  weekend; 
expansion  of  the  number  of  courses 
offered  at  North  Campus;  provid- 
ing more  student  services  during 
evening  hours  and  on  Saturdays. 


continuation  of  the  Energy  Conser- 
vation program;  establishment  of 
an  institutional  task  force  to  aid  the 
educational  needs  of  the  handi- 
capped; development  of  the 
College  Management  Informa- 
tional System;  and  revision  of 
building  plans. 

What  do  you  plan  on  doing  at 
your  new  college? 

"It's  too  early  to  tell  exactly  what 
I'm  going  to  do.  The  building 
program  is  stalled,  and  wc  will 
have  to  get  it  moving  again,  but  it 
would  be  pretty  presumptuous  to 
say  'this  is  what  I’m  going  to  do.' 
The  board  is  going  to  have  a great 
impact  on  what  I'm  going  to  do.  I'll 
probably  spend  the  first  six  months 
to  a year  seeing  what  problems 
there  are  and  what  can  be  done 
about  them." 

What  projects,  if  any . do  you  fee) 
are  unfinished  at  JJC? 

"You  always  feel  you  left  things 
unfinished.  The  campus  is  not 
complete.  1 feel.  We  didn't  build 
the  fine  am  building  yet.  We've 
made  some  moves  in  servicing 


North  Campus,  but  I feel  we  need  a 
permanent  campus  up  there.  They 
are  planning  that  right  now . We've 
done  some  things,  wc  just  haven't 
done  enough.  We  should  be 
relating  to  students.  We've  been 
developing  new  programs  to  suit 
their  needs,  but  we  haven't  had 
time  for  analysis  of  present 
programs." 

When  you  first  came  to  JJC, 
what  problems  did  you  focus  on? 

"It  was  to  get  across  to  the 
community  that  this  was  their 
community  college.  That's  been 
pretty  much  accomplished,  judging 
from  the  success  of  the  tax 
referendum  a few  years  back.  We 
have  to  relate  to  the  needs  of  the 
community,  as  well  as  emphasize  a 
quality  educational  program." 

Wbat  Is  Involved  In  this 
philosophy  of  community  colleges? 

"By  law  we  have  to  do  three 
things:  teach  college  transfer 
programs,  provide  vocational  train- 
ing and  offer  adult  education. 
We  re  a comprehensive,  open-door 
community  college.  The  people

2,  Safe  unlocked 

A safe  in  the  Student  Services 
Center  in  J Building  with  an 
estimated  S20.000  in  checks  and 
cash  was  found  unlocked  on  a 
Saturday  afternoon  in  February  by 
a part-time  campus  safety  officer.

Office.  The  signature  stamp  of  JJC 
Treasurer  John  Marting  also  was 
found  along  with  a notary  seal.

School  officials  were 
unhappy  that  the  two  safety 
employees  had  taken  the  inventory, 
but  no  job  action  was  taken. 

In  another  incident  concerning 
school  money,  a total  of  S644  was 
reported  missing  from  the  student 
affairs  office  the  afternoon  of  Oct. 
2.  The  money  was  from  ticket  sales 
from  an  SGA  concert  held  Sept.  29. 
According  to  college  officials,  the 
money  was  locked  in  the  student 
affairs  office  over  the  weekend 
after  the  concert. 

3.  Korllko  out 

Louis  Korilko,  who  was  chief  of 
campus  safety  during  the  safe 
incident  and  who  had  worked  for 
the  college  for  several  years, 
resigned  his  position  under 
pressure  in  June. 

Robert  Glenn,  dean  of  personnel, 
said  at  the  time  that  he  could  not 
divulge  the  reasons  for  Korilko's 
resignation,  although  it  was  known 
he  would  be  replaced.  Glenn  said 
the  college  offered  Korilko  other 
jobs  in  the  safety  department,  but 
he  decided  not  to  take  them. 

With  Korilko  gone,  the  title  of 
chief  of  campus  safety  also  was 
eliminated.  Richard  Jacobsen  was 
named  lead  man  of  the  depart- 
ment, in  a non-administrative 
position,  for  a six-month  trial 
period. 

4.  Houboll  stalled 

Delays  stalled  for  another  year 
plans  to  widen  Houbolt  Road. 

The  main  obstacle  remaining  is 
the  purchase  of  right-of-way  to 
build  on  land  fronting  the  west  end 
of  McDonough  Road  on  the  south 
side,  which  is  to  be  widened  to  four 
lanes  along  with  Houbolt.  But 
Robert  Larkin  refuses  to  sell  the 
land,  and  the  matter  has  ended  up 


in  court. 

5.  North  Campus  facilities 

Construction  of  JJC’s  new  North 
Campus  building  in  Bolingbrook 
started  during  the  year,  with 
completion  scheduled  for  fall  1979. 
The  building  will  open  its  door  to 
the  public  in  January  1980. 

The  new  building  is  across  the 
street  from  Fountaindale  Public 
Library,  where  classes  are  held  in 
the  lower  level.  The  new  facility 
will  allow  for  a broader  selection  of 
classes  and  labs. 

6.  SGA  president  quits 

SGA  President  Mark  Walsh 

resigned  his  post  at  the  Nov.  8 
meeting  after  less  than  a month  in 
office  "for  personal  reasons."  He 
refused  to  comment  further  on  his 
resignation.  Walsh  had  been  one  of 
28  senators  elected  during  voting 
Oct.  11  and  12,  in  which  less  than  5 
percent  of  the  JJC  students  voted. 

William  Stofan.  formerly  vice 
president  in  charge  of  culture  and 
recreational  activities,  was  elected 
by  senators  to  replace  Walsh. 

7.  Blizzard  closes  school 

A late  January  blizzard  that  left 
snow  drifts  up  to  10  feet  high  at 
places  on  campus  forced  the 
closing  of  school  for  two  days. 

Snow  removal  operations  at  the 
college  were  hampered  when 
several  vehicles  including  a dump 
truck  and  plow  broke  down  during 
the  clearing  process.  But  more 
equipment  probably  would  not 
have  helped  since  high  winds  kept 
drifting  the  snow  back  onto  the 

Many  students  also  had  pro- 
blems during  the  blizzard.  One 
student  said  10  people  stayed  at  his 
house  for  four  days  because  of  the 
storm.  Another  was  snowed  in  for 
four  days  at  a motel  where  he 


worked. 

8.  Hallman  top  player 

JJC  center  Arnettc  Hallman, 
after  leading  the  Wolves  to  one  of 
their  best  basketball  seasons,  was 
named  the  top  junior  college 
basketball  player  in  the  nation. 

Hallman,  who  had  111  blocked 
shots  and  was  a top  scorer  and 
rebounder  for  the  Wolves,  eventu- 
ally decided  to  attend  Purdue 
University. 

9.  Student  representative 

Sue  Bradford  became  the 
1978-79  student  representative  to 
the  JJC  Board  of  Trustees  in  April 
by  the  luck  of  a draw. 

After  all  the  students'  votes  had 
been  counted  on  election  day, 
Bradford  and  Happi  Hallowassi 
had  311  votes  each.  The  candidates 
broke  the  tie  at  a board  meeting  by 
drawing  lots.  Bradford  made  the 
lucky  draw. 

"It  was  really  unique,"  said 
Dean  Richard  Brandolino,  election 
supervisor.  "Each  candidate's 
votes  were  counted  three  times  to 
make  sure  of  the  tie." 

10.  College  Park  runoff 

The  problem  of  water  runoff 
from  College  Park  subdivision  was 
temporarily  solved  in  August,  but  a 
permanent  solution  cannot  be 
offered  until  the  proposed  widen- 
ing of  Houbolt  Road  is  complete. 

A water  dispersal  system 
featuring  railroad  tics  and  large 
gravel  was  built  on  campus  by  the 
subdivision.  Officials  say  the 
system  cuts  down  the  speed  of 
water  running  out  of  the  subdivi- 
sion into  college  land  during 
periods  of  rain,  thus  cutting  down 
on  erosion  of  the  land  and  eventual 
siltation  of  Lake  JuCo.
